There is hereby appropriated, for the support of public ed- 
ucation in Alabama for the fiscal year ending September 30, 1984 and for 
the public debt, to be paid out of funds specified in subsection (a) of Sec- 
tion 2 of this Act, the amounts specified in Sections 3 to 4, inclusive. For the 
purpose specified in subsection (b) of Section 2 of this Act, amounts are 
shown by programmatic area and the total for all programs is shown so as to 
include estimated sources of funds other than the appropriation made in 
subsection (a) of Section 2 of this Act.

If the Pub- 
lic School Fund receives more revenue than appropriated for the fiscal year 
ending September 30, 1984, the excess in revenue shall be carried over as a 
beginning balance for the fiscal year beginning October 1, 1984. 


Section 6. The State Superintendent of Education shall make requisi- 
tion on the State Comptroller in favor of the proper beneficiary in accor- 
dance with the law and rules and regulations governing, the expenditure or 
disbursement of any and all funds appropriated to the State Department of 
Education and/or the State Board of Education in this Act, whereupon the 
Comptroller shall issue his warrant therefor. All other appropriations in this 
ae aa pe paid on request by the Comptroller in the manner now pro- 
vi y law. 


Section 7. Nothing in this Act shall be construed to affect or repeal 
any law authorizing or permitting any college, school or other education or 
eleemosynary institution of the State to receive, collect or disburse any fees, 
tuitions, charges, sales, endowments, trusts or income therefrom, which are 
now or may hereafter be authorized to receive, collect or disburse.

Further, all state, county and education entities are authorized to 
disburse such funds as deemed necessary by mutual agreement between 
said entities and the State of Alabama, Department of Examiners of Public 
Accounts to partially defray the cost of auditing services performed by said 
agency. All such sums are hereby appropriated and reappropriated if neces- 

to the Department of Examiners of Public Accounts for audit services, 
to be expended through the fund established by the Code of Alabama 1975, 
Section 41-5-24.

cal chapter from 1938 to 1964, he worked diligently to achieve fair employ- 
ment practices and station accommodations for Black train passengers; and 


WHEREAS, additional accomplishments in behalf of Blacks, and solely 
attributable to Dr. Nixon, are multiple in number and include such areas as 
USO Clubs for Black military personnel, organization of the Voters League,

This tax shall be paid to and 
collected by the Alabama Department of Revenue. The net proceeds from 
such county sales and use tax, less the cost of collection not to exceed five 
percent paid to the State Department of Revenue, shall be pledged to the 
retirement of a bond or warrant issue not to exceed one and one half million 
dollars ($1,500,000.00) that is hereby authorized to finance a public building 
program in Randolph County.

Any alcoholic, spirituous, vinous, 
fermented or other alcoholic beverage, or combination of liquors and mixed 
liquor, a part of which is spirituous, vinous, fermented or otherwise alco- 
holic and all drinks or drinkable liquids, preparations or mixtures intended 
for beverage purposes, which contain one half of one percent or more of 
alcohol by volume, and shall include liquor, beer, and wine, both fortified 
and table wine. 


“(2) ASSOCIATION. A partnership, limited partnership, or any form 
of unincorporated enterprise owned by two or more persons. 


“(3) BEER. Any beer, lager beer, ale, porter, malt or brewed beverage 
or similar fermented malt liquor containing one half of one percent or more 
of alcohol by volume and not in excess of four percent alcohol by weight and 
five percent by volume, by whatever name the same may be called. 
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“(4) BOARD. The alcoholic beverage control board. 


“(5) CARTON. The package or container or containers in which alco- 
holic beverages are originally packaged for shipment to market by the man- 
ufacturer or its designated representatives or the importer. 


“(6) CONTAINER. The single bottle, can, keg, bag or other recepta- 
cle, not a carton, in which alcoholic beverages are originally packaged for 
the market by the manufacturer or importer and from which the alcoholic 
beverage is consumed by or dispensed to the public. 


“(7) CLUB. a. Class I. A corporation or association organized or 
formed in good faith by authority of law and which must have at least 150 
paid-up members. It must be the owner, lessee or occupant of an establish- 
ment operated solely for the object of a national, social, patriotic, political 
or athletic nature or the like, but not for pecuniary gain, and the property 
as well as the advantages of which belong to all the members and which 
maintains an establishment provided with special space and accommoda- 
tions where, in consideration of payment, food, with or without lodging, is 
habitually served. The club shall hold regular meetings, continue its busi- 
ness through officers regularly elected, edinit members by written applica- 
tion, jinvertinatton and ballot and charge and collect dues from elected 
members. 


“b. Class II. A corporation or association organized or formed in good 
faith by authority of law and which must have at least 100 paid-up mem- 
bers.

The club shall hold regular meetings, continue its business 
through officers regularly elected, admit members by written application, 
investigation and ballot and charge and collect dues from elected members. 


“(8) CORPORATION. A corporation or joint stock association organ- 
ized under the laws of this state, the United States, or any other state, terri- 
tory or foreign country, or dependency. 


“(9) DRY COUNTY. Any county which by a majority of those voting 
in the negative in an election heretofore held under the applicable statutes 
at the time of said election or may hereafter vote in the negative in an elec- 
tion or special method referendum hereafter held in accordance with the 

rovisions of chapter 2 or held in accordance with the provisions of any act 
ereafter enacted’ permitting such election. 


“(10) DRY MUNICIPALITY. Any municipality within a wet county 
which has, by its governing body or by a majority of those voting in a mu-

“b. Services, including supplementation and supplementary services 
under the federal Social Security Act, to or on behalf of persons to whom 
such public assistance may be given under said Sections 38-2-5 and 38-4-1; 


“c. Service to and on behalf of dependent, neglected or delinquent chil-

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“d. Investigative and referral services to and on behalf of needy 
persons. 


“(12) HEARING COMMISSION. A body appointed by the board to 
hear and decide all contested license applications and all disciplinary 
charge seeinet any licensee for violation of this chapter or the regulations 
of the board. 


“(13) HOTEL. A building or buildings held out to the public for hous- 
ing accommodations of travelers or transients, and shall include motel, but 
shall not include a rooming house or boardinghouse. 


“(14) IMPORTER. Any person, association or corporation engaged in 
importing alcoholic beverages, liquor, wine or beer, manufactured outside of 
the United States of America into this state or for sale or distribution in 
this state, or to the board or to a licensee of the board. 


“(15) LIQUOR. Any alcoholic, spirituous, vinous, fermented, or other 
alcoholic beverage, or combination of liquors and mixed liquor, a part of 
which is spirituous, fermented, vinous or otherwise alcoholic, and all drinks 
and drinkable liquids, preparations or mixtures intended for beverage pur- 
poses, which contain one half of one percent or more of alcohol by volume, 
except beer. 


“(16) LIQUOR STORE. A liquor store operated by the board, where 
alcoholic beverages other than beer are authorized to be sold in unopened 
containers.

(19) MUNICIPALITY. Any incorporated city or town of this state. 


“(20) PERSON. Every natural person, association or corporation. 
Whenever used in a clause prescribing or imposed a fine or imprisonment, 
or both, such term as applied to ‘association’ shall mean the partners or 
members thereof and as applied to ‘corporation’ shall mean the officers 
thereof, except as to incorporated clubs the term ‘person’ shall mean such 
individual or individuals who, under the bylaws of such clubs, shall have 
jurisdiction over the possession and sale of liquor therein. 


(21) POPULATION. The population according to the last preceding 
or any subsequent decennial census of the United States, except where a 
municipality is incorporated subsequent to the last census, in which event, 
its population of said municipality as determined by the judge of probate of 
said county as the official population of the date of its incorporation. 


(22) RESTAURANT. A reputable place licensed as a restaurant, op- 
erated by a responsible person of good reputation and habitually and princi- 
pally used for the purpose of preparing and serving meals for the public to 
consume on the premises. 


“(23) MEAL. A diversified selection of food some of which is not sus- 
ceptible of being consumed in the absence of at least some articles of table- 
ware and which cannot be conveniently consumed while one is standing or 
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walking about. 


“(24) RETAILER. Any person licensed by the board to engage in the 
retail sale of any alcoholic beverages to the consumer. 


“(25) SALE OR SELL. Any transfer of liquor, wine or beer for a con- 
sideration and any gift in connection with, or as a part of, a transfer of 
property other than liquor, wine or beer for a consideration. 


“(26) UNOPENED CONTAINER. A container containing alcoholic 
beverages, which has not been opened or unsealed subsequent to filling and 
sealing by the manufacturer or importer. 


“(27) WET COUNTY. Any county which by a majority of those vot- 
ing voted in the affirmative in an election heretofore held in accordance 
with the statutes applicable at the time of said election or may hereafter 
vote in the affirmative in an election or special method referendum held in 
accordance with the provisions of chapter 2 of this title or other statutes 
applicable at the time of said election. 


“(28) WHOLESALER. Any person licensed by the board to engage in 
the sale and distribution of table wine and beer, or either of them, within 
this state, at wholesale only, to be sold by export or to retail licensees or 
other wholesale licensees or others within this state lawfully authorized to 
sell table wine and beer, or either of them, for the purpose of resale only. 
Provided, further, that any person licensed under this subsection shall be 
authorized to sell keg beer, where lawful, at retail for off-the-premises 
consumption. 


“(29) WINE. All beverages made from the fermentation of fruits, ber- 
ries, or grapes, with or without added spirits, and produced in accordance 
with the laws and regulations of the United States, containing not more 
than 24 percent alcohol by volume, and shall include all sparkling wines, 
carbonated wines, special natural wines, rectified wines, vermouths, vinous 
beverages, vinous liquors, and like products. 


“(30) FORTIFIED WINE. Any wine containing more than 14 percent 
alcohol by volume but not more than 24 percent. 


“(31) TABLE WINE. Any wine containing not more than 14 percent 
alcohol by volume.” 


Section 2. This act shall become effective immediately upon its pas- 
sage and approval by the Governor, or upon its otherwise becoming a law.

AN ACT 


To provide for the “Alabama Energy and Jobs Development Act of 
1983”; to provide a statement of public policy and legislative intent under- 
lying its enactment; to provide for the regulation of cogeneration facilities; 
to provide that a cogeneration facility shall not be deemed a public utility; 
to regulate the sale of electric power produced by cogeneration facilities; to 
provide standards for determining avoided costs in the sale of cogenerated 
power, to provide for services and data to be made available from electric 
utilities; to provide for the authority of the Public Service Commission re- 
specting cogeneration facilities; to provide for the severability of the provi- 
sone of this Act; and to provide for the manner in which it shall become 
law. 


Be It Enacted by the Legislature of Alabama: 


Section 1. This Act shall be known and may be cited as the “Alabama 
Energy and Jobs Development Act of 1983.” 


Section 2. It is hereby declared to be the public policy of this state 
that the public interest requires the encouragement and development of 
cogeneration facilities to conserve energy resources and further industrial 
economic development in this state. It is necessary for growth and job op- 
portunities to encourage new investment in energy producing systems to re- 
main competitive and allow for the sustained economic development of this 
state. 


Section 3. (A) A “cogeneration facility” means a facility which gener- 
ates electricity and steam (or other forms of heat) which is used for indus- 
trial, commercial, heating, or cooling purposes, through the sequential use of 
energy, or a facility which generates electricity using biomass, waste, renew- 
able resources (including wind, solar or hydro) or a combination of these, as 
its primary energy source. 


(B) A “cogenerator” means a municipality, person or corporation own- 
ing or operating a cogeneration facility, the equity interest in which is less 
than 50% owned by an electric utility or a subsidiary or affiliate of an elec- 
tric utility. 


(C) Vhe “commission” means the Public Service Commission of 
Alabama. 


(D) “Avoided Costs” means the incremental costs to an electric utility 
of electric energy or capacity or both which, but for the purchase from a 
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cogenerator, such utility would generate itself or purchase from another 
source. 


(E) “Backup power” means electric energy or capacity supplied by an 
electric utility to replace energy ordinarily generated by a cogenerator’s own 
generation equipment during an unscheduled outage of a cogeneration 
facility. 


(F) “Maintenance power” means electric energy or capacity supplied by 
an electric utility during scheduled outages of a cogeneration facility. 


(G) “Supplementary power” means electric energy or capacity supplied 
by an electric utility, regularly used by a cogenerator in addition to that 
which said cogenerator generates itself. 


(H) “Interruptible power” means electric energy or capacity supplied 
by an electric utility subject to interruption by the electric utility under 
specified conditions. 


(I) “Electric utility” means a public utility which, alone or together 
with its affiliates, owns, operates or purchases at least 2,500 megawatts of 
electrical generating capacity. 


Section 4. A ac ar nee facility shall not be deemed to be a utility 
or a public utility under Alabama law and such a aasend shall be subject to 
control or regulation by the commission only as expressly authorized in this 
Act, except that the commission may treat all or a portion of the investment 
by an electric utility in a cogeneration facility as a public utility property 
for retail rate-making purposes. 


Section 5. A cogenerator may require an electric utility to enter into a 
contract for the Purchase of the electric energy or electric energy and capac- 
ity which is produced by the cogenerator, at a price which is equivalent to 
the utility’s avoided costs. Such contract may be for a period of the useful 
life of the cogeneration facility at the option of the cogenerator, but not to 
exceed a term of 30 years. At the same time, the cogenerator may elect to 
purchase all or any portion of his requirements of electric energy or capac- 
ity, or both, from an electric utility. 


Section 6. The avoided costs shall be a reasonable estimate of avoided 
energy costs plus avoided capacity costs over the term of the contract. The 
avoided capacity costs shall take into consideration (a) the anticipated relia- 
bility of the cogeneration facility, in comparison to the reliability of other 
generating units supplying electricity to the utility; (b) the anticipated 
availability of the power during on-peak as well as off-peak periods; (c) the 
term of the contract into the cogenerator is willing to enter; (d) the amount 
of advance notice that the utility has of the intentions of the cogenerator to 
construct a generating facility and to make the capacity available to the 
utility; and (e) the willingness of the cogenerator to schedule his mainte- 
nance during seasonal off-peak periods. The avoided energy costs shall take 
into consideration the anticipated costs of fuel as well as other variable op- 
erating and maintenance costs, plus the anticipated availability of the 
power during on-peak as well as off-peak periods. Taking into account the 
factors set forth in this Section, avoided costs shall be comparable to the 
anticipated costs per kilowatt-hour of construction and operation of a fu- 
ture generating unit of the electric utility. A future generating unit is one 
which the utility is planning to construct or is in the process of constructing 
(either directly or as an investor or purchaser) at the time that the cogener- 
ator makes a firm offer to sell its electric energy and capacity to the utility. 
Such comparable costs shall take into account the factors set forth in (a) 
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through (e) above, as well as the number of years during which the cogener- 
ation facility shall operate at the same time as the electric utility’s future 
generating unit, the effect of anticipated price escalation, the percentage of 
completion of the future generating unit at the time that the cogenerator 
makes a firm offer to sell its electric energy and capacity to the utility, and 
the time at which the cogeneration facility will become operational. In no 
event shall the avoided costs for electric energy and capacity which is being 
simultaneously purchased by the utility and sold to the cogenerator be 
lower than the rate the cogenerator pays the utility to purchase the same 
amount of electricity during the same period of time. 


If a cogeneration unit becomes available prior to the time at which the 
utility’s future generating unit is expected to be required to meet the util- 
ity’s capacity needs, in that interim the avoided costs shall be the utility’s 
incremental energy costs plus such additional revenues as are obtainable 
from off-system capacity sales. 


Section 7. Each electric utility must make available to all cogenerators 
backup power, maintenance power, and supplementary power on a firm 
(non-interruptible) basis, and interruptible power, at rates and under terms 
and conditions which are just and reasonable and in the public interest, and 
which do not discriminate against cogenerators. Such rates shall not exceed 
the estimated cost of providing such service. The rates for backup and 
maintenance power shall take into account the cogenerator’s anticipated 
forced outage rate, and shall not assume that forced outages will occur si- 
multaneously among cogenerators, or during system peaks. 


Section 8. The electric utility will make available upon request, to the 
commission or to a cogenerator, whatever data may be necessary or helpful 
in determining whether the provisions of this Act are being fulfilled, includ- 
ing but not limited to a determination of such utility’s avoided costs, taking 
into consideration the standards referred to in Section 6 above, and a deter- 
mination as to whether backup power, maintenance power, supplementary 
power and interruptible power are available under the terms and conditions, 
and at rates, required under Section 7 above. 


Section 9. Except as expressly provided in this Act, nothing herein 
shall restrict the commission’s existing authority with respect to the setting 
of rates for the retail sale of electricity. 


The commission is hereby authorized and directed to take whatever 
steps may be necessary to implement the provisions of this Act, and to pro- 
mulgate necessary rules and regulations consistent with the provisions 
hereof. Any cogenerator who believes that an electric utility is not fulfilling 
its obligations under this Act may petition the commission for an order es- 
tablishing such utility’s avoided costs or directing the utility to enter into a 
contract, or for other appropriate relief. The commission will expedite the 
handling of any such petition and make every effort to resolve it within 120 
days from the date that it is filed. If the commission fails to resolve any 
such petition within said 120 days, or if the petitioner or such electric utility 
believes that the commission action on the petition is inconsistent with the 

olicy or purposes as provided by Section 2 of this Act, or is otherwise un- 
awful, either the petitioner or the utility may bring an action within 30 
days after the date of the commission order or the expiration of the 120-day 
period in the Circuit Court of Montgomery County, Alabama, to seek ap- 
prone relief consistent with the policy, purposes and other provisions of 
this Act. 


Section 10. If any section, clause, provision or portion of this Act shall 
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be held invalid or unconstitutional by any court of competent jurisdiction, 
such holding shall not affect any other section, clause or provision of this 
Act which is not in and of itself invalid or unconstitutional. 


Section 11. This Act shall become effective immediately upon its pas- 
sage and approval by the Governor, or upon its otherwise becoming a law.

Be It Enacted by the Legislature of the State of Alabama: 


Section 1. Title. This Act shall be known and may be cited as the 
“Alabama Energy and Jobs Development Act of 1983.” 


Section 2. It is hereby declared to be the public policy of this State 
that the public interest requires the encouragement and development of 
cogeneration facilities to conserve energy resources and further industrial 
and economic development in this State. It is necessary for growth and job 
opportunities to encourage new investment in energy producing systems to 
peuals competitive and allow for the sustained economic development of 
this State. 


Section 3. Definitions. 


(A) A “cogeneration facility” means a facility, located within the state 
and no portion of which was constructed prior to the effective date of this 
Act, which generates electricity and steam (or other forms of heat) which is 
used for industrial, commercial, heating, or cooling purposes, through the 
sequential use of energy, and which is a qualified facility under the Federal 
Energy Regulatory Commission’s rules implementing Sections 201 and 210 
of the Public Utility Regulatory Policies Act of 1978. 


(B) A “cogenerator” means a municipality, person, firm or corporation 
owning and operating a cogeneration facility, but does not include any elec- 
tric utility. 


(C) The “commission” means the Public Service Commission of Ala- 
bama, in the case of a utility otherwise subject to its jurisdiction; and in any 
other case means such other state or federal agency having jurisdiction over 
cogeneration facilities as may be otherwise provided by law. 


(D) “Avoided costs” means the net actual incremental costs to an elec- 
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tric utility of electric energy or capacity or both which, but for the purchase 
from a cogenerator such utility would generate itself or purchase from an- 
other source. 


(E) “Backup power’ means electric energy or capacity supplied by an 
electric utility to replace energy ordinarily generated by a cogenerator’s own 
perererion equipment during an unscheduled outage of a cogeneration 

acility. 


(F) “Maintenance power” means electric energy or capacity supplied by 
an electric utility during scheduled outages of a cogeneration facility. 


(G) “Supplementary power” means electric energy or capacity supplied 
by an electric utility, regularly used by a cogenerator in addition to that 
which said cogenerator generates itself. 


(H) “Interruptible power” means electric energy or capacity supplied 
by an electric utility subject to interruption by the electric utility under 
specified conditions. 


(I) “Electric utility” or “utility” means any municipality, municipally- 
owned utility or other governmental entity, any cooperative, corporation, 
firm, person, association or other entity engaged in supplying electric service 
at wholesale or retail. 


Section 4. Regulation of Generating Facilities. A cogenerator shall not 
be deemed to be a public utility under Alabama law and such a facility shall 
be subject to control or regulation by the commission only as expressly au- 
thorized in this Act, except that the commission shall treat all of the invest- 
ment by an electric utility in a cogeneration facility as public utility prop- 
erty for retail rate-making purposes. 


Section 5. Sale of Electricity. A cogenerator may require an electric 
utility to enter into a contract under which the utility is required to 
purchase, and the cogenerator is required to produce and supply, electric 
energy or capacity, or both, which is produced by the cogenerator, at a price 
which is equal to the utility’s net actual avoided costs. Such contract may 
be for a period of the useful life of the cogeneration facility. At the same 
time, the cogenerator may elect to purchase all or any portion of his re- 
quirements of electric energy or capacity, or both, from the electric utility. 
In any case, the cogenerator shall pay the reasonable costs of interconnec- 
tion, and the utility may establish reasonable requirements for safety, relia- 
bility and the protection of its systems. 


Section 6. Standards for Determining Avoided Costs. The avoided 
costs shall be (1) net actual energy costs not incurred by the utility as a 
result of the purchase, adjusted quarterly, plus (2) the actual net reliable 
capacity costs provided the utility is able to avoid such costs during the 
term of the contract as a result of reliable capacity supplied by the cogener- 
ator. “Reliable capacity” means the largest amount of capacity supplied by 
the cogenerator that is available to the utility during all of the utility’s daily 
and seasonal peak periods. The avoided net capacity costs shall take into 
consideration (a) the demonstrated reliability of the cogeneration facility, in 
comparison to the reliability of other generating units supplying electricity 
to the utility; (b) the demonstrated availability of the power during the sys- 
tem daily and seasonal peak as well as off-peak periods; (c) the nature of 
the contract into which the cogenerator is willing to enter including its du- 
ration, termination provision, and sanctions for non-compliance; (d) the 
ability of the utility to avoid capacity costs by purchases from the cogenera- 
tion facility, including the deferral of capacity additions; (e) the capacity 
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available to the utility; (f) the ability and willingness of the cogenerator to 
schedule his maintenance during seasonal off-peak periods; and (g) the abil- 
ity of the utility to dispatch the power generated by the cogenerator. In the 
case of a utility which is purchasing all or a part of its requirements from 
another utility, total avoided cost payments to a cogenerator shall not ex- 
ceed the net costs avoided by the supplying utility. In no case shall any 
capacity payments be required of any utility during any period when it has 
sufficient system or contractual capacity available to meet its system 
requirements. 


Section 7. Services Available from the Utility. Unless a utility’s ability 
to serve its customers would be impaired or an undue burden placed on its 
system each electric utility must make available to all cogenerators backup 
power, maintenance power, supplementary power on a firm (non-inter- 
ruptible) basis, and interruptible power, at the same rates which apply to 
the utility’s other customers with similar load and other cost-related 
characteristics. 


Section 8. Data Available from the Utility. The electric utility will 
make available upon request, to the commission or to a cogenerator, 
whatever data may be necessary or helpful in determining whether the pro- 
visions of this Act are being fulfilled, including but not limited to a determi- 
nation of the utility’s avoided costs (taking into consideration the standards 
referred to in Section 6 above) and a determination as to whether backup 
power, maintenance power, supplementary power and interruptible power 
are available under the terms and conditions, and at rates, required under 
Section 7 above. 


Section 9. Authority of the Commission. The commission is hereby 
authorized and directed to take whatever steps may be necessary to imple- 
ment the provisions of this Act, including but not limited to the promulga- 
tion of rules and regulations consistent with the provisions hereof. Any rule 
or regulation promulgated under the Act shall ensure that the reliability of 
electric service is not impaired. Any cogenerator who believes that the elec- 
tric utility is not fulfilling its obligations under this Act may petition the 
commission for an order establishing the utility’s avoided costs or directing 
the utility to enter into a contract, or for other appropriate relief. In estab- 
lishing a utility’s avoided costs or any rates to be paid for the purchase of 
cogenerated power by a utility and in establishing rates for backup power, 
maintenance power and supplementary power the commission shall ensure 
that the utility’s other electric consumers will not subsidize any cogenerator. 
The commission will expedite the handling of any such petition and make 
every effort to resolve it within 120 days from the date that it is filed. If the 
commission fails to resolve any such petition within said 120 days, or if the 
petitioner or electric utility believe that the commission action on the peti- 
tion is unlawful, either the petitioner or the utility may bring an action in 
the Circuit Court of Montgomery County, Alabama to seek appropriate re- 
lief consistent with the provisions of this Act. 


Section 10. If any section, clause, provision or portion of this Act shall 
be held invalid or unconstitutional by any Court of competent jurisdiction, 
such holding shall not affect any other section, clause or provision of this 
Act which is not in and of itself invalid or unconstitutional. 


Section 11. This act shall become effective immediately upon its pas- 
sage and approval by the Governor, or upon its otherwise becoming law.

Section 1. Sections 32-5-192, 32-5A-191, 32-5A-192, 32-6-19 and and 11- 
45-9, Code of Alabama 1975, are hereby amended to read as follows: 


“§ 32-5-192. 


“(a) Any person who operates a motor vehicle upon the public highways 
of this state shall be deemed to have given his consent, subject to the provi- 
sions of this division, to a chemical test or tests of his blood, breath or urine 
for bp rsd of determining the alcoholic content of his blood if lawfully 
arrested for any offense arising out of acts alleged to have been committed 
while the person was driving a motor vehicle on the public highways of this 
state while under the influence of intoxicating liquor. The test or tests shall 
be administered at the direction of a law enforcement officer having reason- 
able grounds to believe the person to have been driving a motor vehicle 
upon the public highways of this state while under the influence of intoxi- 
cating liquor. The law enforcement agency by which such officer is em- 
ployed shall designate which of the aforesaid tests shall be administered. 
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Such person shall be told that his failure to submit to such a chemical test

“(c) If a person under arrest refuses upon the request of a law enforce- 
ment officer to submit to a chemical test designated by the law enforcement 
agency as provided in subsection (a) of this section, none shall be given, but 
the director of public safety, upon the receipt of a sworn report of the law 
enforcement officer that he had reasonable grounds to believe the arrested 
person had been driving a motor vehicle upon the public highways of this 
state while under the influence of intoxicating liquor and that the person 
had refused to submit to the test upon the request of the law enforcement 
officer, shall suspend his license or permit to drive, or the privilege of driv- 
ing a motor vehicle on the highways of this state given to a nonresident, or 
if the person is a resident without a license or permit to operate a motor 
vehicle in this state, the director shall deny to the person the issuance of a 
license or permit, for a riod of 45-- 90 days, subject to 
review as hereinafter provided.

TO BE ENTITLED 
AN ACT 


To amend Chapter 7 of Title 32 of the Code of Alabama 1975 com- 
monly known as the Motor Vehicle Safety-Responsibility Act by amending 
Sections 32-7-5, 32-7-6, 32-7-16 and 32-7-23 thereof so as to increase the 
amount of property damage which must be sustained to require an accident 
report to be filed and to provide what the term “uninsured motor vehicle” 
shall include under the uninsured motorist coverage section of the Motor 
Vehicle Safety-Responsibility Act, increases the amount of payment on 
judgments necessary to satisfy the requirements of the Motor Vehicle 
Safety-Responsibility Act, and to increase the maximum amount of liability 
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required under a motor vehicle liability policy under the Motor Vehicle 
Safety-Responsibility Act. 


Be It Enacted by the Legislature of Alabama: 


Section 1. Section 32-7-5, Code of Alabama 1975, is hereby amended 
to read as follows: 


“§ 32-7-5. The operator of every motor vehicle which is in any manner 
involved in an accident within this state, in which any person is killed or 
injured or in which damage to the property of any one person, including 
himself, in excess of 50:00 250.00 is sustained, shall within 10 days after 
such accident report the matter in writing to the director. Such report, the 
form of which shall be prescribed by the director, shall contain only such 
information as may be necessary to enable the director to determine 
whether the requirements for the deposit of security under section 32-7-6 
are inapplicable by reason of the existence of insurance or other exceptions 
specified in this chapter. The director may rely upon the accuracy of the 
information unless and until he has reason to believe that the information is 
erroneous. If such operator is physically incapable of making such report, 
the owner of the motor vehicle involved in such accident shall, within 10 
days after learning of the accident, make such report. The operator or the 
owner shall furnish such additional relevant information as the director 
shall require.” 


Section 2. Section 32-7-6, Code of Alabama 1975, is hereby amended 
to read as follows: 


“§ 32-7-6. (a) Security required unless evidence of insurance; when 
security determined. If 20 days after the receipt of a report of a motor vehi- 
cle accident within this state which has resulted in bodily injury or death, or 
damage to the property of any one person in excess of $50.00 250.00, the 
director does not have on file evidence satisfactory to him that the person 
who would otherwise be required to file security under subsection (b) of this 
section has been released from liability, or has been finally adjudicated not 
to be liable, or has executed a duly acknowledged written agreement provid- 
ing for the payment of an agreed amount in installments with respect to all 
claims for injuries or damages resulting from the accident, the director shall 
determine the amount of security which shall he sufficient in his judgment 
to satisfy any judgment or judgments for damages resulting from such acci- 
dent as may be recovered against each operator or owner. 


“(b) Suspension - The director shall, within 60 days after the receipt 
of such report of a motor vehicle accident, suspend the license of each oper- 
ator and all popetaton of each owner of a motor vehicle in any manner 
involved in such accident, and if such operator is a nonresident the privilege 
of operating a motor vehicle within this state, and if such owner is a nonres- 
ident the privilege of the use within this state of any motor vehicle owner 
by him, unless such operator or owner or both shall deposit security in the 
sum so determined by the director; provided that notice of such suspension 
shall be sent by the director such operator and owner not less than 10 days 
prior to the effective date of such suspension and shall state the amount 
required as security. Where erroneous information is given the director with 
respect to the matters set forth in subdivisions (1), (2) or (3) of subsection 
(c) of this section, he shall take appropriate action as hereinbefore provided 
aoe 60 days after receipt of him of correct information with respect to 
said matters. 


“(c) Exception - This section shall not apply under the conditions 
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stated in Section 32-7-7 nor: 


“(1) to such operator or owner if such owner had in effect at the time 
of such accident an automobile liability policy with respect to the motor 
vehicle involved in such accident; 


“(2) to such operator, if not the owner of such motor vehicle, if there 
was in effect at the time of such accident an automobile liability policy or 
bond with respect to his operation of motor vehicles not owned by him; 


(3) to such operator or owner if the liability of such operator or own- 
er for damages resulting from such accident is, in the judgment of the direc- 
tor, covered by any other form of liability insurance policy or bond; and 


“(4) to any person qualifying as a self-insurer under section 32-7-34, 
or to any person operating a motor vehicle for such self-insurer. 


“No such policy or bond shall be effective under this section unless is- 
sued by an insurance company or surety company authorized to do business 
in this state; except, that if such motor vehicle was not registered in this 
state, or was a motor vehicle which was registered elsewhere than in this 
state at the effective date of the policy or bond, or the most recent renewal 
thereof, such policy or bond shall not be effective under this section unless 
the insurance company or surety company, if not authorized to do business 
in this state, shall execute a power of attorney authorizing the director to 
accept service on its behalf of notice or process in any action upon such 
policy or bond arising out of such accident; provided, that every such policy 
or bond is subject, if the accident has resulted in bodily injury or death, to a 
limit, exclusive of interest and costs, of not less than $10,000 25,000 because 
of bodily injury to or death of one person in any one accident and subject to 
said limit for one person, to a limit of not less than $20,000 50,000 because 
of bodily injury to or death of two or more persons in any one accident, and, 
if the accident has resulted in injury to or destruction of property, to a limit 
of not less than $5,000 10,000 because of injury to or aastrictana of pro- 
perty of others in any one accident.” 


Section 3. Section 32-7-16, Code of Alabama 1975, is hereby amended 
to read as follows: 


“§ 32-7-16. Judgments herein referred to shall, for the purpose of this 
chapter only, be deemed satisfied: 


“(1) When $10,000 25,000 has been credited upon any judgment or 
judgments rendered in excess of that amount because of bodily injury to or 
death of one person as the result of any one accident; or 


(2) When, subject to such limit of $10,000 25,000 because of bodily 
inguty to or death of one person, the sum of $20,000 50,000 has been credit-

“(1) The applicant is at least 19 years of age; 


“(2) The applicant is a citizen of the United States or had declared 
his intention to become a citizen. A statement by the applicant under oath 
that he is a citizen or that he intends to apply for citizenship when he be- 
comes eligible to make such application, is sufficient proof of compliance 
with this requirement. 


“(3) The applicant is of good moral character; 
“(4) The applicant resides in the State of Alabama; 


“(5) The applicant is not in violation of any of the provisions of this 
chapter and the rules and regulations adopted hereunder; 


“(6) The applicant has received a master’s degree from a regionally 
accredited institution of higher learning which is primarily professional 
counseling in content based on not less than 30 graduate semester hours, or 
the substantial equivalent in both subject matter and extent of training. 
The board shall use the standards of nationally recognized professional 
counseling associations as guides in establishing the standards for counselor 

censure. 


“(7) The applicant has three years of supervised full-time experience 
in professional counseling acceptable to the board, one year of which may 
be obtained prior to the granting of the master’s degree. An applicant may 
subtract one year of the required professional experience for every 15 gradu- 
ate semester hours obtained beyond the master’s degree, provided that such 
hours are clearly related to the field of professional counseling and are ac- 
ceptable to the board. However, in no case may the applicant have less than 
one year of the required professional experience. 


“(8) The applicant demonstrates competence in professional counsel- 
ing by passing an examination, written, oral or situational, or all three, as 
the board will prescribe. A specialty designation may be added upon dem- 
onstration to the board that the applicant has met the recognized minimum 
standards as established by nationally recognized certification agencies. 
Upon successful passage of an examination, written, oral or situational, or 
all three, and upon receipt of credentials from certifying agencies the board 
may, by a majority of the board members present and voting, consider such 
credentials adequate evidence of professional competence and recommend 
to the chairman of the board that a license with appropriate specialty desig- 
nation, if any, be approved. A professional counselor cannot claim or adver-

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“§ 40-9-19. (a) Homesteads, as defined by the Constitution and laws 
of Alabama, are hereby exempted from all state ad valorem taxes. In no case 
shall the exemption herein made apply to more than one person, head of 
the family, nor shall the said exemption exceed $4,000.00 in assessed value, 
nor 160 acres in area for any resident of this state who is not over 65 years 
of age. The -homesteads -of residents -of +his-state,- ever -65-years -of age,-or 
who are retired due -t permanent -and-tetal disability; regardless -of age,-or 
who are- blind -as defined-in section-1-1-3,- regardless of-age -or whether such 
persen-is retired,- shall be exempt- from all state-ad- valerem taxes. 


“The state-commissioner of-revenue-is- hereby-empowered to-define and 
speeify- the- condition -er -state- of -health -that makes a person ‘permanently

“(b) For tax years beginning on and after October 1, 1981, 1983, for 
residents of this state net-ever -65 -years of- age, homesteads, as defined by 
the Constitution and laws of Alabama, are hereby exempted from all count 
ad valorem property taxes levied, except ad valorem taxes levied for Scheel 
districts, by any county of this state. In no case shall such exemption herein 
made apply to more than one person, head of the family, nor shall the said 
exemption exceed $2,000.00 in assessed value, nor 160 acres in area for any 
resident of this state who is not over 65 years of age except as provided in 
subsection (c) of this section. 


“(c) For tax years beginning on and after October 1, 1981, the gov- 
erning body of any county, municipality or other local taxing authority may 
at any time grant by resolution or ordinance an exemption from any levy of 
ad valorem property taxes levied by such county, municipality or other local 
taxing authority on homesteads, as defined by the Constitution and laws of 
Alabama, of residents of this state not over 65 years of age. In no case shall 
such exemption herein allowed apply to more than one person, head of the 
family, nor shall said exemption, when added to any other homestead ex- 
emption applicable to the same ad valorem tax levy, exceed $4,000.00 in 
assessed value, nor 160 acres in area. Any homestead exemption granted 
pursuant to this subsection (c) may be adjusted, rescinded or reinstated at 
any time by resolution or ordinance of the governing body of the county, 
municipality or other local taxing authority granting such exemption. Any 
action authorized by this subsection to be taken by a taxing authority, or 
the governing body thereof, shall, other than in the case of a municipality, 
be taken by resolution of the governing body of the county in which such 
taxing authority is located acting on behalf of such taxing authority; pro- 
vided however, any action authorized by this subsection to be taken by a 
taxing authority, or the governing body thereof, which action shall affect 
county wide or district ad valorem taxes levied solely for the support of 
county or city school districts, shall be taken by resolutions of the governing 
bodies and boards of the school systems that are recipients of the proceeds 
of the ad valorem tax so affected by such action. The provisions of this 
subsection (c) shall in no way annul or reduce exemptions provided under 
subsections (a); and (b) and {d) of this section: or those provided under 40- 
9-21, Code of Alabama, 1975.

Sales of building materials to contractors, builders 
or landowners for resale or use in the form of real estate are retail sales in 
whatever quantity sold. Sales of building materials, fixtures or other equip- 
ment to a manufacturer or builder of modular buildings for use in manufac- 
turing, building or equipping a modular building ultimately becoming a part 
of real estate situated in the state of Alabama are retail sales, and the use, 
sale or resale of such building shall not be subject to the tax.

cate of such registration or, if a nonresident of this state purchasing lumber 
for resale outside the state of Alabama, has furnished to the lumber manu- 
facturer his name, address and the vehicle license number of the truck in 
which the lumber is to be transported, which name, address and vehicle 
license number shall be shown on the sales invoice rendered by the lumber 
manufacturer. The certificate provided for herein shall be valid for the cal- 
endar year of its issuance and may be renewed from year to year on applica- 
tion to the department of revenue on or before January 31 of each suc- 
ceeding year; provided, that if not renewed the certificate shall become 
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invalid for the purpose of this division on February 1. 


(d) The dispensing or transferring of ophthalmic materials, including 
lenses, frames, eyeglasses, contact lenses and other therapeutic optic de- 
vices, to a patient by a licensed ophthalmologist or optometrist, as a part of 
his or her professional service, chal not, for purposes of this division, be 
deemed or considered to constitute a sale, subject to the state sales tax. 
Such licensed ophthalmologist or optometrist shall be considered the ulti- 
mate consumer of the ophthalmic materials and shall have no responsibility 
or duty pursuant to this division for the collection of the state sales tax. 
The sale of the ophthalmic materials to a licensed ophthalmologist or op- 
tometrist by a supplier thereof shall be considered a retail sale subject to 
the state sale tax, and the supplier shall be responsible for collecting such 
sales tax from the licensed ophthalmologist or optometrist. In no event shall 
the providing of professional services in connection with the dispensing or 
transferring of ophthalmic materials by a licensed ophthalmologist or op- 
tometrist be considered a sale subject to the state sales tax. All transfers of 
ophthalmic materials by opticians shall be considered retail sales subject to 
the state sales tax. The term supplier shall include but not be limited to 
optical laboratories, ophthalmic material wholesalers, or anyone selling 
opthalmic materials to ophthalmologists and optometrists. 


Section 2. This Act does not constitute a change in, but is declaratory 
of, the pre-existing law. 


Section 3. The provisions of this Act are severable. If any part of the 
Act is declared invalid or unconstitutional, such declaration shall not affect 
the part which remains. 


Section 4. This Act shall become effective immediately following its 
passage and approval by the Governor, or upon its otherwise becoming a 
law.

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ognized through the sidewing or rear windows from outside the motor 
vehicle. 


“(e) The provisions of this act shall not apply to the manufactured tint- 
ing of windshields of motor vehicles or to certincates of identification, de- 
cals or other papers required by law to be displayed on such windshield or 
Windows. 


Section 2. All laws or parts of laws which conflict with this act are 
hereby repealed. 


Section 3. The provisions of this act are severable. If any act is de- 
clared invalid or unconstitutional, such declaration shall not affect the part 
which remains.

field. The State Oil and Gas Supervisor and Commissioner of the Depart- 
ment of Conservation shall serve as ex officio, non-voting, advisory members 
of the Committee. The Committee shall meet within 10 days following the 
commencement of the 1984 Regular Session of the Legislature, whereupon 
the first order of business shall be to elect a chairman and vice chairman 
from among the appointed membership of the Committee.

Be It Enacted by the Legislature: 


Section 1. For the purposes of this act the following terms shall have 
the meanings respectively ascribed to them by this section: 


(1) ACCOMMODATIONS. Any hotel or motel room, condominium, or 
cooperative unit, cabin, lodge, apartment or any other private or commercial 
structure designed for occupancy by one or more individuals or any recrea- 
tional vehicle campsite or campground. 


(2) BUSINESS ENTITY. Any individual, corporation, firm, associa- 
tion, joint venture, partnership, trust, estate, business trust, syndicate, 
fiduciary, and any other group or combination which engages in acts or 
practices in any trade or commerce. 


(3) CONTRACT. Any contract, promissory note, credit agreement, ne- 
gotiable instrument, lease, use agreement, license, security or other muni- 
ment conferring on the purchaser the rights, benefits and obligations of a 
vacation time sharing plan.

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(4) COMMISSION. The Alabama Real Estate Commission. 


(5) COMMISSIONER. A member of the Alabama Real Estate 
Commission. 


(6) FACILITIES. Any structure, service or Naha aeded whether improved 
or unimproved made available to the purchaser for recreational, social, fam- 
ily or personal use. 


(7) SELLER. Any owner of a vacation time sharing plan or any busi- 
ness entity, including but not limited to an agent, dealer, distributor, 
franchiser, subsidiary, assignee, reseller, broker or any other representative 
thereof who, for a fee, commission or other valuable consideration, negoti- 
ates or attempts to negotiate the listing, sale, auction, purchase, exchange or 
lease of any real estate or the improvements thereon or collects rents or 
attempts to collect rents, or who advertises or holds himself out as engaged 
in any of the foregoing activities. Provided however, that the provisions of 
this act shall not be applicable to: 


a. The resale of a single vacation time sharing unit by the owner of such 
unit, when the seller owns no more than one such unit. 


b. Agencies and instrumentalities of the state or federal government 
nor to employees of any lender or public officials making appraisals for fed- 
eral, state or local units of government, nor to anyone making appraisals 
through such employees for lending or governmental purposes. 


And provided further that the sales licensure provisions of this act shall 
not be applicable to the sale of real estate by anyone who owns a fee simple 
interest of at least ten percent therein, or to the attorney at law of such 
owner acting within the scope of his duties as an attorney at law. Ownership 
of stock in a corporation is not ownership of an interest in real estate owned 
by the corporation and does not exempt such stockholder from any provi- 
sion of this act unless the stockholder owns or controls at least ten percent 
of the stock of the corporation. This provision exempts owners from only 
the sales license requirements of this act. All other requirements of sellers 
under this act shall apply to owners of vacation time sharing plans. 


(8) VACATION TIME SHARING OWNERSHIP PLAN. Any arrange- 
ment, plan, or similar device, whether by tenancy in common, sale, deed or 
by other means, which is subject to supplemental agreement or contract for 
use of the time sharing unit, whereby the purchaser receives an undivided 
fee simple ownership interest in and the right to use accommodations or 
facilities, or both, for a specific period of time during any given year, but 
not necessarily for consecutive years, which extends for a period of more 
than one year. 


(9) VACATION TIME SHARING LEASE PLAN. Any arrangement, 
plan, or similar device, whether by membership agreement, lease, rental 
agreement, license, use agreement, security or other means, whereby the 
purchaser receives a right to use accommodations or facilities, or both, but 
does not receive an undivided fee simple interest in the property, for spe- 
cific period of time during any given year, but not necessarily for consecu- 
tive years, and which extends for a period of more than one year. 


Such lease plans shall not include an arrangement or agreement 
whereby a purchaser in exchange for an advance fee and yearly dues is enti- 
tled to select from a designated list of facilities located in more than one 
state accommodations, of companies which operate in at least nine states in 
the United States through franchises or ownership, for a specified time pe- 
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riod and at reduced rates and under which no interest in real property is 
transferred. 


(10) VACATION TIME SHARING PLAN. Either a vacation time 
sharing ownership plan or a vacation time sharing lease plan as defined 
erein. 


(11) TIME SHARING UNIT. The actual accommodations and related 
facilities which are the subject of the vacation time sharing ownership plan 
or lease plan. 


(12) SUBSTANTIALLY COMPLETE. All structural components and 
mechanical systems of all buildings containing or comprising any time shar- 
ing unit, facilities, or accommodations are finished in accordance with the 
plans or specifications of the project as evidenced by a recorded certificate 
of completion executed by an independent registered surveyor, architect or 
engineer. 


(13) UNIT WEEK. A number of consecutive days, normally seven con- 
secutive days in duration, which may reasonably be assigned to purchasers 
of vacation time sharing plans by the seller. 


(14) RECEIVABLE. Any note, contract, promise or any other agree- 
ment to pay a fixed or determinable amount of money which, for the pur- 
poses of this act, shall not be in arrears for more than ninety days. 


(15) FACE VALUE. The principal amount of money represented by 
any receivable as defined in item (14), together with the amount of all inter- 
est collected thereon. 

(16) ESCROW AGENT. A bank or trust company doing business in 
this state or a bonded trust agent bonded in at least the amount of the 
trust; provided, however, that nothing contained in this act shall operate to 
prevent investment of funds escrowed pursuant to this act by the bank, 
trust company or bonded agent and to pay all interest and dividends to the 
seller of vacation time sharing plans. 

(17) ESCROW ACCOUNT. Any funds held or maintained by an escrow 
agent. 

(18) VACATION TIME SHARING SALES LICENSE. A license issued 
by the Commission authorizing individuals io act as sellers of vacation time 
sharing plans. 

‘ (19) LICENSEE. A person having a vacation Time Sharing sales 
icense. 


(20) EXCHANGE COMPANY. Any person owning and/or operating an 
Exchange Program. 


(21) EXCHANGE PROGRAM. Any arrangement allowing owners to 
exchange occupancy rights with persons owning other timeshares; provided, 
however, that an exchange program shall not exist if all of the occupancy 
rights which may be exchanged are in the same timeshare property. 


(22) MANAGING AGENT. Any person engaged by the association to 
manage the timeshare plan and the timeshare property. 


(23) VACATION TIME SHARING OWNERSHIP PLANS. Such term 
shall mean and include: 


_ _ a. Time sharing ownership plans whereby purchasers are deeded an un- 
divided interest in the facilities with a right to use designated accommoda- 
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tions for a specific period of time during any given year, but not necessarily 
for consecutive years, which extends for a period of more than one year; and 


b. Interval ownership plans, whereby purchasers are deeded title to des- 
ignated time sharing units, accommodations or facilities for a specific period 
of time during any given year, but not necessarily for consecutive years, 
which extends for a period of more than one year, with remainder after such 
period to interval plan owners as tenants in common. 


(24) QUALIFYING BROKER. A person who is licensed by the Com- 
mission as a real estate broker as well as a seller of vacation time sharing 
plans and who serves in a supervisory capacity to all other licensees acting 
as sales agents for the vacation time sharing plan which the qualifying bro- 
ker represents. 


Section 2. It shall be a violation of this act for any seller of vacation 
time sharing plans to: 


(1) Sell, lease, encumber or convey in any manner or to solicit or adver- 
tise such transactions unless the seller has been duly licensed under the 
provisions of Section 17 hereunder and unless the vacation time sharing 
plan and the units thereby affected have first been registered with the Com- 
mission. Provided, however, that the registration requirements of this act 
shall not apply to nor restrict the listing and resale of any vacation time 
sharing plan when: 


a. The vacation time sharing plan to be resold is within an existing time 
sharing facility currently registered with the Commission pursuant to the 
requirements of this act; 


b. The vacation time sharing plan to be resold is subject to the identical 
rules, regulations, conditions or limitations on the use of the accommoda- 
tions or facilities which affect all other vacation time sharing plans within 
that time sharing facility. 


(2) Fail to provide, at the time of registration, to the Commission the 
following materials, or fail to provide any amendments or changes therein 
made while sales continue: 


a. A copy of the contract by which the rights and obligations of the 
parties are established. 


b. Copies of promotional brochures, pamphlets, advertisements or other 
material disseminated to the public in connection with the sale of the vaca- 
tion time sharing plan and verbatim scripts of all radio and television ad- 
vertising in connection therewith. 


c. A statement of the type and business entity through which the busi- 
ness of selling vacation time sharing plans is carried out, including a list of 
the names and addresses of all directors, principal officers, dealers, distribu- 
tors and sales personnel soliciting in or from the State of Alabama, and the 
ee and adiireen of the business agent for service of process within the 

tate. 


d. Copies of all rules, regulations, conditions or limitations on use of the 
accom ations or facilities available pursuant to the vacation time sharing 
plan. 


e. A statement as to the existence of all liens on the accommodation or 
facilities which could affect the rights of the purchaser or his assignee, to- 
gether with the location, date and filing book and page number where such 
liens are recorded.

f. A synopsis of any sales presentation made by the seller to the pur- 
chaser over the telephone or other electronic device. 


g. A projected budget of all recurring expenses which may become the 
responsibility of all time sharing purchasers. 


h. Evidence that the time sharing plan owner or his agent shall furnish 
a surety bond payable to the State of Alabama in the amount of $100,000, 
or $5,000.00 per time sharing unit, whichever is greater, with a surety com- 
pany authorized to do business in Alabama, which bond shall provide that 
the obligor therein will pay to the extent of $100,000.00 any judgment or 
judgments which may be recovered against the vacation time sharing plan 
owner or seller for any actual loss or damage arising against such vacation 
time sharing plan owner or seller from the activities of the time sharing 
plan owner or seller, or their agents or representatives, conducted under this 
act. Such bond must remain in effect for as long as the time sharing plan 
shall be registered. In the event such bond is revoked by the surety com- 
any, the time sharing owner shall have 10 days in which to obtain a new 
nd and file such with the Commission. The lack of a bond shall be 
grounds for the suspension of the registration of the time sharing plan. 


Upon receipt of all items required by this Section, the commission shall 
determine the sufficiency thereof and upon satisfactory compliance with 
this act, shall issue its order approving their use. The vacation time sharin 
plan shall then be deemed registered. Promotional or advertising materi 
developed after the initial registration of a time sharing plan may be used 
without prior approval of the Commission provided that such material is in 
compliance with this act and further provided that it is submitted to the 
Commission within ten days after its initial public use. 


(3) Fail to include in all ali torgn 3 of any vacation time sharing plan a 
statement which clearly states that the seller is offering a time sharing 
interest. 


(4) Fail to include in all advertising of any vacation time sharing plan 
which offers a time sharing interest of less than fee simple a statement 
which clearly states that the interest being offered is less than a fee simple 
ownership interest. 

Seciion 5. It shall be a violation of this act for any owner or business 
entity offering vacation time sharing plans for sale to the public iv fail to 
keep among its business records the following: 


(1) A copy of each item required to be submitted to the commission 
under Section 2 of this act. 


(2) A copy of the contract from each sale of the vacation time sharing 
plan, which contract shall be retained for a period of at least three years 
after parties to the vacation time sharing plan have completely performed 
all of their obligations thereunder. 


(3) A list of all employees directly involved in the development, sale, or 
advertising of the vacation time sharing plan or plans, including their last 
known mailing addresses, which list shall include all current employees and 
all previous employees whose employment has been terminated within the 
preceding thirty-six months. 


Section 4. It shall be a violation of this act for the seller of a vacation 
time sharing plan to fail to utilize and furnish the buyer with a fully com- 
pleted copy of a contract pertaining to such sale at the time of its execution 
which shall include: 
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(1) The actual date the contract is signed by all parties. 
(2) The name and address of the seller. 


(3) In immediate proximity to the space reserved in the contract for the 
flgnstivs of the buyer and in no smaller type than contained in the body of 
the contract: 


a. In the case of a vacation time sharing lease plan, the following 
statement: 


“You may cancel this contract without penalty or obligation within 
seven days, not including Sunday if that is the seventh day, from the above 
date. You may also cancel this contract at any time in case the accommoda- 
tions or facilities are no longer available as provided in the contract. If you 
decide to cancel, you must notify the seller in writing of your intent to can- 
cel by sending notice to (name of seller) by certified mail, return receipt 
request at (seller’s address).” 


b. In the case of a vacation time sharing ownership plan, the following 
statement: 


“You may cancel this contract without penalty or obligation within 
seven days, not including Sunday if that is the seventh day, from the above 
date, by notifying the seller in writing of your intent to cancel, sending his 
notice thereof by certified mail, return receipt requested.” 


c. It shall be a violation of this act for the seller of a vacation time 
sharing ownership plan to fail to furnish the buyer with an inventory of all 
furniture, fixtures and appliances which will be located in the accommoda- 
tion during the time period purchased under a vacation time sharing owner- 
ship plan or at closing. 


Section 5. It shall be a violation of this act for the seller of vacation 
time sharing plans, or his assignees, to fail or refuse to honor a buyer’s re- 
quest to cancel a contract as provided by Section 4 of this act if such re- 
quest is made; provided however, nothing contained in this section shall op- 
erate to deny the seller the option to repair, replace or reconstruct within a 
reasonable time the accommodations or facilities if destroyed or damaged; 
provided that such repair, replacement or reconstruction shall bring such 
accommodations or facilities back to a state reasonably the same as before 
the damage or destruction. 


Section 6. It shall be a violation of this act for a seller of vacation time 
sharing plans to: 


(1) Fail to refund any and all payments made by the buyer under the 
contract and return any negotiable instrument, other than checks, executed 
by the buyer in connection with the contract or services within twenty days 
after receipt of notice of cancellation made pursuant to Section 4 of this act, 
if the buyer has not received any benefits pursuant to the contract. 


(2) If the buyer has received any benefits pursuant to the contract, fail 
to refund within thirty days after receipt of notification of cancellation 
made pursuant to Section 4 or Section 5 of this act any and all payments 
made by the buyer to the seller which exceed a pro rata portion of the total 
price, taking into consideration the cost of use of the time share facilities at 
an average rental rate per unit for all time share units, representing the 
proportion of any contract benefits actually received by the buyer during 
the time preceding cancellation. 


(3) Fail to place in an escrow account one hundred percent of the funds 
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received from the purchasers of such plans, where the seller of the time 
sharing plan transfers an interest herein to the purchaser, which escrow ac- 
count shall provide that: 


a. Its purpose is to protect the buyer’s right to refund during the seven 
day sieht to cancellation period provided in Section 4 or Section 5 of this 
act, an 


b. Funds may be withdrawn by the seller upon transfer to the buyer 
after expiration of the respective cancellation period provided in such Sec- 
tions 4 or 5. 


Section 7. It shall be a violation of this act for any seller of vacation 
time sharing plans, or his assignees, to misrepresent in any manner the 
buyer’s right to cancel provided by this act. 


Section 8. (a) It shall be a violation of this act for any seller of vaca- 
tion time sharing plans to sell, lease, assign or otherwise transfer the seller’s 
interest in the vacation time sharing plan or the accommodations or facili- 
ties to a third party when such a sale, lease, assignment or other transfer 
substantially affects the rights of other owners of the time share units, 
unless: 


(1) The third party agrees in writing to fully honor the rights of pur- 
chasers of the vacation time sharing plan to occupy and use the accommo- 
dations or facilities, and 


(2) The third party agrees in writing to fully honor rights of purchasers 
of the vacation time s. arg plan to cancel their contracts and receive an 
appropriate refund as provided in this act, and 


(3) The third party agrees in writing to comply with the provisions of 
this act for as long as the third party continues to sell the vacation time 
sharing plan, or for as long as purchasers of the vacation time sharing plan 
are entitled to occupy the accommodations or use the facilities, whichever is 
longer in time, and 


(4) Written notice is given to each purchaser of a vacation time sharing 
plan affected thereby, and notice shall be sent by certified mail within 
thirty days of the sale, lease, assignment or other transfer. 


(b) The provisions of this section shall not be consirued to apply to the 
sale of a single unit or to prevent the seller’s right to sell, discount, or hy- 
pothecate for value receivables in favor of any bank, mortgage company, or 
other lending institution and such transactions shall be exempt from the 
requirements of the Section. 


Section 9. (a) It shall be a violation of this act for a seller of vacation 
time sharing lease plans to fail to: 


(1) Place in escrow fifty percent of the cash or receivables received from 
the purchasers of such plans less applicable local, state and federal taxes, 
provided, that in the event receivables are placed in escrow such receivables 
shall be set at face value and shall equal one hundred ten percent of the 
fifty percent required in this subdivision. 


a. The purpose of such escrow account is to protect the purchaser’s 
right to a refund if at any time the accommodations and facilities are no 
longer available as provided in the contract; “Provided however, nothing 
contained in this section shall operate to deny the seller the option to re- 
pair, replace or reconstruct, within a reasonable time, the accommodations 
or facilities, if destroyed or damaged.” 
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b. The purchaser shall be entitled to a refund from the escrow account 
upon the conditions described above in the amount which represents the 
buyer’s pro rata share of the monies therein. 


c. Funds may be withdrawn by seller from the escrow account in the 
ratio of the amount of time available for use by the purchaser of the vaca- 
Hon time sharing lease plan in relation to the total time available in the 
plan. 


d. The escrow agent shall release or dispense funds from the escrow 
account to the seller of a vacation time sharing lease plan only upon receipt 
of a sworn statement from the seller that the accommodations and facilities 
have been available for use by the purchaser according to the term of the 
purchaser’s contract. 


e. When all outstanding liens, debts or encumbrances on the time shar- 
ing accommodations and facilities have been fully discharged the escrow ac- 
count may be discontinued. 


(2) In lieu of the escrow account provided in subdivision (1), a seller of 
vacation time sharing lease plans may: 


a. Assign to an escrow agent receivables, the income from which shall 
be adequate to pay all liens or encumbrances secured by the time sharing 
facilities or accommodations. 


1. Should net income from such escrowed receivables be insufficient to 
pay all liens or encumbrances as aforesaid, the escrow agent shall so notify 
the seller in writing, and the seller shall within 15 days after notice pay unto 
the escrow agent the amount of such deficit. 


2. When all liens and encumbrances on the time sharing facilities have 
been fully discharged, the escrow account may be discontinued. 


b. Sell, hypothecate or discount receivables, the proceeds from which 
shall be deposited with an escrow agent and administered in the manner 
prescribed by paragraph (2) a of subsection (a) of this section. 


When any portion of the time sharing accommodations and facilities 
have been fully released from all liens or encumbrances, the escrow require- 
ments of this subdivision may be proportionately decreased. 


(3) Provide the purchaser with liability and casualty insurance at the 
seller’s expense for the accommodations and facilities to be used by the va- 
cation time sharing lease plan purchaser in an amount equal to the replace- 
ment cost of such accommodations and facilities, or the maximum amount 
of insurance available on the accommodations and facilities, according to 
generally accepted underwriting principals for similar properties in the 
same area, ana to deposit with an escrow agent, annually, sufficient funds 
for the payment of all insurance premiums, taxes, and assessments levied 
against the accommodations and facilities; or, in the alternative, provide for 
the assessment against the purchaser by an association or duly appointed 
agent for the owners of such escrow funds for all costs including insurance 
premiums, taxes, assessments, maintenance repairs and management fees. 


(4) Provide the purchaser with an instrument, in recordable form, 
which provides notice to all subsequent creditors of the seller of the exis- 
tence of the vacation time sharing plan rights of the purchaser. Such instru- 
ment shall be provided to the purchaser ty the seller at the time of signing 
of the contract. When recorded, such instrument shall serve to protect the 
purchaser’s interest in the seller’s accommodations from any claims by sub- 
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sequent creditors of the seller. 


(5) Provide a document which explains the content, purpose and pro- 
tection afforded to the purchaser by the documents described in subdivision 
(4) along with the procedure necessary to follow in order to secure to the 
purchaser the rights and protections which such documents provide. 


(b) It shall be a violation of this act for a seller of vacation time sharing 
ownership plans to fail to: 


(1) Deposit with an escrow agent no less than fifty percent of the cash 
or receivables received from the purchasers of such plans, less applicable 
local, state and federal taxes; provided, that in the event receivables are 
placed in escrow, such receivables shall be set at face value and shall equal 
one hundred ten percent of the fifty percent required in this item. 


a. The purpose of the escrow account required hereunder is to protect 
the purchaser’s ownership interest in the accommodations or facilities and 
to provide funds from which periodic payments can be made to retire any 
outstanding indebtedness on the time sharing facilities or accommodations. 


b. The escrow agent shall release or dispense to the seller of the vaca- 
tion time sharing ownership plan funds from the escrow account, at least 
quarterly but not more frequently than monthly, in an amount which shall 
not exceed one hundred percent of the sum of all accrued indebtedness se- 
cured by the time sharing accommodations or facilities. 


c. Prior to the release or dispensing of such escrow funds, the seller 
shall furnish the escrow agent with a sworn statement which reveals by cat- 
egory the total amount of all liens or indebtedness secured by the time shar- 
ing accommodations or facilities, the amount of indebtedness anticipated 
during the next succeeding reporting period and the amount of any deficit 
or surplus accuring from the preceding reporting period. 


d. When all outstanding liens or encumbrances secured by the time 
sharing facilities or accommodations have been fully discharged, the escrow 
account may be discontinued. 


(2) In lieu of the escrow account provided in subdivision (1) of this sub- 
section (b), a seller of vacation time sharing ownership plans may 
alternatively: 


a. Assign to an escrow agent receivables, the income from which shall 
be adequate to pay all liens or encumbrances secured by the time sharing 
facilities and accommodations. 


1. Should net income from such escrowed receivables be insufficient to 
pay all recurring debts as aforesaid, the escrow agent shall so notify the 
seller in writing and the seller shall within fifteen days after notice pay into 
the escrow account the amount of such deficit. 


2. When all liens and encumbrances on the time sharing facilities have 
been fully discharged, the escrow account may be discontinued. 


b. Sell, hypothecate or discount receivables, the proceeds from which 
shall be deposited with an escrow agent and administered in the manner 
prescribed by paragraph (2) a of this subsection (b). 


c. When any portion of the time sharing accommodations and facilities 
have been fully released from all debts, liens or encumbrances, the escrow 
requirements of this subdivision may be proportionately decreased. 
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3. Provide the purchaser with liability and casualty insurance at the 
seller’s expense for the accommodations and facilities to be used by the va- 
cation time sharing lease plan purchaser in an amount equal to the replace- 
ment cost of such accommodations and facilities, or the maximum amount 
of insurance available on the accommodations and facilities, according to 
generally accepted underwriting principals for similar properties in the 
same area, and to deposit with an escrow agent, annually, sufficient funds 
for the payment of all insurance premiums, taxes, assessments levied 
against the accommodations and facilities. In the alternative, provide for 
the assessment against the purchaser by an association or duly appointed 
agent for the owners of such escrow funds for all costs including insurance 
premiums, taxes, assessments, maintenance, repairs and management fees. 


Section 10. It shall be a violation of this act for any seller of vacation 
time sharing plans to fail to fully disclose in the contract in boldface type of 
a size no smaller than any other type used in the body of the contract to 
purchaser: 


(1) The total financial obligation of the purchaser, which shall include 
the initial purchase price and any additional charges to which the purchaser 
may be subject. 


(2) Any individual or business entity which has or may have the right 
to alter, amend or add to charges to which the purchaser may be subject 
and the terms and conditions under which such charges may be imposed. 


(3) The nature and duration of each agreement between the business 
offering, the vacation time sharing plans for sale and the individual or busi- 
ness entity managing the accommodations or other facilities. 


(4) In immediate prey the space reserved in the contract for the 
signature of the buyer and in boldface type of the same size as required by 
subdivision (3) of Section 4 of this act a statement as follows: 


“No purchaser should rely upon representations other than those in- 
cluded in the contract.” 


However, inclusion of this statement shall not impair the purchaser's 
right to bring any legal action based upon any cause of action arising from 
oral statements. 


(5) The date of availability of each amenity of the offered accommoda- 
= and facilities when they are not completed at the time of sale of such 
plan. 


(6) The specific term of the contract. 


Section 11. It shall be a violation of this act for any seller of vacation 
time sharing plans to: 


(1) Use any promotional device, including but no limited to sweep- 
stakes, lodging certificates, gift awards, premiums, or discounts, without 
fully disclosing that such promotional devices are being used for the pur- 
pose of soliciting the sale of vacation time sharing pene and without fully 
disclosing the retail value of each such device and the approximate odds of 
winning each award or prize offered. 


(2) Use any promotional device as set forth above to obtain the names 
and addresses of prospective purchasers without fully and prominently dis- 
closing that names and addresses so acquired will be used for the purpose of 
soliciting the sale of the vacation time sharing plans. 
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(3) Misrepresent the amount of time or period of time the accommoda- 
tions and facilities will be available to any purchaser. 


(4) Misrepresent or deceptively represent the location of the offered ac- 
commodations and facilities. 


(5) Misrepresent the size, nature, extent, qualities or characteristics of 
the offered accommodations and facilities. 


(6) Misrepresent the nature or extent of any services incident to the 
accommodations and facilities. 


(7) Make any misleading or deceptive representations with respect to 
the contents of the contract or the buyer’s rights, privileges or benefits 
thereunder. 


(8) Fail to honor and comply with all provisions of the contract with 
the purchaser. 


(9) Misrepresent the conditions under which a customer may exchange 
his rights to an accommodation in one location for rights to an accommoda- 
tion in another location. 


(10) Include in any contract any provision purporting to waive any 
right or benefit provided for purchasers under this act, or to seek or solicit 
such a waiver during the effective period of these rules. 


(11) Do any other act which constitutes fraud, misrepresentation or 
failure to make a disclosure of a material fact. 


(12) Perform any sale for which a vacation time sharing license is re- 
quired unless the seller is either exempted from the license requirement, a 
duly authorized and licensed qualifying broker, or a duly licensed seller act- 
ing under the sponsorship and supervision of a qualifying broker. 


Section 12. The Commission may upon its own motion, or upon the 
verified complaint in writing of any person, hold a hearing regarding an al- 
leged violation by any person or business entity of this act. Any person 
found guilty of having violated this act shall be subject to the refusal of a 
license, if not licensed; or, if licensed, to the suspension or revocation of 
such license and/or 2 monetary penalty of not less than $25.00 nor more 
than $500.00. 


Such hearing shall be held in a manner prescribed by the Alabama Ad- 
ministrative Procedure Act, the Alabama Real Estate License Law, and the 
Rules and Regulations of the Alabama Real Estate Commission. The rein- 
statement of a license suspended or revoked as a result of a violation of this 
act may be made conditional upon the fulfillment of such reasonable condi- 
tions as are imposed by the Commission. 


The penalties and procedures outlined in this section shall not be con- 
strued to supersede or conflict with penalties and procedures outlined in 
other sections of this act. 


For the purposes of this act, a willful violation occurs when the person 
committing the violation knew or should have known that his conduct was 
in violation of this act. 


Provided, that a deficiency in an escrow required by this act, which 
results solely from the cancellation or worthlessness of receivables previ- 
ously placed in escrow, shal! not be considered a violation of this act. In the 
event of an escrow deficiency, a lender who has advanced funds to a project 
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shall have no liability to contribute funds to the escrow to cure the defi- 
ciency, and the lender’s lien on the property shall not be affected by the 
deficiency. 


Section 13. The Alabama Real Estate Commission shall be responsible 
for the enforcement and implementation of this act, and the Attorney Gen- 
eral of the State of Alabama, or the District Attorney of any county of the 
State of Alabama upon request by the Commission, shall assist the Commis- 
sion in the enforcement of this act and the prosecution of violations hereun- 
der. The Commission shall promulgate rules for the implementation of this 
act and such rules shall be consonant with the Alabama Administrative Pro- 
cedure Act. The provisions of this act shall not be construed to limit in any 
manner the right of a purchaser or lessee or other party to bring a private 
action to enforce the provisions of this act. 


Section 14. If a seller files with the Commission any vacation time 
sharing plan or any amendment thereto which describes or concerns time 
sharing units, accommodations or facilities not substantially completed, the 
potter Neon request of the Commission, shall file with the Commission the 
ollowing: 


(1) A verified statement showing all costs involved in completing the 
property. 


(2) A verified statement of the time of completion of construction of the 
property. 


(3) Satisfactory evidence of sufficient funds to cover all costs to com- 
plete the property. 


(4) A copy of the executed construction contract and any other con- 
tracts for the completion of the property. 


(5) A one hundred percent payment performance bond from a surety 
company authorized to do business in Alabama, covering the entire cost of 
construction of the property. 


(6) If purchasers’ funds are to be used for the construction of the prop- 
erty, an executed copy of the escrow agreement with an escrow company or 
ah ae institution authorized to do business within the State, which pro- 
vides that: 


a. Disbursements of purchasers’ funds may be made from time to time 
to pay for construction of the property; architectural, engineering, finance, 
and legal fees; and other costs for the completion of the property in propor- 
tion to the value of the work completed by the contractor as certified by a 
registered surveyor, architect, or engineer on bills submitted and approved 
by the lender of construction funds or the escrow agent. 


b. Disbursement of the balance of purchasers’ funds remaining after 
completion of the property may be made only after either the escrow agent 
or lender received satisfactory evidence that the period for filing mechanics’ 
and materialmen’s liens has expired, or the right to claim those liens has 
been waived or other adequate provision has been made for satisfaction of 
any claimed mechanics’ or materialmen’s lien; and 


c. Any other restrictions relative to the retention and disbursement of 
ShaNinee funds required under the rules of the Commission have been 
met; an 


d. Any other materials or information required under the rules of the 
Commission have been provided. 
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(7) The Commission shall not register or issue any order approving any 
vacation time sharing plan unless the Commission determines, on the basis 
of materials submitted by the developer, that the time sharing units, accom- 
modations, or facilities or any additions thereto will be completed. 


Section 15. (a) For the registration of all vacation time sharing plans 
and the accommodations and facilities affected thereby which are located 
within the State, there shall be paid to the Commission the initial sum of 
hd hundred dollars, together with an annual renewal fee of two hundred 

ollars. 


(b) For the registration of all vacation time sharing plans and the ac- 
commodations and facilities affected thereby which are located outside the 
State, there shall be pad to the Commission the initial sum of five hundred 
dollars, together with the annual renewal fee of two hundred dollars. All 
books, files, accounts and other documents pertaining to the advertisement 
and sale of vacation time sharing plans located outside the State shall be 
subject to examination by the Commission and the business entity whose 
documentation is being examined shall pay a fee of five hundred dollars 
plus the actual expenses, including the cost of transportation, of the exam- 
iner representing the Commission while he is absent from his office for pur- 
poses of conducting the examination. 


(c) The Commission shall retain such fees and other funds which may 
come into its ession to defray expenses in the administration and en- 
forcement of this act. 


(d) If the Commission determines that the registration or operation of 
any vacation time sharing plan violates the provisions of this act in such 
manner as indicates bad faith or dishonesty, the Commission, after notice 
and hearing, may assess all reasonable cost of investigation and prosecution 
of such violations. 


Section 16. The proceeds from the sale or resale of any vacation time 
ner I lease plan shall be exempt from the transient occupancy tax im- 
posed by Section 40-26-1 of the Code of Alabama 1975. 


Section 17. (a) Any person desiring to act as a seller of vacation time 
sharing plans shall file with the Commission a written application upon 
such form as ine Commission shall designate and shall pass to the satisfac- 
tion of the Commission the examination hereinafter prescribed. 


(b) Prerequisites for taking the vacation time sharing sales examination 
are as follows: 


(1) Evidence satisfactory to the Commission that the applicant bears a 
good reputation for honesty and truthfulness. 


_ (2) The applicant must not have been convicted of any criminal offense 
involving moral turpitude or of any felony. 


(3) The applicant must be a permanent resident of Alabama and at 
least nineteen years of age. 


(4) The applicant must be a citizen of the United States or shall possess 
a certification of lawful permanent residence issued by the immigration and 
naturalization bureau of the United States government. 


(c) The Commission shall prepare and conduct an examination on the 
fundamentals of this act and related topics and shall schedule such exami- 
nation at least quarterly. No applicant shall be entitled to examination un- 
less all prerequisites enumerated. above have been met as determined by the 
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Commission. The minimum passing grade shall be seventy percent. 


(d) Every applicant shall pay the sum of seventy-five dollars for each 
examination taken. Every applicant shall also pay a license fee of fifty dol- 
lars upon successful completion of the examination. The Commission shall 
be entitled to retain all fees collected to defray its expenses. No fees col- 
lected hereunder shall be in lieu of any business license fees or taxes im- 
posed by any city, county or municipal authority. The Commission shall be 
entitled to contract with any outside source to prepare and conduct vaca- 
tion time sharing sales examination in its behalf and to pay for the reasona- 
ble cost thereof from the examination fees collected. 


(e) Vacation time sharing sales licenses shall be renewed annually on or 
before September thirtieth. pon submission of a renewal request in such 
form as the Commission shall prescribe and payment of a fifty dollar re- 
newal fee. Failure to timely renew shall result in cancellation of the license. 


(f) Any vacation time sharing sales licensee shall be either a qualifying 
broker for a vacation time sharing plan or shall be licensed under such a 
qualifying broker, and the qualifying broker must be in a supervisory capac- 
ity to each time sharing sales licensee licensed under him. 


(g) The qualifying broker for a vacation time sharing plan must meet 
all the ganatel requirements for a time sharing sales license and must have a 
current, active real estate broker’s license issued under the Alabama Real 
Estate License Law as well as a time sharing sales license. 


(h) The qualifying broker for a vacation time sharing plan shall sign a 
statement accepting the responsibility for the actions of any licensee li- 
censed under him and for the sales actions of the vacation time sharing plan 
for whom he is the qualifying broker. Each sow | broker shall have the 
cu and responsibility of insuring that every seller licensed under him, as 
well as the vacation time sharing plan for which he is the qualifying broker, 
comply with the provisions of this chapter, and the broker shall be responsi- 
ble to any injured party for actual damages caused to such party by any 
violation of this chapter by any vacation time sharing plan or seller for 
whom he is acting as qualifying broker. 


(i) There shall be a license transfer fee of $50.00 for any of the follow- 
ing: a change of qualifying broker; a change of name or address of the vaca- 
tion time sharing plan; a change of name of a licensee; a change of employ- 
ment by a licensee; or the activation of an inactive license. 


(j) In each case where a vacation time sharing plan shall have more 
than one site, it must be demonstrated that the qualifying broker for the 
plan will be able to provide supervision over all other licensees. In the event 
that adequate supervision cannot be provided by a single qualifying broker, 
then there shall be such additional qualifying broker(s) assigned as to pro- 
vide such supe vision. Such additional qualifying brokers will each be desig- 
nated as a broker for a particular site or sites and shall sign statements 
accepting responsibility for the actions of all licensees assigned to the re- 
spective site or sites, as well as responsibility for the acts or omissions of the 
vacation time sharing plan with respect to the site for which he is the quali- 
fying broker. 


(k) No applicant to be a seller of vacation time sharing plans shall be 
issued a license by the Commission unless the applicant is either designated 
as a qualifying broker by a representative of a vacation time sharing plan 
authorized to make such a designation, or sponsored by a qualifying broker 
who has signed a written statement accepting sponsorship of the applicant. 
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(1) No vacation times sharing licensee shall perform any of the acts au- 
thorized by such license until the license certificate is in his actual posses- 
sion, if the licensee is a qualifying broker, or in the possession of his spon- 
soring broker, if the licensee is not a qualifying broker. 


(m) A licensee may place his license on inactive status with the Com- 
mission for a period of up to twenty-four consecutive months and may re- 
new his license while it is on inactive status. It shall be the duty of the 
licensee to inform the Commission of any change in his mailing address. No 
license which is on inactive status will be reactivated without the Commis- 
sion receiving evidence that the licensee’s surety bond is in effect. 


Section 18. (a) Every vacation time sharing plan for sale or offered for 
sale in this State shall be registered with the Alabama Real Estate Commis- 
sion as follows: 


(1) Upon receipt of an application for registration in the required form, 
the Commission shall forthwith initiate an examination to determine that: 


(a) The seller may convey or cause to be conveyed the vacation time 
abating plan offered for sale if the purchaser complies with the terms of the 
offer. 


(b) The advertising material and general promotional plan are not false 
or misleading as determined by the Commission. 


(c) The requirements of this act and the rules of the Commission have 
been fulfilled. 


(d) The seller has not, or if a corporation, its officers, directors, and 
principals have not been convicted of any crime involving land dispositions, 
any crime of moral turpitude, any securities law violation, fraudulent busi- 
ness activity, or any aspect of the vacation time sharing business in this 
State, the United States, or any other state or foreign country within the 
ten years immediately preceding the date of application, and has not been 
subject to any injunction or administrative order within the preceding ten 
years restraining a false or misleading promotional plan involving any of the 
activities above. 


{2} Upon receipt of the application for registration in required form, 
the Commission shall issue a notice of filing to the appiicant. If within 
thirty days from the date of the notice of filing, the Commission affirma- 
tively determines upon inquiry and examination that the requirements of 
this act have been met, the Commission shall enter an order registering the 
vacation time sharing plan or rejecting the registration. If no order of rejec- 
tion is entered within thirty days from the date of notice of filing, the vaca- 
tion time sharing plan shall be deemed registered unless the applicant has 
consented in writing to a delay. No reasonable request for an extension of 
time by the Commission shall be withheld; provided that if the Commission 
determines upon inquiry and examination that any of the requirements of 
this act have not been met, the Commission shall notify the applicant that 
the application for registration must be corrected in the particulars speci- 
fied within fifteen days. If the requirements are not met within the time 
allowed, the Commission shall enter an order rejecting the registration 
which shall include the findings of fact upon which the order is based. The 
order rejecting the registration shall not become effective for twenty days 
during which time the applicant may petition for reconsideration and shall 
be entitled to a hearing. 


Section 19. (a) If it appears that a person, firm, corporation, or any 
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business entity has engaged, or, is about to engage in an act or practice 
constituting a violation of a provision of this act or rule or order thereunder, 
the Commission, through the Attorney General, may institute legal actions 
in accordance with Alabaraa law to enjoin the acts and practices and to en- 
force compliance with this act or any rule or order hereunder. The Commis- 
sion shall contact, whenever practicable, any person or business violating 
this act prior to recourse to the Circuit Court. Upon proper showing injunc- 
tive relief or temporary restraining orders may be granted, and a receiver or 
conservator may be appointed. 


(b) The Commission may: 


(1) Make any public or private investigation which it deems necessary, 
either within or outside of this State, to determine whether any person has 
violated or is about to violate this act or any rule or order hereunder, or to 
aid in the enforcement of this act or in the prescribing of rules and forms 
hereunder. 


(2) Require or permit any person to file a statement in writing, under 
oath or otherwise as the Commission may determine, as to all facts and 
circumstances concerning the matter to be investigated. 


(3) For the purpose of any investigation or proceeding hereunder, the 
Commission or any officer designated by rule may administer oaths or affir- 
mations, and upon its own motion or upon request of any party shall sub- 
poena witnesses, compel their attendance, take evidence, and require the 
production of any matter which is relevant to the investigation, including 
the existence, description, nature, custody, condition and location of any 
books, documents or other tangible things and the identity and location of 
persons having knowledge of relevant facts of any other matter reasonably 
calculated to lead to the discovery of material evidence. 


(4) Upon failure to obey a subpoena or to answer questions propounded 
by the investigating officer and upon reasonable notice to all persons af- 
fected hereby, the Commission, through the Attorney General may apply to 
the Circuit Court for an order compelling compliance. 


(5) Issue an order requiring the seller to cease and desist from any un- 
lawful practice and to take such affirmative action as in the judgment of the 
Commission will carry out the purposes of this act, if, after notice and hear- 
ing, the Commission determines that a seller has violated any provisions of 
this act by: 


a. Directly or through any agent of employees knowingly engaging in 
any false, deceptive, or misleading advertising, promotional, or sales meth- 
ods to offer or dispose of an interest in any vacation time sharing plan; or 


b. Making any substantial change in the plan of development and sale 
of the vacation time sharing plan subsequent to the order of registration 
without obtaining the prior written approval of the Commission, or 


c. Violating any lawful order or rule of the Commission. 


(6) Make findings of fact in writing that the public interest will be ir- 
reparably harmed by delay in issuing an order and in such case may issue a 
eeaporaly cease and desist order. Prior to issuing the temporary cease and 
desist order, the Commission, whenever possible by telephone or otherwise, 
shall give notice of the proposal to issue a cease and desist order to the 
seller. Every temporary cease and desist order shall include in its terms a 
provision that upon request a hearing will be held promptly to determine 
whether or not it becomes permanent. 
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(7) Revoke any registration of a vacation time sharing plan if, after no- 
tice and hearing upon a written finding of fact, it determines that the seller 


a. Failed to comply with the terms of a cease and desist order; or 


b. Been convicted in any court of competent jurisdiction subsequent to 
filing of the application for registration, of a crime involving fraud, decep- 
tion, false pretenses, misrepresentation, false advertising, or dishonest deal- 
ing, or 


c. Disposed of, concealed or diverted any funds or assets of any person 
so as to defeat the rights of vacation time sharing plan purchasers, or 


d. Failed to faithfully perform any stipulation or agreement made with 
the Commission as an inducement to grant any registration, to reinstate any 
registration, or to approve any promotional plan or advertisement; or 


e. Made intentional misrepresentations or concealed material facts in 
the application for registration. Findings of fact that a specific provision of 
law has been violated shall be accompanied by a concise and explicit state- 
ment of the underlying facts supporting the findings. 


(8) Issue a cease and desist order instead of revoking a registration if it 
finds, after notice and hearing, that the seller has been guilty of a violation 
for which revocation could be ordered. 


Section 20. (a) Every applicant for a license under this act, either 
original or renewal, shall furnish a surety bond payable to the State of Ala- 
bama in the amount of $5,000.00 if a time sharing salesman or $10,000.00 if 
a broker, with a surety company authorized to do business in Alabama, 
which bond shall provide that the obligor therein will pay to the extent of 
$5,000.00 or $10,000.00, respectively, any judgment which may be recovered 
against such licensee for actual loss or damage arising from his activities 
conducted under this act. Said bond shall be filed with the Alabama Real 
Estate Commission prior to the issuance of such license. A new bond or a 
renewal or continuation of the original bond shall be required for each li- 
censing period. If a continuous bond is filed with the Commission prior to 
the issuance of such license, no such renewal bond must be filed as long as 
the continuous hond remains in force and effect. In the event the continu- 
ous bond is revoked by the surety company, it shail immediately notify the 
Commission and the licensee shall have 20 days in which to file another 
bond with the Alabama Real Estate Commission or his license shall be sus- 
pended until such new bond is filed. 


(b) If at any time a final judgment is rendered against a licensee under 
this act and the final judgment shall result from or involve any activity cov- 
ered by this act, the license of the licensee shall be automatically sus- 
pended. A judgment shall be considered final when no further relief is avail- 
able from said judgment in the appellate courts of Alabama. In case of such 
suspension of license, the Commission shall give notice to the licensee that 
his license is suspended, and said licensee shall deliver this license to the 
Commission for disposition. Upon request by the suspended licensee, the 
Commission will set a date designating a time and place thereon for a hear- 
ing on the question of whether the license under suspension should be re- 
voked, whether the suspension should be continued for a designated period 
or whether the ie ara should be continued until terminated by the 
Commission upon the fulfillment of reasonable conditions im: by the 
Commission. The hearing shall be conducted in accordance with Section 34- 
27-37 of the Code of Alabama 1975 and such appropriate rules and regula- 
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tions as may be adopted from time to time by the Alabama Real Estate 
Commission. No licensee under this act whose license hereunder has been 
revoked may apply for another license hereunder until at least two years 
after the date id such revocation; and, in the event of such application for 
reinstatement, he shall meet all the requirements imposed upon an original 
applicant for a license under this act; and, furthermore, shall not be 
relicensed without approval of such relicensing by a majority of the mem- 
bers of the Alabama Real Estate Commission. 


(c) Every licensee under this act shall be required to notify the Ala- 
bama Real Estate Commission of any civil or criminal action filed or initi- 
ated against such licensee within ten days of the receipt of notice by the 
licensee of the pending civil or criminal action when the civil or criminal 
action involves a transaction under this act, or involves the indebtedness of 
the licensee concerning expenses incurred in the development or continua- 
tion of a time sharing plan, or involves an alleged act of fraud, theft, mis- 
representation, embezzlement, or extortion, or involves an alleged felony. 
The notification shall be in writing and shall include a copy of any civil 
spnplaint or other document alleging a complaint or criminal offense; or, if 
the licensee is not in possession of such legal documents, the notification 
shall include a notarized statement by the licensee of the substance of the 
civil or criminal action. 


(d) Every licensee under this act shall be required to notify the Ala- 
bama Real Estate Commission of the outcome of any civil or criminal action 
of the type described in subsection (c) of this section within 10 days of the 
notice to the licensee of such outcome. This notification shall be in writing 
and shall include a copy of any judgment, order or other pertinent docu- 
ment issued by the court having jurisdiction of the matter; or, if licensee is 
not in possession of such legal documents, the notification shall include a 
notarized statement by the licensee of the nature of the verdict, settlement, 
dismissal, or other outcome of the subject civil or criminal action. 


Section 22. The requirements of this act regarding the establishment 
and maintenance of escrow accounts shall become effective on October 1, 
1984. All other requirements under this act shall become effective October 
1, 1983. The Commission shall have until November 30, 1983, to develop 
and administer its first timesharing license examination. 


Until such time as the Commission delivers to sellers of vacation time 
sharing plan the first issue of the vacation time sharing license, the license 
requirements of the Alabama Real Estate License Law shall apply to sellers 
of time sharing plans. : 


Section 23. All laws or parts of laws which conflict with this act are 
hereby repealed. 


Section 24. The provisions of this act are severable. If any part of the 
act is declared invalid or unconstitutional, such declaration shall not affect 
the part which remains. 


Section 25. This act shall become effective immediately upon its pas- 
sage and approval by the Governor, or upon its otherwise becoming a law.

or treatment of injury, deformity, disease, surgical or obstetrical care. Also, 
included within the term are long term care facilities such as, but not lim- 
ited to, skilled nursing facilities and related health care institutions when 
such institution is primarily engaged in offering room, board, laundry and 

raonal assistance with activities of daily living and incidentals thereto. 
e term ‘hospitals’ relate to health care institutions and shall not include 
the private offices of physicians or dentists, whether in individual, group, 
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professional corporation or professional association practice. This section 
shall not apply to county or district health departments: except for the op- 


eration of home health agencies. 
‘(2) Person. Such term includes individuals, partnerships, corporations 


and associations. (Acts 1975, 3rd Ex. Sess., No. 140, p. 382, § 1; Acts 1979, 
No. 79-798, p. 1461.)” 


Section 2. Section 22-21-27, Code of Alabama 1975, is hereby amended 
to read as follows:

“(2) Three representatives who shall be doctors of medicine appointed 
by the Board of Censors of the Alabama State Medical Association; 


“(3) One representative who shall be a registered nurse appointed by 
the Executive Board of the Alabama State Nurses Association; 


“(4) One representative from the Board of the Department of Pensions 
and Securities, to be appointed by the board; 


“(5) One registered pharmacist actively eneeaes in the practices of 
pharmacy in the State of Alabama; to be appointed by the Alabama State

Be It Enacted by the Legislature of Alabama: 
Section 1. Short Title. 


This Act shall be known and may be cited as the Alabama Uniform 
Parentage Act. 


Section 2. Parent and Child Relationship Defined. 


As used in this Act, the term i eka and child relationship” shall 
mean the legal relationship existi tween a child and his natural or 
adoptive parents incident to which the law confers or imposes rights, privi- 
leges, duties and obligations. It shall include the mother and child relation- 
ship and the father and child relationship. 


Section 3. Relationship Not Dependent Upon Marriage. 


The parent and child relationship shall extend equally to every child 
and to every parent, regardless of the marital status of the parents. 


Section 4. Same; How Established. 


F The parent and child relationship may be established between a child 
and: 


(1) The natural mother by poe of her having given birth to the child, 
or pursuant to the provisions of this Act; 


(2) The natural father pursuant to this Act; 


(3) An adoptive parent by proof of adoption or pursuant to the Revised 
Uniform Adoption Act. 


Section 5. Presumption of Paternity. 
(a) A man is presumed to be the natural father of a child if: 


(1) He and the child’s natural mother are or have been married to each 
other and the child is born during the marriage, or within 300 days after the 
marriage is terminated by death, annulment, declaration of invalidity, or 
divorce, or after a decree of separation is entered by a court; 


(2) Before the child’s birth he and the child’s natural mother have at- 
tempted to marry each other by a marriage solemnized in appar compli- 
eae be law, although the attempted marriage is or could be declared in- 
valid, an 
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a. If the attempted marriage may be declared invalid only by a court, 
the child is born during the attempted marriage, or within 300 days after 
the termination of the attempted marriage by death, annulment, declara- 
tion of invalidity, or divorce; or 


b. If the attempted marrage is invalid without a court order, the child 
is born within 300 days after the termination of cohabitation; 


(3) After the child’s birth, he and the child’s natural mother have mar- 
ried, or attempted to marry, each other by a marriage solemnized in appar- 
ent compliance with the law although the attempted marriage is or could be 
declared invalid, and 


a. He has acknowledged his paternity of the child in writing, such writ- 
ing being filed with the appropriate court or the Bureau of Vital Statistics; 
or 


b. With his consent, he is named as the child’s father on the child’s 
birth certificate; or 


c. He is otherwise obligated to support the child either under a written 
voluntary promise or by court order; 


(4) While the child is under the age of naionlty he receives the child 
into his home or otherwise openly holds out the child as his natural child; or 


(5) He acknowledges his paternity of the child in a writing filed in ac- 
cordance with provisions of the legimation statue. 


(b) A presumption of paternity under this section may be rebutted in 
an appropriate action only by clear and convincing evidence. In the event 
two or more conflicting ide gait a arise, that which is founded upon the 
weightier considerations of public policy and logic, as evidenced by the 
facts, shall control. The presumption, of paternity is rebutted by a court 
decree establishing paternity of the child by another man. 


Section 6. Determination of Father and Child Relationship; Who May 
Bring Action; When Action May Be Brought. 


(a) A child, a child’s natural mother, or a man presumed to be its father 
under paragraph (1), (2), or (3) of Section 5(a) of this Act, may bring an 
action within five years for the purpose of declaring the existence of the 
father and child relationship presumed under paragraph (1), (2), or (3) of 
Section 5(a) of this Act; or 


(b) Any interested party may bring an action at any time for the pur- 

pose of determining the existence or non-existence of the father and child

(c) An action to determine the existence of the father and child rela- 
tionship with pe a to a child who has no presumed father under Section 5 
may be brought by the child, the mother, or personal representative of the 
child, the public authority chargeable by law with support of the child, the 
personal representative or a parent of the mother if the mother has died, a 
man alleged or alleging himself to be the father, or the personal representa- 
tive or a parent of the alleged father if the alleged father has died or is a 
minor. 


(d) If an action under this section is brought before the birth of the 
child, all proceedings shall be stayed until after the birth, except service of 
process and the taking of depositions to perpetuate testimony.

Section 7. Style of Proceedings; Prosecution of Proceedings. 


Actions commenced under this Act shall be in the name of the State of 
Alabama on relation of the complaining witness or party against the person 
claimed to be the father or against the person alleged to owe a duty of sup- 
port as the defendant. The ‘Hatrict attorney, special prosecutor or attorney 
otherwise authorized to represent the State of Alabama shall appear and 


prosecute all proceedings brought under this Act. 
Section 8. Limitations on Recovery. 


(a) The father’s liabilities for past education and necessary support are 
limited to a period of one year next preceding the commencement of an 
enforcement action under this Act unless an order of support has been pre- 
viously entered. 


(b) An action to determine paternity for the purposes of obtaining sup- 
port shall not be brought after the child attains age 19. 


(c) The provisions of this section and Section 6 do not extend the time 
within which a right of inheritance or a right to a succession may be as- 
serted beyond the time provided by law relating to distribution and closing 
of decedents’ estates or to the determination of heirship, or otherwise. 


Section 9. Civil Action; Paternity; Nonsupport. 


(a) An action under this Act is a civil action governed by the rules of 
civil procedure. The mother and child and the alleged father are competent 
to testify and may be compelled to testify. All of the provisions of Sections 
12 and 13 of this Act, including those regarding evidence, expert testimony 
and blood tests, shall apply in actions brought under this Act. The action 
brought may be joined with an action for divorce, annulment, separate 
maintenance or support. 


(b) An action to determine paternity may be commenced upon the 
complaint of any female who is pregnant with or the mother of a child. 


(c) An action to determine paternity may also be commenced upon the 
complaint of the child, the person having legal custody of the child or the 
ereecuaave of the public authority chargeable by law with the support of 

e child. 


(d) A complaint for nonsupport of a child may be commenced by com- 
plaint by any party listed in subsections (b) and (c) of this section alleging 
sufficient facts that the defendant owes a duty of support, provided, that 
support bea bani have not been ordered previously pursuant to a decree of 
divorce. Upon a showing that the child is owed a duty of support by the 
defendant, such duty may be established pursuant to the requirements of 
Section 14 of this Act. 


(e) In addition to the civil action for nonsupport provided by this sec- 
tion, applicable sections of the criminal code are available for enforcement 
of the child’s right of support. 


Section 10. Jurisdiction; Venue; Process; Conduct of Hearing. 


(a) The causes of action provided by this Act shall be brought in the 
juvenile or family court division of the district or circuit court and wherever 
used in this Act the word “court” shall mean the juvenile or family court 
division of the district or circuit court and specifically shall include any dis- 
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trict or circuit court judge otherwise sitting in one of these divisions. 


(b) A defendant who resides in this state thereby submits to the juris- 
diction of the courts of this state as to an action brought under this Act. 


(c) A person who is a non-resident of this state and who has sexual 
intercourse in this state thereby submits to the jurisdiction of the courts of 
this state as to an action nroug! t under this Act with respect to a child who 
may have been conceived by that act of sexual intercourse. Jurisdiction over 
a non-resident may be acquired only by personal service of summons 
outside this state or by certified mail with proof of actual receipt. 


(d) A defendant who resides in this state thereby submits to the juris- 
diction of the courts of this state as to a Uniform Reciprocal Enforcement 
of Support action filed in this state by an initiating state for the purpose of 
establishing peenty. If the defendant asserts as a defense that he is not 
the father of the child for whom support is sought and it appears to the 
court that the defense is not frivolous, and if both parties are present at the 
hearing or if proof required in the case indicates the presence of either or 
both is not necessary, the court shall adjudicate the issue of paternity. The 
appropriate provisions of this Act shall apply to such actions. Upon deter- 
mination of paternity or non-paternity, the appropriate sections of the Re- 
ciprocal State Enforcement of Duty to Support Act apply. 


(e) The court shall retain jurisdiction of the cause for the purpose of 
entering such other and further orders as changing circumstances of the 
parties may in justice and equity require. 


(f) The complaint for paternity or nonsupport shall be filed in the 
county in which the child resides or the county in which the defendant 
resides. 


(g) Process directed to the defendant shall issue forthwith requiring the 
defendant to file written pleadings to the complaint in the manner pre- 
scribed by appropriate court rules. 


(h) The court in which the action originated shall determine both the 
law and the facts without the intervention of a jury. A trial by jury may be 
had only as provided under Section 20 of this Act. 


Section 11. Parties. 


The child may be made a party to the action. If the child is a minor he 
shall be represented by his general guardian or a guardian ad litem ap: 
pointed by the court, if not otherwise represented by counsel. The child’s 
mother or father my not represent the child as ian or otherwise. The 
court may appoint the public authority chargeable by law with the support 
of the child as guardian ad litem for the child. The natural mother, each 
man presumed to be the father under the provisions of Section 5 of this Act, 
and each man alleged to be the natural father, shall be made parties or, if 
not subject to the jurisdiction of the court, shall be given notice of the ac- 
tion in a manner prescribed by the court and an opportunity to be heard. 
The court may align the parties. 


Section 12. Blood Tests; Selection of Experts; Admissibility; 
Compensation. 


(a) Upon avpuceton of the defendant in a paternity proceeding or any 
other party to the action, the court shall order the mother, child and defen- 
dant to submit to one or more blood tests to assist the court in determinin; 
paternity of the child. No such blood test shall be taken before the chil 
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reaches the age of six months. Whenever the court orders any such blood 
test to be taken and any of the persons whose blood is to be taken refuses to 
submit to the test, such fact shall be disclosed upon the trial, unless good 
cause is shown for not doing so. 


(b) Any tests shall be made by an expert qualified as an examiner of 
blood types who shall be approved by the court. The expert may be called 
by the court or any party as a witness to testify to the blood test results and 
shall be subject to cross-examination by the parties. The blood test results 
may be admitted into evidence by the defendant. The blood test results 
may be admitted into evidence by the state only if the statistical probability 
of the alleged father’s paternity is available. Blood testing methods include, 
but are not limited to, the human leukocyte antigen test. If more than one 
blood test is performed and the results are conflicting, none of the blood 
test results shall be admissible as evidence of paternity or non-paternity. 


(c) Compensation of each expert witness shall be paid as the court shall 
order. The court shall order said compensation to be paid prior to the ad- 
ministration of the blood test. 


Section 13. Evidence Relating to Paternity. 
(a) Evidence relating to paternity may include: 


(1) Evidence of sexual intercourse between the mother and alleged fa- 
ther at any possible time of conception; 


(2) An expert’s opinion concerning the statistical probability of the al- 
leged father’s paternity based upon the duration of the mother’s pregnancy; 


(3) Blood test results, weighed in accordance with evidence, if available, 
of the statistical probability of the alleged father’s paternity; 


(4) Medical or anthropological evidence relating to the alleged father’s 
paeey of the child based on tests performed by experts. If a man has 
nm identified as a possible father of the child, the court may, and upon 
request of a party shall, require the child, the mother, and the man to sub- 
mit to appropriate tests; and, 


(5) All other evidence relevant to the issue of paternity of the child. 


(b) Upon refusal of any witness, including a party, to testify under oath 
or produce evidence, the court may order him to testify under oath and 
produce evidence concerning all relevant facts. If the refusal is upon the 
ground that his testimony or evidence might tend to incriminate him, the 
court shall grant him immunity from all criminal liability on account of the 
testimony or evidence he is required to produce. An order granting immu- 
nity bars prosecution of the witness for any offense shown in whole or in 
part by testimony or evidence he is required to produce, except for prejury 
committed in his testimony. The refusal of a witness, who has been granted 
immunity to obey an order to testify or produce evidence shall be punisha- 
ble as a civil contempt of the court. 


(c) In an action against an alleged father, evidence offered by the al- 
leged father with respect to another man who is not subject to the jurisdic- 
tion of the court concerning his sexual intercourse with the mother at or 
about the probable time of conception of the child is admissible in evidence 
only if the alleged father has undergone and made available to the court 
blood tests the results of which do not exclude the possibility of the alleged 
father’s paternity of the child. A man who is identified and is subject to the 
jurisdiction of the court shall be made a defendant in the action. 
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Section 14. Orders. 


(a) The order of the court determining the existence or non-existence of 
the parent and child relationship is determinative for all purposes. Upon 
paternity being established, the court shall immediately determine support 
payments as the conclusion of the paternity hearing and make support pay- 
ment determination a part of the order establishing paternity. 


(b) The order of the court shall include a statement of fact of jurisdic- 
tion being acquired in situations of service obtained by out-of-state personal 
service or service obtained by out-of-state certified mail with proof of return 
receipt. 


(c) If the order of the court is at variance with the child’s birth certifi- 
cate, the court shall order that a new birth certificate be issued pursuant to 
the provisions of Section 19 of this Act. 


(d) The order may contain any other provision directed against the ap- 
propriate party to the proceeding, concerning the duty of support, the cus- 
tody of the child or the furnishing of bond or other security for payment 
inder the order. The order may direct the father to pay the reasonable ex- 
penses of the mother’s pregnancy and confinement. 


(e) Support orders ordinarily shall be for periodic payments which may 
vary in amount. Support orders may be in a lump sum amount if awarded 
against the appropriate party as a judgment representing an accrued arrear- 
age or reimbursement to the agency providing support. 


(f) In determining the amount to be paid by the parent for support of 
the child and the period during which the duty of support is owed, a court 
enforcing the obligation of support shall consider the needs of the child and 
the ability of the parents to support. 


(g) Proof that a person owes a duty of support and has not contributed 
reasonably to support his child or proof of the award of public assistance on 
behalf of his child shall constitute sufficient basis for entry of an order of 


support. 

Section 15. Enforcement of Order. 

(a) If the existence of the father and child relationship is declared, or 
paternity or a duty of support has been acknowledged or adjudicated under 
this Act, prior law or applicable sections of the criminal code, the obligation 
of the father may be enforced in the same or other proceedings by the 
mother, the child, the public authorities that have furnished or may furnish 
the reasonable expenses of pregnancy, confinement, education, or support, 
or by any other person, including a private agency, to the extent these ex- 
penses have been or are being furnished. 


(b) The court shall order payments to be made to a person, corporation, 
agency designated to administer them under the supervision of the court, or 
the pos authority which has furnished or may furnish support for the 
child including but not limited to monetary and medical payments. 


(c) Willful failure to obey the judgment or order of the court is a civil 
contempt of the court. All sanctions for enforcement of judgments apply. 


Section 16. Promise to Render Support. 


(a) Any promise in writing to furnish support for a child, growing out of 
a supposed or alleged father and child relationship does not require consid- 
eration and is enforceable according to its terms in any court having juris- 
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diction under 10(a), subject to the provisions of Section 6(d) of this Act. 


(b) Stipulations in any agreement that seek to bar a paternity action 
are not enforceable. 


Section 17. Right to Counsel; Costs. 


(a) In all proceedings under this Act, any party may be represented by 
counsel, If the public authority chargeable by law with support of a child is 
a party, the appropriate attorney as provided in Section 7 of this Act shall 
represent the public authority. If the child receives public assistance and 
no conflict of interest exists, the appropriate attorney shall also represent 
the person having custody. If the child does not receive public assistance, 
the appropriate attorney may represent the person having custody at that 
person's request. 


(b) The court shall appoint a guardian ad litem to represent a defen- 
dant who is a minor and who is not otherwise represented by counsel. 


(c) It is the express intent of this Act that parties to proceedings under 
the Act should pay the fees and expenses of retained counsel, expert wit- 
nesses, B hebrew ad litem, the costs of appropriate tests and other costs of 
the trial as they may, themselves, incur. The court may order reasonable 
fees for attorneys, expert witnesses, guardian ad litem fees, costs of appro- 
priate tests and other costs of the trial, including docket fees, to be paid by 
the parties in such proportions as the court may direct. In the event the 
court determines that a party is unable to pay the fees and costs as di- 
rected, it may order fees and costs, including fees and costs of appropriate 
tests, if such tests have been ordered by the court as provided in Section 12 
of this Act, to be paid from the fund entitled, “Court Costs Not Otherwise 
Provided For”. If costs and fees are ordered to be paid from said fund, 
claims shall be submitted by the clerk of the court to the state comptroller 
for audit and allowance and, if approved by the comptroller, shall be for- 
warded to the state treasurer for payment from said fund. Provided, docket 
fees and fees of retained counsel shall not be paid from said fund. Docket 
fees shall be waived if the court determines that the parties are incapable of 
paying them. 


(d) Nothing contained in this Act shall be construed so as to guarantee 
court-appointed counsel at the state’s expense to any party who is not oth- 
erwise entitled to court-appointed counsel under statutory or case law. Ap- 
pointment of counsel for a minor defendant or party who is entitled to 
counsel and the compensation of such appointed counsel shall be governed 
by the other applicable law. 


(e) When a party bringing an action is represented by the district attor- 
ney or attorney authorized to represent the State of Alabama, no filing fee 
shall be paid to the clerk of the court but may be taxed as a cost of the 
action as provided herein. 


Section 18. Action to Declare Mother and Child Relationship. 


Any interested party may bring an action to determine the existence or 
non-existence of a mother and child relationship. Insofar as practicable, the 
provisions of this Act applicable to the father and child relationship apply. 


Section 19. Birth Records. 


(a) Upon order of a court of this State or upon request of a court of 
another state, the Registrar of Vital Statistics shall prepare a new certificate 
of birth consistent with the findings of the court and shall substitute the 
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new certificate for the original certificate of birth. 


(b) The fact that the father and child relationship was declared after 
the child’s birth shall not be ascertainable from the new certificate but the 
actual place and date of birth shall be shown. 


(c) The evidence upon which the new certificate was made and the orig- 
inal birth certificate shall be kept in a sealed and confidential file and be 
subject to inspection only upon the consent of the court and all interested 
persons, or in exceptional cases only upon an order of the court for good 
cause shown. 


Section 20. Appeals. 


(a) The State of Alabama, the person on the relation of whom the ac- 
tion is brought or the defendant may appeal from any Enel judgment ren- 
dered under the provisions of this Act. Appeals shall be taken from the ju- 
venile or family court division of either the district or circuit court to the 
circuit court for a trial de novo and for a jury trial, if demanded by the 
appellant or the defendant. Written notice of appeal shall be filed with the 
clerk of the circuit court within 14 days of the date of the order appealed 
from or the denial of a post trial motion. The defendant may file a superse- 
deas bond on appeal to stay enforcement of a support order, but a support 
order shall continue to accrue during the pendency of the appeal. Any leap 
may appeal to the Court of Civil Appeals pursuant to the Alabama Rules of 
Appellate Procedure and the Alabama Rules of Juvenile Procedure upon 
the entry of a final judgment in the circuit court on the trial de novo. If the 
appeal is taken by the state, no security for the cost need be given. 


(b) Appeals may be taken from the juvenile or family court division of 
the district or circuit court directly to the Court of Civil Appeals if there is 
an adequate record or stipulation of the facts by the parties and the right to 
a jury trial is waived by all parties entitled thereto. Provided, that this sub- 
section shall specifically not be construed as requiring the juvenile and fam- 
ily court divisions of the district and circuit courts to maintain a record of 
the proceedings brought pursuant to the provisions of this Act. Written no- 
tice of appeal in appeals brought pursuant to the provisions of this Act. 
Written notice of appeal in appeals brought pursuant to this subsection 
shall be filed within 14 days of the entry of the iudgment or order annealed 
from. 


Section 21. Sections 26-12-1 through 26-12-9, Code of Alabama 1975, 
are expressly repealed and all laws or parts of laws which conflict with this 
Act are hereby repealed. The provisions of this Act shall not, however, be 
construed to repeal or supersede any laws not inconsistent herewith. 


Section 22. The provisions of this Act are severable. If any portion of 
this Act shall be declared invalid by any court of competent jurisdiction, 
such declaration shall not affect the remaining portions of this Act. 


Section 23. This Act shall become effective immediately upon its aa 
sage and approval by the Governor, or upon its otherwise becoming a law.

building ad valorem tax authorized by Section 215 of the Constitution, as 
amended, to be levied by the county into said special fund, and (d) to issue 
its bonds or warrants (which may but need not be general obligations of the 
County) not exceeding $1,500,000 in principal amount for the purpose of 
financing certain County Facilities (as defined herein), to be secured by a 
pledge of (i) the said privilege, license and excise taxes authorized and di- 
rected by this Amendment to be levied by Randolph County, (ii) one-half of 
the said special ad valorem tax, and (iii) four-tenths of the special ad

“Special Ad Valorem Tax” means the special county hospital ad 
valorem tax authorized to be levied by the County pursuant to Amendment 
No. 72 to the Constitution.

Special Sales Tax” means the special County privilege, license and ex- 
cise taxes authorized and directed by this Amendment to be levied by the 
County on those engaged in the business of selling tangible personal prop- 
erty at retail and conducting places of amusement in the County and paral- 
leling the State sales and use taxes. 


“Special Taxes” means the Special Ad Valorem Tax, the Special Sales 
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Tax, and the Existing Ad Valorem Tax. 


(B) The County is hereby authorized and directed, within 60 days after 
the proclamation of the ratification of this Amendment, to levy and collect, 
or provide for the collection of special privilege, licerise and excise taxes on 
those engaged in the business of selling tangible personal property and con- 
ducting places of amusement in the County at the rate of one-half of one 

rcent (0.5%) of the grees receipts of the businesses made subject to the 
pecial Sales Tax, which tax shall, to the fullest extent possible, parallel the 
sales and use taxes levied by the State. All revenues derived by the Count: 
from the levy of the Special Sales Tax, less the cost of collection of suc 
revenues not to exceed 5% thereof to be paid to the Department of Reve- 
nue, shall be paid into the County Facilities Building Fund. The County 
shall discontinue the levy of the Special Sales Tax when all of the Securities 
issued hereunder shall have been paid in full, or when the County shall have 
expended the sum of $1,500,000 out of the County Facilities Building Fund 
to pay costs of County Facilities, whichever shall last occur. 


(C) The County is hereby authorized and directed (subject to prior 
pledges and agreements, if any) to pay, out of taxes collected each year, 
ginning with taxes collected with respect to the tax year that began Octo- 
ber 1, 1982, one-half of the tax receipts derived from the levy of the Special 
Ad Valorem Tax into the County Facilities Building Fund. The Count 
shall discontinue paying such tax receipts into the County Facilities Build. 
ing Fund when all of the Securities issued hereunder have been paid in full, 
or when the County shall have expended the sum of $1,500,000 out of the 
County Facilities Building Fund to pay costs of County Facilities, whichever 
shall last occur.

to pay costs of County Facilities, whichever shall last occur. 

(E) The Couniy is hereby authorized and directed to establish the 
County Facilities Building Fund for the purpose of receiving ihe iioneys 
required to be paid therein by the provisions hereof. Funds on deposit in 
the County Facilities Building Fund shall be used to pay the costs of ac- 
quiring, providing, constructing and equipping new County Facilities, reno- 
vating, reconstructing, improving, enlarging or equipping any existing 
County Facilities or any combination thereof, up to an amount not exceed- 
ing $1,500,000, and to pay principal of and interest and premium, if any, on 
Securities issued hereunder to finance County Facilities. 


(F) The County is hereby authorized to sell and issue from time to time 
its Securities, not exceeding $1,500,000 in aggregate principal amount, for 
the purnees of acquiring, providing, constructing and equipping new County 
Facilities, renovating, reconstructing, improving, enlarging or equipping any 
existing County Facilities or any combination thereof and to pledge for pay- 
ment of the Securities the portions of the Special Taxes required to be paid 
into the County Facilities Building Fund. 


For the purpose of refunding any Securities, including refunding Secur- 
ities issued under the provisions of this Amendment, whether the refundi 
shall occur before, at or after the maturity of the Securities refunded an 
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for the purpose of paying all premiums and expenses of the refunding (in- 
cluding attorneys’ fees, costs of printing the refunding Securities, fiscal 
agents’ fees, and accountants’ fees), the County is hereby authorized to sell 
and issue from time to time refunding Securities in an aggregate principal 
amount not exceeding the sum of (a) the outstanding principal amount of 
the Securities to be refunded, (b) the interest (accrued or to accrue) to the 
respective maturities of the Securities to be refunded, or if the Securities to 
be refunded are to be called for redemption, either on the earliest date on 
which under their terms they may be redeemed or some later date or dates, 
the interest (accrued or to accrue) on the Securities to be refunded to the 
date or dates on which they are to be called for redemption, (c) the amount 
of any redemption premium required, by the terms of the Securities, to be 
paid as a condition to their redemption prior to their respective maturities, 
and (d) the amount of any expenses (actual or estimated) of such refunding. 


The Securities issued hereunder may but need not be general obliga- 
tions of the County, but shall be secured by the portions of the Special 
Taxes pledged for their payment in the proceedings of the County whereun- 
der the Securities are authorized to be issued and required to be paid into 
the County Facilities Building Fund. 


All Securities issued under this Amendment may be in such form and 
denominations and of such tenor and maturities, may bear interest at such 
rate or rates, payable at such time or times, not exceeding thirty (30) years 
from their date, may be sold at public or private sale and may contain such 
provisions not inconsistent with this Amendment as shall be provided in the 
proceedings of the governing body of the County wherein such Securities 
are authorized to be issued.

for the distribution of license fees, taxes, commissions, and other monies 
received under the provisions of the act; to provide certain penalties for the

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for a referendum of the voters of any such municipality on the question of 
whether the act will become effective in the municipality. 


Be It Enacted by the Legislature of Alabama: 


Section 1. There is hereby authorized to be established in each Class 1 
municipality (being any city with a population of 300,000 inhabitants or 
more as certified by the 1970 federal decennial census) (any such municipal- 
ity being herein called “the municipality”) a public corporation and instru- 
mentality of the state to be known as “The __________ [name of Class 1 
municipality] Racing Commission.” Any said Racing Commission may be 
referred to herein as “the Commission” or “the Racing Commission” and 
the terms “Commission” and “Racing Commission” shall refer both to any 
public corporation authorized to be established by this act and to the gov- 
ernin 'y of any such corporation. A Commission shall be created and 
established in a municipality effective upon the certification to the Secre- 
ay of State of the State of Alabama of a favorable vote in a referendum 
called and held pursuant to this act. A Commission shall be vested with the 
powers and duties specified in this act and all other powers necessary and 
proper to enable it to execute fully and effectively the Bead ee of this act. 

mmediately upon the creation and establishment of a Commission in a mu- 
nicipality, horse racing and pari-mutuel wagering thereon conducted in such 
municipality in accordance with this act shall be lawful, notwithstanding 
any other provision of law to the contrary. 


A Commission shall be governed by five members sppointed in the 
manner hereinafter rescribed. within thirty (30) days after the certification 
to the Secretary of State of a favorable vote at a referendum called and held 
pursuant to this act. The lieutenant governor, the speaker of the house of 
representatives, the mayor of any suc! snunicipality; the president or chair- 
man of the | ptbetear body of the county in which any such municipality is 
located, and the principal executive officer of the largest chamber of com- 
merce headquartered in any such municipality shall each appoint one mem- 
ber. The member to be appointed by the president or chairman of such 
county governing body shall be appointed for a term beginning immediately 
upon his yA (ponies and ending at noon on July 1 in the first calendar 
year next following the calendar year in which this act shall become effec- 
tive; the member to be appointed by the principal executive officer of such 
chamber of commerce shall be appuinied fur a teri beginning immediately 
upon his appointment and ending at noon on July 1 in the second calendar 
year next following the calendar year in which this act shall become effec- 
tive; the member to be appointed by the mayor of such municipality shall 
be appointed for a term beginning immediately upon his appointment and 
ending at noon on July 1 in the third calendar year next following the calen-

If at any time there shall be a vacancy among the members, a successor 
member shall be appointed to serve for the unexpired term applicable to

appointed), whether ioe a full five-year term or to. complete an unexpired 
term, shall be made by the same officer who appointed the member whose 
term shall have expired or is to expire or in whose position on the Commis- 
sion a vacancy otherwise exists and shall be made not earlier than thirty 
(30) days prior to the date on which such member is to take office as such. 
If the term of any member shall expire peer to the reappointment of such 
member or prior to the appointment of his successor, such member shall 
continue to serve until his successor is appointed, and if such member is 
reappointed for a new term after the expiration of the immediately preced- 
ing term which he has been serving, his new term of office shall be deemed 
to have commenced at noon on the July 1 on which the immediately preced- 
ing term shall have expired. Members shall be eligible for reappointment 
without limit as to the number of terms previously served. In the event that 
an appointing official fails to appoint a member within 30 days after the 
certification to the Secretary of State of a favorable vote at a referendum 
called and held pursuant to this act (in the case of an initial appointment), 
or within 30 days of the end of a term or other vacancy, then a vacancy 
shall be filled or a successor member appointed by a majority of the mem- 
bers then in office. Appointments shall be made by a written certificate exe- 
cuted by the appointing official and addressed and delivered to the Secre- 
tary of State of the State of Alabama, who shall maintain the originals of 
such certificates as official records in his office. 


Section 2. No officer of the State or of any county or municipality 
shall, during his tenure as such officer, be eligible to serve as a member. 
Each member, at the time of his appointment, (i) shall be a resident and 
qualified elector of the county in which the Class 1 municipality is situated, 
and (ii) shall have been a resident of the State continuously for a period of 
five years next preceding his appointment. During his term of office, each 
member shall remain a resident and qualified elector of said county and the 
failure by any member to remain so qualified during such term shall cause a 
vacancy of the office of such member. 


No member shall vote on or participate in the discussion or considera- 
tion of any matter coming before the Commission in which he, his immedi- 
ate family, or any business enterprise with which he is associated has an 
direct or indirect pecuniary interest; provided, however, that when any suc 
matter is brought before the Commission any member having an interest 
therein which may be in conflict with his obligations as a member shall im- 
mediately make a complete disclosure to the Commission of any direct or 
indirect pecuniary interest he may have in such matter prior to removing 
himself and withdrawing from the Commission’s deliberations and vote on 
the matter presented. In furtherance, and not in limitation of the foregoing 
provision, no member or employee of the Commission, and no spouse of any 
such member or employee, shall have any financial interest, direct or indi- 
rect, in any horse racetrack or operation incidental thereto subject to the 
provisions of this act, or in any entity which has submitted an application 
for a license under this. act, or in the Speen of any wagering authorized 
under this act or participate as owner of a horse or otherwise as a contestant 
in any race subject to the jurisdiction of the Commission, or have any pecu- 
niary interest in the purse or prize contested for in any such race. No mem- 
ber, spouse of a member, or child of a member shall make contributions to a 
candidate for state or local office or state or local officeholder or cause a 
contribution to be made on their behalf. 


Each member shall receive $50.00 for each day or part thereof spent in 
the performance of his duties, and, in addition, shall be reimbursed for his 
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reasonable expenses incurred therein. The above funds shall be paid out of 
the funds of the Commission and shall be paid to the members in the same 
manner as the compensation of other municipal officers is paid. A majority 
of the Commissioners shall constitute a quorum for the transaction of busi- 
ness. No vacancy in the membership of the Commission or the voluntary 
disqualification or abstention of any member thereof shall impair the right 
of a quorum to exercise all of the powers and duties of the Commission. Any 
member of a Commission may be impeached and removed from office in the 
same manner and on the same grounds provided by Section 175 of the Con- 
stitution of Alabama, or successor provisions thereof, and the general laws 
of the State for impeachment and removal of the officers mentioned in said 
Section 175, or successor provisions thereof. 


The officers of a Commission shall consist of a chairman, vice chairman, 
executive secretary, treasurer and such other officers as the Commission 
shall deem necessary or appropriate. The chairman and vice chairman of a 
Commission shall be elected by the Commission from the membership 
thereof. The executive secretary and treasurer shall be elected or appointed 
as hereinafter provided. 


Section 4. The governing body of the municipality shall appoint the 
principal financial officer of the municipality to serve as ex-officio treasurer 
of the Racing Commission. The treasurer shall collect all the license fees, 
taxes, and monies provided in this act, and shall supervise, check and audit 
the operation of the pari-mutuel wagering pools and the conduct and distri- 
bution thereof. Funds will be deposited in a state chartered bank in the 
municipality. The Commission shall authorize payment from funds of the 
Commission such compensation to the ex-officio treasurer as the Commis- 
sion finds reasonable and appropriate to compensate him for the duties and 
responsibilities conferred by this act. 


Section 5. The Racing Commission shall have the authority to emplo 
legal counsel of its selection to advise the Commission and represent it in all 
proceedings. The compensation of such counsel shall be paid out of funds of 
the Racing Commission. 


Section 6. (A) The Commission shall have the powers and duties nec- 
essary to regulate and supervise horse racing and pari-mutuel betting inci- 
dental thereto, inciuding, without limiting the generality of the foregoing, 


the powers and duties set forth hereinafter in this section or in other sec- 
tions of this act. 


(1) The Commission shall have succession in perpetuity, subject only to 
the provisions of this act as it may be amended from time to time. 


(2) The Commission shall have the power to sue and be sued in its own 
name in civil suits and actions and to defend suits against it. 


(3) The Commission shall have the power to adopt and make use of an 
official seal and to alter the same at pleasure. 


(4) The Commission shall have the power to adopt, alter and repeal 
bylaws, regulations and rules, not inconsistent with the provisions of this 
act, for the regulation and conduct of its affairs and business. 


(5) The Commission shall establish and maintain a general business of- 
fice within the municipality for the transaction of its business at a place to 
be determined by the Commission. The Commission shall meet at such 
times and places within the municipality as it shall determine. 


(6) The Commission is vested with supervision and authority over all 
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horse races licensed under the provisions of this act, and over all persons 
conducting, participating in or attending such races. It shall employ such 
persons to be present at race meetings as are necessary to ensure that they 
are conducted with order and the highest degree of integrity, and may re- 
quire that a licensee pay such salaries to such employees of the Commission 
as the Commission s prescribe. It may eject or exclude from any race- 
track or from any part thereof any person, whether or not he possesses a 
permit, whose conduct or reputation is such that his presence may, in the 
opinion of the Commission, reflect on the honesty and integrity of horse 
racing or interfere with the orderly conduct of horse racing. 


(7) The Commission, its representatives and employees shall visit, in- 
vestigate and have free access to the office, track, facilities or other places of 
business of a licensee, and may compel the production of any of its books, 
documents, records or memoranda for the purpose of satisfying itself that 
such licensee is truthfully complying with the provisions of this act and the 
Commissions rules and regulations. The Commission shall require that 
there be delivered to it annual balance sheet and operating statement of 
each licensee and also a copy of any management, concession, or other con- 
tract to which any licensee is a party. 


(8) The Commission shall adopt and publish reasonable rules, regula- 
tions and conditions under which all types of racing subject to its jurisdic- 
tion, and pari-mutuel wagering, shall be conducted in the municipality, and 
such other reasonable regulations as it deems necessary and appropriate to 
carry out the purpose and provisions of this act. Such rules and regulations 
may include reasonable penalties for violations which shall be in the nature 
of civil and not criminal penalties. 


(9) The Commission may issue subpoenas for the attendance of wit- 
nesses before it, administer oaths, and compel production of records or 
other documents and testimony of such witnesses whenever the Commission 
finds it necessary and appropriate so to do in order to carry out its duties 
under this act or to enforce the provisions of this act or rules or regulations 
adopted pursuant hereto. 


(10) The Commission shall have the power to compel a licensee hereun- 
der to file with the Commission such information, including but not limited 
to, financial statements and information relative to stockholders and all 
others with any pecuniary interest in such licensee as shall appear to the 
Commission to be necessary for the performance of its duties hereunder, 
and may prescribe the manner in which books and records of a licensee 
shall be kept. 


(11) The Commission shall have the power to enter into arrangements 
with any governmental or nongovernmental agency or association for the 
purposes of exchanging information, establishing security forces or perform- 
ing any other act better to ensure the proper conduct of horse racing. 


(12) The Commission shall have the power to demand and obtain for its 
files, the fingerprints of the following persons taken by a representative of a 
law-enforcement agency of the county, state or federal government, by in- 
wit on of the Commission or by such qualified private security agency as 
the Commission may designate: (i) Every natural person licensed to hold 
racing meetings within the municipality; (ii) every person who is an officer 
or director of a corporation which holds a license, and every employee of a 
licensee (whose duties relate to the horse racing business in the municipal- 
ity); (iii) all owners, trainers, jockeys, apprentices, stable ng er manag- 
ers, agents, blacksmiths or veterinarians, and any person who actively par- 
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ticipates in the racing action of any licensee; and (iv) members and 
employees of the Commission. 


(13) The Commission shall report annually to the governing body of the 
municipality and to such state and federal authorities as required by law. 


(14) All books, records, maps, documents, and papers of the Commis- 
sion, including those filed with the Commission as well as those prepared by 
or for it, shall at all times be open for the personal inspection of any officer 
of the state of Alabama, or any county, municipality, or other subdivision of 
the state, or any official investigative body or committee, and no person 
having charge or custody thereof shall refuse this right to any officer or in- 
vestigative body or committee, and it shall be the express duty of such per- 
son to assist such officer or committee in locating records or information 
desired by them. If any member of the Commission violates the provisions 
of this section, he shall be subject to removal from office. 


(15) The Commission shall appoint an executive secretary and such 
other employees as it deems essential to perform its duties under this act. 
Such employees shall possess such authority and perform such duties as the 
Commission shall prescribe or delegate to them. Such employees may in- 
clude stewards, chemists, veterinarians, inspectors, accountants, guards, and 
such other canp layers deemed by the Commission to be necessary for the 
supervision and the proper conduct of the highest standard of horse racing. 
Such employees shall be compensated as provided by the Commission. 


(16) The executive secretary, in addition to any other duties, prescribed 
by the Commission, shall keep a true and full record of all proceedings of 
the Commission and preserve at the Commission’s general office all books, 
documents and papers of the Commiesion. Neither the executive secretary, 
nor spouse thereof, shall make any contributions to any candidate for public 
office or public officeholder at the local or state level, nor shall anyone make 
any such contributions on behalf of the executive secretary or such spouse. 


Section 7. Any person aggrieved by a refusal of the Commission to 
issue any license or permit, or suspension or revocation of a license or per- 
mit, imposition of a fine, or any other action of the Commission, may, 
within uly (30) days of such action, appeal to the circuit court of the 
county in which the municipality is located. If the court finds that the ac- 
tion of the Commission was arbitrary, it shall order the issuance or rein- 
statement of such license or permit, abatement of such fine, or such other 
action as it deems appropriate. The decision of the court shall be subject to 
appeal as in other cases at law. 


Section 8. Whenever it appears to the Commission that any person 
has been violating or may violate any provision of this act or any reasonable 
rule or regulation or final decision of the Commission, it may apply to the 
circuit court of the county for an injunction against such person. The order 
granting or refusing such injunction shall be subject to appeal as in other 
cases in equity. 


Section 9. No person shall construct or establish a horse racetrack 
where race necune are to be held and pari-mutuel wagering permitted, or 
own any such track or facilities in the municipality, unless he has obtained 
an owner’s license issued by the Commission in accordance with the provi- 
sions of this act, which license when granted shall authorize the holder 
thereof to contract, establish and own in the municipality a horse racetrack 
where race meetings are held and pari-mutuel wagering permitted in com- 
pliance with this act. 
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No person shall operate pari-mutuel wagering or conduct any race 
meeting at which wagering is permitted with his knowledge or acquiescence 
in the municipality unless he has obtained an operator’s license under the 
provisions of this act, which license when granted shall authorize the holder 
thereof to operate pari-mutuel wagering or conduct a race meeting at which 
papi wagering is permitted in the municipality in compliance with 
this act. 


No license issued under the provisions of this act shall be transferable 
without the approval of the Commission to be given or withheld under rules 
and regulations adopted by the Commission. 


Section 10. Any person desiring to construct or own a racetrack at 
which pari-mutuel wagering is permitted shall file with the Commission an 
application for an owner’s license. Such application shall be filed at the time 
and place prescribed by the Commission and shall be in such form and con- 
tain such information as may be prescribed by the Commission, including 
the following: 


(1) The name and address of such person; if a corporation, the state of 
its incorporation, the full name and address of each officer and director 
thereof; if a foreign corporation, whether it is qualified to do business in the 
state of Alabama; and if a partnership or joint venture, the name and ad- 
dress of each general partner thereof. 


(2) The name and address of each stockholder or member of such cor- 
poration, or each general partner of such partnership or joint venture, and 
of each person who has contracted for a pecuniary interest in the applicant 
or the facilities at which such race meeting or pari-mutuel wagering will be 
conducted, whether such interest be an ownership or a security interest, and 
the nature and value of such interest, and the name and address of each 
person who has agreed to lend money to the applicant. In the event that the 
applicant proposes, subsequent to the award of an owner’s license, to ar- 
range further financing through a sale of stock, partnership interests, or 
other equity interest or the issuance of debt securities, the entering into of 
financing leases or otherwise borrowing money, then the Commission may 
grant an owner’s license which sets forth conditions to be met in arranging 
such further financing or which reserves to the Commission the right to ap- 
prove any or all aspects of such further financing. 


(3) Such information as the Commission deems appropriate regarding 
the character and responsibility of the applicant and the members, partners, 
stockholders, officers and directors of the applicant. 


(4) The location and description of the racetrack, place or enclosure 
where such applicant proposes to hold race meetings. The Commission may 
require such information about the facilities and location of the track as it 
deems necessary and appropriate to determine whether they comply with 
the minimum standards provided in this act, and whether the condi of 
race meetings at such location would be in the best interests of the people 
of the state and the municipality. 


(5) Such information relating to the financial responsibility of the ap- 
plicant as the Commission deems appropriate. 


(6) If any of the facilities necessary for the conduct of racing or pari- 
mutuel betting are to be leased, the terms of such lease. 


(7) Any other information which the Commission in its discretion 
deems appropriate. 
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(8) The application filed hereunder shall be verified by the oath or affir- 
mation of an officer of the applicant, and shall be accompanied by a 
nonrefundable fee of $15,000. 


Section 11. (A) The Commission shall promptly consider any applica- 
tion for an owner’s license, and grant or deny such license based on all in- 
formation before it, including any investigations it deems appropriate. The 
Commission shall deny a license to any applicant unless it finds that the 
applicant’s facilities will meet the following minimum standards: 


(1) That the facility provides a track for standardbred racing of at least 
five-eighths of a mile, and a track for flat racing of at least one mile. 


(2) That the facilities be appropriate for the conduct of year-round rac- 
ing and for night racing. 


(B) The Commission shal! deny a license to an applicant if it finds that 
for any reason the issuance of a license to the applicant would not be in the 
interest of the people of the municipality, or that the applicant, or any of- 
ficer, general partner, or director of the applicant: 


(1) Has knowingly made a false statement of a material fact in the ap- 
plication, or has deliberately failed to disclose any information called for in 
the application; 


(2) Is or has been guilty of any corrupt or fraudulent act, practice or 
conduct in connection with any horse race meeting in this or any other 
state; 


(3) Has had a license or permit to hold or conduct a horse race meeting 
denied fur just cause, suspended or revoked in anv other state or country; or 


(4) Is not qualified to do business in Alabama, or is not subject to the 
jurisdiction of the courts of the State. 


Section 12. The owner’s license issued under this act shall be for a 
period determined by the Commission, not to be less than 25 years, but 
shall be reviewed annually. The Commission shall designate on the license 
the duration of such license, the location of the proposed track, and such 
other information as it deems proper. 


The Commission may require a bond with surety acceptable to it in an 
amount determined by it to be sufficient to cover the maximum indebted- 
ness anticipated to be incurred by the licensee to the Commission in any 
year. The amount of such bond may be adjusted from time to time as the 
Commission may require. 


It shall be the policy of the Commission to permit widespread owner- 
ship of stock or limited partnership interests in a corporation or partnership 
holding an owner’s license and owning a racetrack facility. 


The Commission may require the licensee to pay the Commission a li- 
cense fee of $2,000 per month for a period beginning six months from the 
date of issuance of the owner’s license to the date of the beginning of opera- 
tion of the track. The license fee shall be used by the Commission for oper- 
ating expenses prior to the beginning of operation of the racetrack. 


Section 13. (A) Any corporation desiring to hold a race meeting at 
which pari-mutuel wagering is permitted shall file with the Commission an 
application for an operator’s license. Such application may be made in con- 
junction with an application for an owner’s license. It shall be filed at the 
time and place prescribed by the Commission and contain such information 
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as prescribed by the Commission, including all information prescribed for 
an owner’s license under this act. 


(B) Any application filed hereunder shall be verified by the oath or af- 
firmation of an officer of the applicant, and shall be accompanied by a 
nonrefundable fee of $10,000. 


Section 14. The Commission shall promptly consider any application 
for an operator’s license, and grant or deny such license based on all infor- 
mation before it, including any investigation it deems pr peopelats: The 
Commission shall deny a license to any applicant unless it finds: 


(1) That such applicant is a corporation organized under Title 10 of the 
Code of Alabama 1975, or comparable law or laws of another state, and 
qualified to do business in Alabama; 


(2) If the corporation is a stock corporation, that no one person owns 
more than thirty percent (30%) in voting rights or value of the stock of 
such corporation, and that no family group, which shall mean any person, 
his spouse, and his parents, owns more than fifty pen (50%) in voting 
rights or value of the stock of such corporation; if the corporation is a non- 
stock corporation, that there are at least ten members, and that no more 
than twenty percent (20%) of the membership belongs to any family group; 


(3) That fifty percent (50%) in voting rights.and value of the stock 
corporation is owned by residents of Alabama, or that fifty percent (50%) in 
voting rights of the membership of such nonstock corporation are residents 
of Alabama, that all stockholders of members have submitted to the juris- 
diction of the Alabama courts, and all nonresident stockholders or members 
nave designated the executive secretary of the Commission as their agent 

‘or process; 


(4) In the case of a stock corporation, if stock the holders of which are 
entitled to vote on any matter is held by more than 50 persons, then not 
less than sixty percent (60%) of the members of the board of directors of 
the corporation shall be residents of Alabama; 


(5) The applicant’s articles or certificate of incorporation or other cor- 
porate documents provide that the corporation may, on vote of a majority of 
the stockholders or members, purchase at fair market value the entire stock 
or interest of any stockholder, or require the resignation of any member, 
who is or becomes unqualified for such position under this act; 


(6) That the applicant would be qualified for a license to own such 
racetrack facilities under the provisions of this act; 


(7) That the applicant shall make provisions saistactory to the Com- 
mission for the detection and prosecution of any corrupt or fraudulent act, 
practice, or conduct in connection with any race meeting, and that the ap- 
plicant shall utilize the services of a protective agency acceptable to the 
Commission; and 


(8) That the applicant shall obtain and maintain membership in such 
racing associations (as, for example, the Thoroughbred Racing Association, 
the American Quarter Horse Association, the United States Harness Associ- 
ation) as the Commission finds necessary or desirable to assist an operator 
to operate race meetings. 


Section 15. The operator’s license issued under this act shall be for a 
period determined by the Commission, not to be less than 25 years, but 
shall be reviewed annually. 
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The operator’s license issued under this act shall permit the corpora- 
tion to hold and conduct one or more race meetings at the licensed track 
each year. Races may be conducted six days or nights a week throughout 
the year, but not on Sunday. 


Any license issued under this act shall designate on its face the corpora- 
tion to whom issued, the location of the track where meetings are to be 
conducted, the period during which such license is in effect and such other 
information as the Commission deems proper. 


The Commission shall require a bond with surety acceptable to it, and 
in an amount determined by it to be sufficient to cover the maximum in- 
debtedness anticipated to be incurred by such licensee to the Commission 
in any year. The amount of such bond may be adjusted from time to time as 
the Commission may require. 


Section 16. The Commission may suspend or revoke any license or 
fine the holder thereof not to exceed $5,000 after hearing with 15 days’ no- 
tice in any case where it has reason to believe that any provision of this act 
or any reasonable rule or regulation of the Commission has not been com- 
plied with or has been violated. Annually, the Commission shall review the 
performance of each licensee for comp tiance with the provisions of this act 
and the rules and regulations of the Commission. 


Deliberations of the Commission under this section may be conducted 
in executive session, unless otherwise requested by the licensee. If any such 
license is suspended or revoked, the Commission shall state its reason for 
doing so, which shall be entered of record. Such action shall be final unless 


appealed in accordance with the provisions of this act. 


Section 17. Any person desiring to acquire stock in, or become a mem- 
ber of, the corporation which holds an operator’s license hereunder shall 
apply to the Commission on a form prescribed by it for approval of such 
acquisition or membership. The Commission shall consider such application 
forthwith, and may, if it finds it necessary, demand additional information 
of the proposed transferee or member. If in its judgment the acquisition or 
membership would be detrimental to the public interest, to the honesty and 
integrity of racing, or to its reputation, the application shall be denied. If 
the application is not denied within 20 days, it shall be deemed approved. It 
shall be the policy of the Commission to permit widespread ownership of 
stock among residents of Alabama. 


Section 18. No person shall participate in any horse racing subject to 
the jurisdiction of the Commission or in the conduct of a race meeting or 
pari-mutuel betting thereon, whether as a horse owner, trainer, jockey, exer- 
cise boy, groom, stable foreman, valet, veterinarian, agent, pari-mutuel em- 
ployee, concessionaire or employee thereof, or track employee, or enter the 
track enclosure in any capacity other than as a spectator, unless such person 
possesses a permit therefor from the Commission and complies with the 
provisions of this act and all reasonable rules and regulations of the Com- 
mission. No permit issued under this section shall be transferable. 


Section 19. Any person desiring to obtain a permit as required by this 
act shall make application therefor on a form Prescsibed by the Commis- 
sion. Each applicant, or the chief executive officer of any corporation or 
managing partner of any partnership applying for an owner’s permit, shall 
be photographed and Sneerpenie’ and shall supply such information as the 
Commission may require. Such information shall include a description of 
any convictions for a felony of such applicant or officer during the previous 
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10 years. The application shall be accompanied by a fee prescribed by the 
Commission which may vary in amount for each person but shall not exceed 
$20. 


Any application filed hereunder shall be certified by the oath or affir- 
mation of the applicant. 


Section 20. (A) The Commission shall promptly consider any applica- 
tion for a permit and issue or deny such permit based on the information in 
the application and all other information before it, including any investiga- 
tion it deems appropriate. If an application for a permit is approved, the 
Commission shall issue a permit which shall contain such information as the 
Commission deems appropriate. Such permit shall be valid for one year. 


(B) The Commission shall deny the application and refuse to issue the 
permit, which denial shail be final unless an appeal is taken under the pro- 
visions of this act, if it finds that the issuance of such permit to such appli- 
cant would not be in the interest of the applicant, the people of the munici- 
pality, or the horse racing industry in the municipality, or that the 
applicant: 


(1) Has romney made a false statement of a material fact in the ap- 
plication, or has deliberately failed to disclose any information called for by 
the application; 


(2) Is or has been guilty of any corrupt or fraudulent practice or con- 
duct in connection with any horse race meeting in this or any other state; 


(3) Has failed to comply with the provisions of this act or the reasona- 
ble rules and regulations of the Commission; 


(4) Has had a permit to engage in activity related to horse racing de- 
nied for just cause, suspended or revoked in any other state, and such de- 
nial, suspension or revocation is still in effect; or 


(5) Is unqualified to perform the duties required for the permit sought. 


Section 21. The Commission may suspend or revoke a permit issued 
under this act or fine the holder of such permit not to exceed $1,000 after 
hearing with 15 days’ notice to the permittee, in any case where it has rea- 
son to believe that any provision of this act, or any reasonable rule or regu- 
lation of the Commission, has not been complied with, or has been violated. 
The Commission may revoke such permit, after such hearing, if it finds that 
the facts not known by it at the time it was considering the application 
indicate that such permit should not have been issued. Deliberations of the 
Commission under this section may be conducted in executive session un- 
less otherwise requested by the permittee. If any permit is suspended or 
revoked, the Commission shall state its reasons for doing so, which shall be 
entered of record. Such action shall be final unless an appeal is taken in 
accordance with the provisions of this act. 


Section 22. Pari-mutuel wagering conducted by a licensee shall be 
conducted in accordance with the provisions of this section. A licensee shall 
distribute all sums deposited in any pari-mutuel pool where the patron is 
required to select one horse to the winners thereof, less an amount which 
shall not exceed the sum of (i) seventeen percent (17%) of the total deposits 
and (ii) “the breaks.” In every pool where the patron is required to select 
two horses, the licensee shall distribute all sums deposited in each pool to 
the winners thereof, less an amount which shall not exceed the sum of (i) 
nineteen percent (19%) of the total deposits and (ii) “the breaks.” In every 
pool where the patron is required to select three or more horses, a licensee 
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shall distribute all sums deposited in each pool to the winners thereof, less 
an amount which shall not exceed the sum of (i) twenty five percent (25%) 
of the total deposits and (ii) “the breaks.” The amount of each redistribu- 
tion for each winning bet placed shall be determined by dividing the total 
amount remaining in the pool after the deductions hereinabove provided by 
the number of bets placed on the winning horse. Each redistribution shall 
be made in a sum equal to the next lowest multiple of ten cents. The licen- 
see is entitled to retain the odd cents of all redistributions to be known as 
the “breaks to a dime,” or “breaks,” and all monies represented by an un- 
claimed, uncashed, or abandoned pari-mutuel ticket known as “outs” 
money; provided, that no pari-mutuel ticket shall be deemed to be un- 
claimed, uncashed, or abandoned, unless not presented for payment for six 
months from the date of the running of the race to which such pari-mutuel 
ticket pertains. Under the pari-mutuel system of wagering herein provided, 
the licensee shall be permitted to provide separate pools for bets to win, 
place, and show, and pools for combination bets such as daily double, exacta 
and double exacta bets. Each pool shall be redistributed separately as 
herein provided. Should there be no ticket bet on the winning horse, the 
entire pool shall be divided among the holders of tickets on the horse run- 
ning next in line until the pool has been redistributed to the contributors. 
The licensee shall be required to use a totalizator machine to record the 
wagering and compute the odds. Rules and regulations governing the opera- 
tion of each of the pools shall be published in book form by the Commis- 
sion. A licensee shall pay to the treasurer of the Commission for the use of 
the Commission out of that portion of pari-mutuel pools retained by such 
licensee a tax in an amount equal to four and twenty-six hundredths per- 
cent (4.26%) of the total contributions to all pari-mutuel pools at races con- 


ducted by such Hconsee. Licensees shall make nayment of all amounts due 


the Commission to the treasurer of the Commission for each quarter year by 
the twenty-fifth day of the month following the end of each calendar 
quarter. 


Section 23. The governing body of any such municipality may by ordi- 
nance impose a tax on the corporation licensed hereunder to conduct the 
race meetings of $.25 on the admission of each person on each day of such 
meeting, except those holding a valid permit under this act and actuall 
employed at such track in the capacity for which such permit was issued. 
The licensee may collect such amount from the ticket holder in addition to 
the amount charged for the ticket of admission. 


Section 24. The license fees, commissions, and excise taxes imposed 
herein shall be in lieu of all license, excise, and occupational taxes to the 
sate i Alabama, or any county, city, town, or other political subdivision 

ereof. 


Section 25. All fees, commissions, taxes, and other monies includin 
fines and forfeitures received under the provisions of this act shall be pai 
to the treasurer of the Commission, and deposited by said treasurer to the 
account of the Commission. All such monies remaining after payment of 
expenses incurred in the administration of this act, including the payment 
of the salaries and expenses of the members and employe of the Commis- 
sic, shall be allocated and paid not less frequently than once a year as 

‘ollows: 


(1) 21 percent to the City of Birmingham; 
(2) 5 percent to the University of Alabama in Birmingham; 
(3) 4 percent to Miles College; 
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(4) 4 percent to the Metropolitan Development Board; 
(5) 2 percent to Jefferson State Junior College; 

(6) 2 percent to Bessemer Technical College; 

(7) 2 percent to Lawson State Junior College; 


(8) 2 percent to the Jefferson County Committee for Economic 
Opportunity; 


(9) 13 percent to the Jefferson County Commission to be deposited in 
the general fund of Jefferson County; 


(10) 3 percent to the Birmingham Jefferson Transit Authority; 


(11) 20 percent to all school systems in Jefferson County to be divided 
on A.D.A.; 


(12) 1 percent to Tannehill State Park; 
(13) 1 percent to the Jefferson County Sickle Cell Foundation; 


(14) 2 percent to the Jefferson County Fire Districts to be distributed 
by paid membership in each district; 


(15) 1 percent to the Center for Developmental Learning Disorders and 
State Virology Laboratory at the University of Alabama in Birmingham to 
be divided equally; 


(16) 1 percent to the Jefferson County Civil Defense Department; 
(17) 2 percent to Cooper Green Hospital; 

(18) 4 percent to Childrens Hospital; 

(19) 1 percent to the Birmingham Convention and Visitors Bureau; 


(20) 1 percent to the Research Development and Scholastic Assistance 
Fund for Science and Technology; 


(21) 2 percent to the Shelby County Board of Education for kindergar- 
ten units; 


(22) 6 percent to be distributed to the remaining municipalities in Jef- 
ferson County other than the City of Birmingham on the basis of their pop- 
ulation according to the last federal decennial census; and 


(23) 1 percent to the Birmingham Academic Enhancement Society. 


If any of the in regoing allocations and payments should be declared 
invalid or should fail for any reason, such declaration or failure shall not 
affect the remaining allocations and payments: but the amount of the allo- 
cation or payment so declared invalid or failing shall be divided among the 
other institutions and purposes listed above in proportion to their respec- 
ee ae of the total amount allocated and paid prior to such declaration 
or failure. 


Section 26. No corporation, association, or person shall directly or in- 
directly hold a horse race or conduct pari-mutuel wagering in relation 
thereto without having procured a license prescribed in this act. 


Section 27. No person who engages in the practice of professional 
fam ambling on horse races, or in the practice of making gambling or wageri. mi 
ooks on such races, or who knowingly takes any part in such practice, sh 
be eligible as an applicant for any license or permit to operate a racetrack or 
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race meeting under the provisions of this act, or to be connected therewith 
in any capacity and any association or corporation which has an officer, di- 
rector, stockholder, executive or who employs any person who engages in 
such practices shall likewise be ineligible as a licensee, and the Commission 
is hereby empowered to inquire into such matters in entertaining any such 
application and otherwise in administering this act. 


Section 28. No person shall influence or have any understanding or 
connivance with any owner, trainer, jockey, driver, groom, or other person 
associated or interested in any stable, horse or race in which any horse par- 
ticipates, to prearrange or predetermine the results of any such race nor 
shall any person stimulate or depress a horse for the purpose of effecting 
the results of a race, by use of any electrical device or any electrical equip- 
ment or by any mechanical or other device not generally accepted as regula- 
tion racing equipment nor shall any person stimulate or depress a horse, or 
knowingly enter any horse in any race within a period of twenty-four hours 
after any drug has been administered to such horse for the purpose of in- 
creasing or retarding the speed of such horse. 


Section 29. No person shall, except for medical purposes, administer 
any poison, drug, medicine or other substance to any horse entered or about 
to be entered in any race or expose such substance to a horse with the in- 
tent that it be taken, or cause to be taken by or placed upon or in the body 
of such horse any foreign substance, with intent to impede or increase its 
speed, endurance, health or physical or mental condition. 


Section 30. No person shall transmit or communicate to another by 
any means whatsoever the results, changing odds, track conditions, or other 
information relating to any horse race from any racetrack in any such mu- 
nicipality between the period of time beginning one hour prior to the first 
race of the day and ending 30 minutes after the posting of the official re- 
sults of each race, as to that particular race, except this period may be re- 
duced to permit the transmitting of the result of the last race each day not 
sooner than 15 minutes after the official posting of such results; provided, 
however, that the Commission may by rule, permit the immediate transmis- 
sion by radio, television, or press wire of any pertinent information concern- 
ing feature races. 


No person shall transmit by any means whatsoever racing uiormation 
to any other person or relay the same to any other person by word of 
mouth, by signal, or by use of telephone, telegraph, radio, or any other 
means when the information is knowingly used or intended to be used for 
illegal gambling purposes. 


Section 31. The possession or transportation of any drug except those 
permitted by regulations of the Commission within the racing enclosure is 
prohibited except upon a bona fide veterinarian’s prescription with com- 
plete statement of uses and purposes on the container. A copy of such pre- 
scription shall be filed with the stewards. 


Section 32. Any credential, license or permit issued by the Commis- 
sion if used by the holder thereof for a purpose other than identification 
and in the performance of legitimate duties on a racetrack shall be automat- 
ically revoked whether so used on or off a racetrack. 


Section 33. No person shall knowingly enter or race any horse in any 
running or harness race under any name or designation other than the name 
or designation assigned to such horse by and registered with the Jockey 
Club, the United States Harness Association, the American Quarter Horse 
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Association or other applicable association or knowingly instigate, engage in 
or in any way further any act by which any horse is entered or raced in any 
running or trotting race under any name or designation other than the 
name or designation duly assigned by and registered with the Jockey Club, 
the United States Harness Association, the American Quarter Horse Associ- 
ation or other applicable association. 


Section 34. No person shall wager on or conduct any wagering on the 
outcome of a horse race pursuant to the provisions of this act unless such 
person be nineteen years of age, or older. No person shall accept any wager 
from a minor. 


Section 35. It is the intent of this act to improve the economic well- 
being of the citizens of Class 1 municipalities in Alabama by providing an 
increased tax base, jobs for the citizens of any such municipality and pro- 
motion of tourism and recreation in the municipality and Alabama. ft is 
further the intent of this act to provide for strict local control of the racing 
plant or plants and the operation of said plants by local citizens so as to 
minimize the possibility of undesirable gambling elements from ever con- 
trolling the industry. 


Section 36. The poverning body of the municipality shall call and pro- 
vide for holding a referendum for the p e of determining if this act 
shall become operative. The initial referendum shall be held not less than 
30 days nor more than 90 days after the effective date of this act and shall 
be advertised, held, conducted and the results thereof canvassed in the 
manner provided by law for advertising, holding, and canvassing other city 
elections and as said governing body shall provide in the resolution or ordi- 
nance calling such election. The question to be voted on shall be stated on 
the ballots or voting machine tags substantially as follows: 


“Do you favor the creation of the _________ [insert the name of mu- 
nicipality] Racing Commission to regulate licensing and supervision of horse 
racing and wagering thereon as provided in Act No. ________ [insert act 
number], acopted at the 1983 Regular Session of the Legislature of 

labama?” 


If the majority of the votes cast in the referendum are “Yes”, horse 
racing and pari-mutuel wagering in relation thereto shall be legal in the mu- 
nicipality and this act shall become operative therein; if the majority of the 
votes cast in the election are “No”, this act shall have no further effect, 
unless the governing body of the municipality should later call another ref- 
erendum. One or more subsequent referenda may be called by the governing 
body of a Class 1 municipality if the question submitted at the initial or 
subsequent referendum fails to receive a majority of favorable votes; pro- 
vided, that not more than one referendum may be called in each calendar 
year. Once established, a Commission may not be disestablished except by 
act of the legislature. The Probate Judge of the county wherein any suc 
municipality is located shall certify the results of the referendum to the 
secteiany, of State of Alabama within 30 days after the election returns are 
canvassed.

icle 6. 


Be It Enacted by the Legislature of Alabama: 


Section 1. The following amendment, which replaces articles 5, 7 and 
8 of the Constitution of 1901 and which amends certain other portions of 
the Constitution is proposed and shall become valid as a part of the Consti- 
tution when approved and proclaimed as prescribed by law. 


CONSTITUTIONAL AMENDMENT 


1. Article 5, Sections 112 through 138, inclusive, of the Constitution of 
Alabama of 1901, including amendments 38 and 282 thereto, and all other 
provisions of the Constitution of 1901 and amendments thereto that conflict 
with the following article are hereby repealed and in lieu thereof the follow- 
ing article shall be adopted: 
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ARTICLE V 
EXECUTIVE DEPARTMENT 
Section 5.01. Executive Power and the Executive Department. 


The principal executive power of the state shall be vested in a governor. 
The executive department shall include a governor, a lieutenant governor, 
an attorney general, a state auditor, a secretary of state, a state treasurer, a 
commissioner of agriculture and industries, and a sheriff for each county. 


Section 5.02. Election and Term of Office of Executive Officers. 


The governor, lieutenant governor, attorney general, state auditor, sec- 
retary of state, state treasurer, and commissioner of agriculture and indus- 
tries shall be elected by the electors of the state at the time and places 
appointed for the election of members of the legislature. They shall hold 
their respective offices for a term of four years, commencing at twelve 
o’clock noon on the first Monday after the second Tuesday in January suc- 
ceeding their election and until their successors shall be elected and quali- 
fied. All officers shall be eligible to succeed themselves in office, but no per- 
sons elected to any offices enumerated above shall be eligible to succeed 
themselves for more than one additional elective term. 


Section 5.03. Election Returns. 


The returns of every election for governor, lieutenant governor, attor- 
ney general, state auditor, secretary of state, state treasurer, and commis- 
sioner of agriculture and industries shall be sealed and transmitted by the 
returning officers to the seat of government and directed to the speaker of 
the house of representatives, who shall open and publish the votes in the 
manner prescribed by law. The person having the highest number of votes 
for any one of said offices shall be declared elected; but if two or more shall 
have the highest and an equal number of votes, the legislature by a majority 
vote of the total number of the two houses meeting in joint session, shall 
choose one of said persons without delay. Contested elections shall be deter- 
mined by both houses in the manner prescribed by law. 


Section 5.04. Qualifications of Governor and Lieutenant Governor. 


The governor and lieutenant governor shall be at least thirty years of 
age when elected and shall have been qualified voters and resident citizens 
in this state for seven years prior to their election. 


Section 5.05. Compensation and Place of Residence of Executive 
Officers. 


The governor, lieutenant governor, attorney general, state auditor, sec- 
retary of state, state treasurer, and commissioner of agriculture and indus- 
tries, shall receive compensation to be fixed by law, which shall not be in- 
creased or diminished during the term for which they shall have been 
elected, and shall, except the lieutenant governor, reside in the county of 
the location of the state capital during the time they continue in office. The 
sash Sagseaaotn of the lieutenant governor shall be the same as that received 
by the speaker of the house, except while serving as governor, during which 
time the lieutenant governor’s compensation will be the same as that al- 
lowed the governor. 


Section 5.06. Legislative Responsibilities of Governor. 


(a) Special Sessions. The governor may by proclamation on ex- 
traordinary occasions convene the legislature at the seat of government or at 
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a different place if the seat of government shall become dangerous, and 
shall state specifically in such proclamation each matter concerning which 
the action of that body is deemed necessary. 


(b) Messages to the Legislature. The governor shall from time to 
time give to the legislature information on the state of the government. The 
governor shall transmit to the epclatite a budget setting forth a financial 
program for the fiscal year which will have begun before the next regular 
session as prescribed by law. The governor hall 6 also account to the legisla- 
ture, as may be prescribed by law, for all money received and paid out by 
the governor or by the governor’s order; and at the commencement of each 
regular session shall present to the legislature estimates of the amount of 
money required to be raised by taxation for all purposes. 


(c) Veto. Every bill passed by the legislature shall before it becomes 
a law be presented to the governor unless otherwise provided by this Consti- 
tution. If the legislature is in session, the bill shall become law if the gover- 
nor signs or fails to veto it within seven calendar days of presentation. If the 
legislature is prevented from returning by recess, such bill must be returned 
to the house in which it originated on the first legislative day after the reas- 
sembling, otherwise, it shall become law. If the legislature adjourns sine die 
before presentation or during such seven day period, the bill shall become 
law only if the governor signs it within twenty calendar days of presenta- 
tion. When the governor vetoes a bill, the governor shall within seven calen- 
dar days of presentation, return it to the secretary or clerk of the house in 
which the bill originated, unless the legislature shall, by final adjournment, 
prevent such return. If the bill is returned, it shall be reconsidered, and if a 
majority of the members elected to each house vote for the passage of the 
bill, it shail become iaw. 


(d) Executive Amendments. The governor may, within seven calen- 
dar days after a bill has been presented to the governor for signature, return 
such bill to the house in which it originated with recommendations for its 
amendment; but when return is prevented by recess such bill must be re- 
turned to the house in which it originated on the first legislative day after 
the reassembling, otherwise, it s become a law. Both houses may adopt 
but cannot amend such amendment. If both houses approve such amend- 
meni, the bili as amended shaii become iaw. If either house refuses to ap- 
prove such amendment, then either house may reconsider the original bill 
and repass it by a majority vote. If both houses repass the original bill, it 
shall become law without the governor’s signature. In all cases above set 
forth, the governor’s objections, the names of the members voting for or 
against the bill, or amendments thereto, shall be entered on the journal. 


(e) Appropriation Bills. The governor shall have power to approve or 
disapprove any item or items of any appropriation bill embracing distinct 
items, and the part or parts of the bills approved shall be the law, and the 
item or items disapproved shall be void, unless the item or items disap- 
proved shall be repassed according to the rules and limitations prescribed 
for the passage of the bills over the executive veto. The governor shall in 
writing state specifically the item or items disapproved of, setting the same 
out in full in his message, but in such case the enrolled bill shall not be 
returned with the governor’s objection. 


Section 5.07. Executive and Administrative Powers of the Governor. 


(a) Execution of Laws. The governor shall be responsible for the 
faithful execution of the laws. 
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(b) Information. The governor may require information in writing, 
under oath, from the officers of the executive department, and all officers 
and managers of state institutions, on any subject relating to the duties of 
their respective offices or the condition, management and expenses of their 
respective departments or institutions. Any such officer or manager who 
willfully makes a false report or fails without sufficient excuse to make a 
reduiree report on demand is guilty of an offense for which he may be 
removed. 


(c) Executive Reorganization. Except for organizational arrange- 
ments specified in this Constitution, the governor may make such changes 
in the organization of the executive department or in the assignment of 
functions among its units as he considers necessary for efficienct adminis- 
tration. If such changes affect existing statutory law, they shall be set forth 
in executive orders, which must be submitted to the legislature during a 
regular or special session, where they may be amended, approved or disap- 
proved, and shall become effective, and shall have the force of law, if ap- 
proved or amended and approved by a majority of each house. No executive 
reorganization that changes or applies to statutory law shall be effected un- 
til final approval by the enactment of a bill into law. The governor shall not, 
however, make changes which would become effective later than one hun- 
dred and eighty days before the end of such governor’s administration. For 
the purpose of this subsection the term “executive department” shall not 
include any other constitutional office or any departments, bureaus, and 
agencies whose director or head is appointed by any other constitutional 
officer or serves at the governor’s pleasure. 


(d) Commander in Chief. The governor shall be the commander in 
chief of the armed forces of this state, except when they are called into the 
service of the United States, and may call them out to execute the laws, to 
preserve order, to provide assistance in the event of public disaster, to sup- 
press insurrection to or repel invasion. 


(e) Power to Fill Vacancies. The governor shall have power to fill va- 
cancies in all offices of the state for the filling of which the Constitution or 
laws make no other provision. The writ of election shall be called in the 
manner provided by law. 


Section 5.08. Executive Clemency. 


The governor shall have the power to grant reprieves and commuta- 
tions to persons under sentence of death. The legislature may provide for 
and regulate the administration of pardons, paroles, remission of fines and 
forfeitures, and may authorize the courts having criminal jurisdiction to sus- 
pend sentence and to order probation. No pardon shall relieve from civil 
and political disabilities unless specifically provided otherwise therein. 


Section 5.09. Succession to the Office of Governor. 


(a) Removal, Death or Resignation of Governor. In case of the gover- 
nor’s removal from office, death, or resignation the lieutenant governor shall 
become governor. 


(b) Removal, Death or Resignation of Governor and Lieutenant Gov- 
ernor. If both the governor and the lieutenant governor be removed from 
office, die or resign, the unexpired terms of the governor and lieutenant gov- 
ernor shall be filled by a special election, except when such unexpired terms 
are less than one year, in which case a new governor and lieutenant gover- 
nor shall not be elected until the next regular gubernatorial election. In the 
event of such vacancy, the office of governor shall be held and administered 
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by the speaker of the house of representatives, the president pro tempore of 
the senate, attorney general, state auditor, secretary of state or state trea- 
surer, in order, until the new governor is elected and qualified. 


(c) Vacancies due to Disability or Absence. When the governor is un- 
able to discharge the duties of his office by reason of physical or mental 
disability, or when the duties are not being discharged by reason of the gov- 
ernor’s absence from the state for twenty successive days, the power and 
authority of the office shall, until the governor returns to the state or re- 
gains mental competence, or relieved from other disability, devolve in the 
order herein named upon the lieutenant governor, the speaker of the house 
of representatives, the president pro tempore of the senate, attorney gen- 
eral, state auditor, secretary of state, or state treasurer. If any of the officers 
in the line of succession be under any of the disabilities herein specified, the 
office of the governor shall be administered in the order named by such of 
these officers as may be free from such disability. If the governor’s disability 
or absence does not terminate within ninety successive days, the office of 
the governor shall be vacant as if the governor had died. 


(d) Failure of Governor to Qualify. If the governor-elect fails to 
qualify, the lieutenant governor-elect shall qualify and exercise the duties of 
governor until the governor-elect qualifies. In the event that both the gover- 
nor-elect and the lieutenant governor-elect fail to qualify, the speaker of the 
house, the president pro tempore of the senate, the attorney general, state 
auditor, secretary of state, and state treasurer shall, in the order named, 
administer the office until the governor-elect or the lieutenant governor- 
elect qualifies, or until the office of governor has been filled by an election 
and the newly elected governor has qualified. If both the governor-elect and 
the lieutenant governor-elect fail to qualify within six months of the begin- 
ning of their terms of office, the unexpired term of the governor-elect and 
the lieutenant governor-elect shall be filled by a special election. 


Section 5.10. Procedure for Determination of Incapacity of Governor. 


the incumbent denies that the disability of the governor or other person 
entitled to administer the office has been rernoied the supreme court shall 
ascertain the truth concerning the same. If the disability has not continued 
for more than ninety successive days and has been removed, the court shall 
so decree, and the office shall be restored to such governor. The supreme 
court shall prescribe the method of taking testimony and the rules of prac- 
tice in such proceedings. 


(b) The physical disability of the governor to perform the duties of 
the office may also be established by the governor’s written declaration to 
that effect transmitted to the officer next in line of succession and to the 
attorney general. If the physical disability is removed within ninety succes- 
sive days, the governor may resume the office by notifying the acting gover- 
nor and the attorney general. Any question concerning the governor’s ability 
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to resume the office shall be decided by the supreme court. 
Section 5.11. Compensation of Acting Governor. 


The lieutenant governor, speaker of the house, president pro tempore 
of the senate, attorney general, state auditor, secretary of state or state trea- 
surer, while administering the office of governor, shall receive from the state 
ere same compensation as that prescribed by law for the governor and no 
other. 


m Section 5.12. Lieutenant Governor, Attorney General, and Other 
cers. 


(a) Duties of the Lieutenant Governor. The lieutenant governor shall 
be ex eer president of the senate but shall have no right to vote except in 
case of a tie. 


(b) Qualifications of Attorney General. The attorney general shall be 
at least thirty years of age. Such person shall have been a qualified voter of 
the state of Alabama, and licensed to practice law for three years in this 
state, and a resident citizen thereof, for five years prior to election. 


(c) The Secretary of State. The secretary of state shall be the custo- 
dian of the great seal of the state, and shall authenticate therewith all offi- 
cial acts of the governor, except the governor’s approval of laws, resolutions, 
appointments to office, and administrative orders. The Secretary of State 
shall keep a register of the official acts of the governor, and when necessary, 
shall attest them, and lay copies of same together with copies of all A park 
relative thereto, before either house of the legislature, when required to do 
so, and shall perform such other duties as may be prescribed by law. 


(d) State Treasurer and Auditor. The state treasurer and state audi- 
tor shall, every year, at a time fixed by the legislature make a full and com- 
plete report to the betel se ibek the receipts and disbursements of 
every character, all claims audited and paid out, by items, and all taxes and 
revenues collected and paid into the treasury, and the sources thereof. They 
shall make reports upon any matters pertaining to their offices if required 
by the governor or the legislature. 


(e) Removal for Insanity or Incapacity to Perform Duties. In case 
the lieutenant governor, attorney general, secre of state, state auditor, 
state treasurer, or commissioner of agriculture and industries shall appear 
to be unable to perform the duties of the office they hold because of physi- 
cal or mental disability, such inability to perform such duties shall be ascer- 
tained by the supreme court upon suggestion of the governor, and if found 
to be insane or unable to perform such duties because of physical disability, 
the office shall be vacant. 


Section 5.13. Election and Term of Office of Sheriffs; Sheriff Eligible 
to Succeed Self; Impeachment of Sheriff; Effect of Impeachment of Sheriff. 


A sheriff shall be elected in each county by the qualified electors 
thereof who shall hold office for a term of four years unless sooner removed, 
and shall be eligible to hold such office for successive terms. Whenever any 
prisoner is taken from jail, or from the custody of any sheriff or deputy, and 
put to death, or suffers grievous bodily harm, owing to the neglect, conni- 
vance, cowardice, or other grave fault of the sheriff, such sheriff may be 
impeached, under this constitution. If the sheriff be impeached, and there- 
upon convicted, such person shall not be eligible to hold any office in this 
state during the time for which such person had been elected or appointed 
to serve as sheriff. 
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Section 5.14. State Seal. 


There shall be a seal of the state, which shall be used officially by the 
governor, and the seal now in use shall continue to be used until another 
shall have been adopted by the legislature. The seal shall be called, “The 
Great Seal of the State of Alabama.” 


2. Article 7, Sections 173 through 176 inclusive, of the Constitution of 
Alabama of 1901, and all provisions of the Constitution of 1901 and amend- 
ments thereto that conflict with the following article are hereby repealed 
and in lieu thereof the following article shall be adopted: 


ARTICLE VII 
IMPEACHMENTS 
Section 7.01. Impeachment of State Officers. 


(a) The governor, or acting governor, and all state officers, and judges, 
who are elected on a statewide basis, shall be subject to impeachment by 
the house of representatives for willful neglect of duty, corruption in office, 
or the commission of the felony offense while in office. 


(b) Unless otherwise provided by law, impeachment by the house of 
representatives shall be tried by the senate; sitting as a court of impeach- 
ment. When sitting as a court of impeachment, the senate shall have such 
judicial power reasonably neces to carry out this purpose, including the 
power of subpoena. No person shall be convicted by the senate without the 
concurrence of at least two-third of the members present. 


(c)_ When the governor, lieutenant governor, or acting governor is im 
peached, the chief justice, or one of the associate justices of the supreme 
court, to be selected by it, shall preside over the senate when sitting to try 
an impeached officer. 


(d) If at any time when the legislature is not in session, a majority of 
all the members elected to the house of representatives shall certify in writ- 
ing to the speaker of the house their desire to meet to consider the impeach- 
ment of the governor or acting governor, it shall be the duty of the speaker 
of the house to summon the members of the house to assemble at the capi- 
tol tc consider the impeachment of the governor or acting governor. If the 
house of representatives prefers articles of impeachment, the lieutenant 
Sei fats or president pro tempore of the senate, if the lieutenant governor 

as been impeached by the house, shall summon the members of the senate 
to assemble at the capitol for the purpose of trying the impeached officer. 


(e) An officer impeached by the house of representatives shall be dis- 
qualified from performing any official duties and receiving any compensa- 
tion until such officer has been tried and acquitted; and shall be removed 
from office upon conviction. 


Section 7.02. District Attorneys and sheriffs. 


District attorneys and sheriffs may be removed from office by the su- 
preme court for any of the causes specified in Section 7.01(a), under such 
regulations as may be prescribed by law. 


Section 7.03. County and City Officers. 


All county officers and officers of incorporated cities and towns may be 
removed from office for any of the causes specified in section 7.01(a) of this 
article by a court having jurisdiction to try felony cases in the county or 
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district in which such officers hold their office. The legislature shall provide 
by law the method of proceeding under this section, provided that the right 
of trial by jury and appeal in such cases shall be secured. This section shall 
not apply to the judge of any court who may be removed by procedures 
provided by the judicial article. 


Section 7.04 Penalties Upon Conviction. 


Any poe convicted in cases arising under the three preceding sec- 
tions shall be removed from office and shall be disqualified from holding 
any office under the state during the term for which such person was elected 
or appointed. But the person convicted, or acquitted, shall be subject to 
criminal punishment according to law. 


3. Article 8, Sections 177 through 196, inclusive, of the Constitution of 
Alabama of 1901, and all other provisions of the Constitution of 1901 and 
amendments thereto, that conflict with the following article are hereby re- 
pealed and in lieu thereof the following article shall be adopted: 


ARTICLE VIII 
SUFFRAGE AND ELECTIONS 
Section 8.01. Qualifications for Voting. 


Every citizen of the United States who has attained the age of eighteen 
years and has resided in this state and in a county thereof for the time 
provided by law, if registered as provided by law, shall have the right to 
vote in the county of residence. 


Section 8.02. Disqualifications. 


No person convicted of a felony or who is mentally incompetent, shall 
be qualified to vote until restoration of civil and political rights or removal 
of disability. 


Section 8.03. Regulation of Elections. 


The legislature shall by law provide for the registration of voters, ab- 
sentee voting, secrecy in voting, the administration of elections, and the 
nomination of candidates. 


4. Amend section 6.09(d) of Article VI of the Constitution of 1901, as 
amended, as follows: 


(d) The commission may submit a report to the legislature at any 
time within the first five calendar days of any session. If before the end of 
the tenth legislative day of the session to which the report is submitted, the 
legislature has not taken final action approving, disapproving or amending 
the recommendation of the commission, both houses of the legislature shall 
as the first order of business on the eleventh legislative day cause a vote to 
be taken on whether the recommendations of the commission shall be ap- 
proved, disapproved, or amended. If approved, or amended, the recommen- 
dations shall become law as approved or amended. The compensation of a 
judge shall not be diminished during the judge’s term. 


5. Amend section 6.17(b) of Article VI of the Constitution of 1901, as 
amended, as follows: 


(b) The commission shall be convened permanently with authority to 
conduct investigations, receive and initiate complaints concerning any judge 
of a court of the judicial system of this state, excluding judges who are 
elected on a state-wide basis. The commission shall file a complaint with the 
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court of the judiciary in the event that a majority of the members of the 
commission decide that a reasonable basis exists, (1) to charge a judge with 
violation of any canon of judicial ethics, misconduct in office, failure to per- 
form duties, or (2) to charge that the judge is physically or mentally unable 
to perform the duties of said office. proceedings of the commission shall 
be confidential, except the filing of a complaint with the court of the judici- 
ary. The commission shall prosecute the complaints. 


Section 2. All officers filling any office by election or appointment 
under Article 5 of the Constitution of 1901 shall continue the duties thereof, 
until their offices shall have been abolished or their successors elected and 
qualified in accordance with this amendment, or law authorized by this 
amendment. io providien of this amendment, or law authorized by this 
amendment, shall shorten the term of any person elected to state office 
prior to the date on which this amendment s become effective. 


Section 3. Except to the extent inconsistent with the provisions of this 
amendment, all provisions of law and rules of court in force on the effective 
date of this amendment shall continue in effect until superceded in the 
manner authorized by the constitution. 


Section 4. An election upon the proposed amendment shall be held on 
the first special, primary or general election after the expiration of three 
months from final adjournment of the current session of the legislature. The 
election shall be held in accordance with the provisions of Sections 284 and 
285 of the Constitution of Alabama of 1901, as amended, and Section 17-3-7 
of the Code of Alabama, 1975. 


Section 5. Notice of the election and of the proposed amendment shall 
be published once a week for four successive weeks next preceding the day 
appointed for the election in a newspaper in each county of the state. If a 
newspaper is not published in a county, a copy of the notice shall be posted 
at the courthouse and at three other places in the county.

“(a) Upon the trial of any civil, criminal or quasi-criminal action or 
proceeding arising out of acts a ieee to have been committed by any person 
while driving or in actual control of a vehicle while under the influence of 
alcohol or controlled substance, evidence of the amount of alcohol or con- 
trolled substance in a eels blood at the alleged time, as determined by a 
chemical analysis of the person’s blood, urine, breath or other bodily sub- 
stance, shall be admissible. Where such a chemical test is made the follow- 
ing provisions shall apply: 


“(1) Chemical analyses of the person’s blood, urine, breath or other 
bodily substance to be considered valid under the provisions of this section 
shall have been performed according to methods approved by the state 
board of health and by an individual possessing a valid permit issued by the 
state board of health for this purpose. The state board of health is author- 
ized to approve satisfactory techniques or methods, to ascertain the qualifi- 
cations and competence of individuals to conduct such analyses, and to is- 
sue permits which shall be subject to termination or revocation at the 
discretion of the state board of health. The state board of health shall not 
approve the permit required in this section for making tests for any law 
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enforcement officer other than a member of the state highway patrol, a 
sheriff or his deputies, a city policeman or laboratory personnel employed 
by the department of forensic sciences. 


“(2) When a person shall submit to a blood test at the direction of a 
law enforcement officer under the provisions of section 32-5-192, only a phy- 
sician or a registered nurse (or other qualified person) may withdraw blood 
for the purpose of determining the alcoholic content therein. This limitation 
shall not apply to the taking of breath or urine specimens. If the test given 
under section 32-5-192 is a chemical test of urine, the person tested shall be 
given such privacy in the taking of the urine specimen as will insure the 
accuracy of the specimen and, at the same time, maintain the dignity of the 
individual involved. 


“(3) The person tested may at his own expense have a physician, or a 
qualified technician, registered nurse or other qualified person of his own 
choosing administer a chemical test or tests in addition to any administered 
at the discretion of a law enforcement officer. The failure or inability to 
obtain an additional test by a person shall not preclude the admission of 
evidence relating to the test or tests taken at the direction of a law enforce- 
ment officer. 


“(4) Upon the written request of the person who shall submit to a 
chemical test or tests at the request of a law enforcement officer, full infor- 
mation concerning the test or tests shall be made available to him or his 
attorney. 


“(5) Percent by weight of alcohol in the blood shall be based upon 
grams of alcohol per 100 cubic centimeters of blood. 


“(b) Upon the trial of any civil, criminal, or quasi-criminal action or 
proceeding arising out of acts leged to have been committed b any person 
while driving or in actual physical control of a vehicle while ee the influ- 
ence of alcohol, the amount of alcohol in the person’s blood at the time 
alleged as shown by chemical analysis of the person’s blood, urine, breath or 
other bodily substance shall give rise to the following presumptions: 


“(1) If there were at that time 0.05 percent or less by weight of alcohol 
in the person’s blood, it shall be presumed that the person was not under 
the influence of alcohol. 


“(2) If there were at that time in excess of 0.05 percent but less than 
0.10 percent by weight of alcohol in the person’s blood, such fact shall not 
give rise to any presumption that the person was or was not under the influ- 
ence of alcohol, but such fact may be considered with other competent evi- 
dence in determining whether the person was under the influence of alcohol. 


(3) If there were at that time 0.10 percent or more by weight of alcohol 
in the person’s blood, it-shall-be-presumed then there shall be a conclusive 
and irrebuttable presumption that the person was under the influence of 
alcohol. 


“(4) The foregoing provisions of this subsection shall not be construed 
as limiting the introduction of any other competent evidence bearing upon 
the question whether the person was under the influence of alcohol. 


“(c) If a person under arrest refuses to submit to a chemical test under 
the provisions of section 32-5-192, evidence of refusal shall be admissible in 
any civil, criminal or quasi-criminal action or proceeding arising out of acts 
alleged to have been committed while the person was driving or in actual 
physical control of a motor vehicle while under the influence of alcohol or 
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controlled substance. 


“(d) No physician, registered nurse or duly licensed chemical laboratory 
technologist or clinical laboratory technician or medical facility shall incur 
any civil or criminal liability as a result of the proper administering of a 
blood test when requested in writing by a law enforcement officer to admin- 
ister such a test.” 


Section 2. The provisions of this act are supplemental to other laws 
not inconsistent with this act, and such other laws shall not be deemed to 
be repealed by this act.

Be It Enacted by the Legislature of Alabama: 
Section 1. Short Title 


This act shall be known and may be cited as the “Alabama Crime Vic- 
tims Compensation Act.” 


Section 2. The Legislature hereby finds, determines and declares that 
victims of violent crime are often reduced to bereft and destitute circum- 
stances as a result of the criminal acts perpetrated against them, that the 
financial or economic resources of such victims and their dependents are in 
many instances distressed or depleted as a result of injuries inflicted upon 
them by violent criminals. 
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That the general social and economic welfare of such victims and their 
dependents is and ought to be intimately affected with the public interest, 
that the deplorable plight of these unfortunate citizens should not go unno- 
ticed by our institutions and agencies of Government. 


The Legislature hereby further finds, determines and declares that it is 
to the benefit of all that victims of violence and their dependents be assis- 
ted financially and socially whenever possible. 


To this end the Legislature intends to provide a means whereby victims 
of violent crime and their dependents may be provided compensation in the 
amount of actual expenses incurred as a direct result of criminal acts of 
other persons. 


The provisions of this Act. are to be construed so as to accomplish this 
purpose and to promote the same which is hereby declared to be the public 


policy of this etete. 


Section 3. As used in this Act the sgh 2 words shall include, but 
are not limited to the following meanings unless the context clearly requires 
a different meaning: 


(a) “Commission” means the Alabama Crime Victims Compensation 
Commission as created by Section 4 of this Act; 


(b) “Criminally injurious conduct” means: 


(1) an act occurring or attempted within the geographical boundaries of 
this state which results in personal injury or death to a victim for which 
punishment by fine, imprisonment or death may be imposed; or 


(2) an act occurring or attempted outside the geographical boundaries 
of this state in another state of the United States of America which is pun- 
ishable by fine, imprisonment or death and which results in personal injury 
or death to a citizen of this state; provided however, such citizen at the time 
such act was committed had a permanent place of residence within the geo- 
graphical boundaries of this state, and in addition thereto: 


(A) had a permanent place of employment located within the geograph- 
ical boundaries of this state; or 


(B) was a member of the r Armed Forces of the United States of 
America; or the United States Coast Guard; or was a full-time member of 
the Alabama National Guard, Alabama Air National Guard, U. S. Army Re- 
serve, U. S. Naval Reserve, U. S. Air Force Reserve; or 


(C) was retired and receiving Social Security or other retirement in- 
come; or 


(D) was 60 years of age or older; or 


(E) was temporarily in another state of the United States of America 
for the purpose of receiving medical treatment; or 


(F) was temporarily in another state of the United States of America 
for the purpose of performing employment-related duties required by an 
employer located within the geographical boundaries of this state as an ex- 
press condition of employment or employee benefits; or 


(G) was temporarily in another state of the United States of America 
for the purpose of receiving occupational, vocational or other job-related 
training or instruction required by an employer located within the geo- 
graphical boundaries of this state as an express condition of employment or

(H) was a full-time student at an academic institution, college or uni- 
versity located in another state of the United States of America; or

(3) the term “criminally injurious conduct” shall NOT mean: an act

(A) acts arising out of the negligent maintenance or use of a motor ve- 
hicle, unless the driver or operator of such vehicle was convicted of a Class 
A or Class B felony arising out of the operation, maintenance or use thereof; 


(c) “victim” means a person who suffered personal injury or death as a 
result of criminally injurious conduct. 


(d) “Dependent” means a natural person wholly or parelly dependent 
upon the victim for care or support, and includes a child of the victim born 
after the death of the victim where the death occurred as a result of crimi- 
nally injurious conduct; 


(e) “Claimant” means any of the following persons applying for com- 
pensation under this act; 


(1) a victim; 


(2) a dependent of a decreased victim, if such victim died as a result of 
criminally injurious conduct; or 


(3) a person authorized to act on behalf of a victim or a dependent of a 
gecreeren victim if such victim died as a result of criminally injurious 
conduct. 


(f) “Allowance expense” means charges incurred for needed products, 
services and accommodations, including, but not limited to, medical care, 
rehabilitation, rehabilitative occupational rehabilitation, rehabilitative occu- 
pational training and other remedial treatment and care. It also includes a 
total charge not in excess of Two Thousand Dollars ($2,000.00) for expenses 
related to funeral, cremation or burial; 


(g) “Work loss” means loss of income from work the victim would have 
performed if such person had not been injured or died, reduced by any in- 
come from substitute work actually performed by the victim or by income 
the victim would have earned in available appropriate substitute work 
saree he she was capable of performing but unreasonably failed to un- 

ertake; an 


(h) “Replacement services loss” means expenses reasonably incurred in 
obtaining ordinary and necessary services in lieu of those the victim would 
have performed, not for income, but for the benefit of self or family, if the 
victim had not been injured or died; 
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(i) “Economic loss of a dependent” means a loss after the death of the 
victim of contributions of things of economic value to the dependent, not 
including services which would have been received from the victim if he or 
she had not suffered the fatal injury, less expenses of the dependent avoided 
by reason of death of the victim; 


(j) “Replacement services loss of dependent” means the loss reasonably 
incurred by dependents after death of the victim in obtaining ordinary and 
necessary services in lieu of those the deceased victim would have per- 
formed for their benefit had the deceased victim not suffered the fatal in- 
jury, less expenses of the dependent avoided by reason of death of the vic- 
tim and not subtracted in calculating the economic loss of the dependent; 


(k) “Economic loss” means monetary detriment consisting only of al- 
lowable expense, work ioss, replacement services loss and, if injury causes 
death, economic loss and replacement services loss of a dependent, but shall 
not include noneconomic loss or noneconomic detiiiment. “Noncconomic 
loss or detriment” means pain, suffering, inconvenience, physical impair- 
ment and non-pecuniary damage; 


(1) “Collateral source” means: source of income, financial or other bene- 
fits or advantages for economic loss other than the commission which the 
claimant has received or is entitled to receive or is readily available to the 
claimant, from any one or more of the following: 


(1) the offender; 


(2) the government of the United States or any agency thereof, in the 
form of benefits, such as social security, medicare and medicaid, a state or 
any of its political subdivisions or an instrumentality or two or more states, 
unless the law providing for the benefits or advantages makes them exces- 
sive or secondary to benefits under this Act;

Section 5. (a) The Commission shall have all the powers and privi- 
leges of a corporation and all of its business shall be transacted in the name 
of the Commission. In addition to any other powers and duties specified 
elsewhere in this Act, the Commission shall have the power to: 


(1) Regulate its own procedures except as otherwise provided in this 
act; 
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(2) Define any term not defined in this act; 
(3) Prescribe forms necessary to carry out the purposes of this act; 


(4) Request access to any reports of investigations or other data neces- 
sary to assist the Commission in making a determination of eligibility for 
compensation under the provisions of this act; 


(5) Take judicial notice of general, technical and scientific facts within 
their specialized knowledge; an 


(6) Publicize the availability of compensation and information regard- 
ing the filing of claims therefor; 


(7) Collect all monies provided by this Act to be collected by the 
Commission; 


(8) Provide for and maintain all necessary administrative facilities and 
personnei; 


(9) Provide for payment of all administrative salaries, fees and 
expenses; 


(10) Cause its monies to be invested and its investments sold or ex- 
changed and the proceeds and income collected; 


(11) Determine who is a victim or dependent; 


(12) Pass upon all applications for compensation or other benefits pro- 
vided for in this article; 


(18) Adopt such rules and By drwiger as may be necessary or desirable 
to expedite the administration of the affairs of the Commission not incon- 
sistent with the provisions of this Act; 


4 (14) Provide descriptive literature respecting the Commission and its 
uties; 


(15) Pay all compensation or other benefits that may be determined to 
fe due under this Act and under the rules and regulations of the 
ommission; 


(16) Employ such agents, attorneys, actuaries and other specialized per- 
sonnel as shall be necessary or desirable to enable the Commission to carry 
on its functions in a proper and sound manner; 


(17) Receive by gift, grant, devise or bequest any monies or properties 
of any nature or description; 


(18) Carry out any powers expressly granted elsewhere in this act to the 
Commission; and 


(19) All other powers necessary for the proper administration of the 
provisions of this Act. 


Section 6. The Commission shall publish annually a report showing 
the fiscal transactions of the Commission for the proceeding year, the 
amount of the accumulated cash and securities of the Commission and a 
balance sheet showing the financial condition of the Commission by means 
of an actuarial evaluation of the assets and liabilities of the Commission. 


Section 7. The Director of the Department of Examiners of Public Ac- 
counts shall at least once a year and at such other times as such Director 
shall deem appropriate cause to be performed a detailed audit of the 
financial affairs of the Commission and shall promptly notify the appropri- 
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ate Grand Jury as to any possible violations of law.

rmations, conduct hearings and receive relevant evidence. 


Section 9. The Commission shall not require any claimant to seek or 
accept any collateral source contribution, unless the claimant was receiving 
or was entitled to receive such benefits prior to the occurrence giving rise to 
the claim under the provisions of this act. 


Section 10. (a) Every party to a claim shall be afforded an opportunity 
to appear and be heard and to offer evidence and argument on any issue 
relevant to the claim, and to examine witnesses and offer evidence in reply 
to any matter of an evidentiary nature in the record relevant to the claim. 
(b) In a contested case, all parties shall be afforded an opportunity for hear- 
ing after reasonable notice pursuant to regulations promulgated by the 
Commission. A record of the proceedings of the hearing in a contested case 
shall be made and shall be transcribed upon request of any party who shall 
pay transcription costs unless otherwise ordered by the Commission. (c) 

e Commission may, without a hearing, settle a claim by stipulation, 
agreed settlement, consent order or default. 


Section 11. (a) Any person filing a claim under the provisions of this 
act shall be deemed to have waived any physician patient privilege as to 
communications or records relevant to an issue of the physical, mental or 
emotional conditions of the claimant. (b) If the mental, physical or emo- 
tional condition of a claimant is material to a claim, the Commission upon 
good cause shown may order the claimant to submit to a mental or physical 
examination and may order an autopsy of a deceased victim. The order 
shall specify the time, place, manner, conditions and scope of the examina- 
tion or autopsy and the person by whom it is to be made. The order shall 
also require the person to file with the Commission a detailed written report 
of the examination or autopsy. The report shall set out the findings of the 
person making the report, including results of all tests made, diagnoses, 
prognoses and other conclusions and reports of earlier examinations of the 
same conditions. (c) The Commission, upon request, shall furnish the victim 
a copy of such report.

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(4) Unless the criminally injurious conduct resulting in injury or death 
was reported to a law enforcement officer within seventy-two (72) hours af- 
ter its occurrence or the Commission finds there was good cause for the 
failure to report within that time. 


(b) Compensation otherwise payable to a claimant shall be diminished 
to the extent: 


(1) That the economic loss is recouped from collateral sources; or 


(2) Of the degree of responsibility for the cause of the injury or death is 
attributable to the victim as determined by the Commission. 


_ (c) The Commission, upon finding that the claimant or victim has not 
fully cooperated wiih appropiiate law enforcement agencies, may deny. 
withdraw or reduce an award of compensation. 


(d) The Commission, on its own motion or on request of the claimant, 
may reconsider a decision granting or denying an award or determining its 
amount. An order on reconsideration of an award shall not require a refund 
of amounts previously paid, unless the award was obtained by fraud. The 
right of reconsideration does not affect the finality of a Commission decision 
for the purpose of judicial review. 


Section 13. Except as provided elsewhere in this Act, an award may be 
made whether or not any person is prosecuted or convicted. Proof of con- 
viction of a person whose acts give rise to a claim is conclusive evidence that 
the crime was committed, unless an application for rehearing, an appeal of 
the conviction or certiorari is pending, or a rehearing or new trial has been 
ordered. The Commission may suspend the proceedings pending disposition 
of criminal prosecution that has been commenced or is imminent, but may 
make a tentative award under Section 13 of this act. 


Section 14. (a) If compensation is awarded, the state shall be subro- 
gated to all the rights of a claimant to receive or recover from a collateral 
source to the extent that compensation was awarded. (b) In the event the 
claimant recovers compensation, other than under the provisions of this 
Act, for injuries or death resulting from criminally injurious conduct, the 
claimant shall retain, as trustee for the Commission, so much of the recov- 
ered funds as necessary to reimburse the Alabama Crime Victims Compen- 
sation Fund to the extent that compensation was awarded to the claimant 
from that Fund. The funds retained in trust shall be promptly paid over to 
the Commission and deposited in the Alabama Crime Victims Compensa- 
tion Fund. (c) If a claimant brings an action to recover damages related to 
the criminally injurious conduct upon which compensation is claimed or 
awarded, the claimant shall give the Commission written notice of the ac- 
tion. After receiving the notice, the Commission may join in the action as a 
party plaintiff to recover the compensation awarded. 


Section 15. (a) Compensation for work loss, replacement services loss, 
dependent’s economic loss and dependent’s replacement service loss may 
not exceed Two Hundred Dollars ($200.00) per week. (b) Compensation 
payable to a victim and to all other claimants sustaining economic loss be- 
cause of injury to or death of that victim may not exceed Ten Thousand 
Dollars ($10,000.00) in the aggregate. (c) The Commission may provide for 
the payment to a claimant in a lump sum or in installments. At the request 
of the claimant, the Commission may convert future economic loss, other 
than allowable expense, to a lump sum, but only upon a finding by the 
Commission of either of the following: 
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(1) That the award in a lump sum will promote the interests of the 
claimant; or 


(2) That the present value of all future economic loss, other than allow- 
able expense, does not exceed One Thousand Dollars ($1,000.00). 


(d) An award payable in installments for future economic loss may be 
made only for a period as to which the Commission can reasonably deter- 
mine future economic loss. An award payable in installments for future eco- 
nomic loss may be modified by the Commission upon its findings that a 
material and substantial change of circumstances has occurred. (e) An 
award shall not be subject to State or Municipal taxation or to execution, 
attachment, garnishment or other process, except as the same may pertain 
to an obligation for the support of dependent children or as the same may 
pertain to a creditor which has provided products, services or accommoda- 
tions, the costs of which are included in the award. (f) An assignment by the 
claimant to any future award under the provisions of this act is unenforce- 
able, except: 


(1) An assignment of any award for work loss to assure payment of 
court-ordered child support; or 


(2) An assignment of any award for allowable expense to the extent 
that the benefits are for the cost of products, services or accommodations 
necessitated by the injury or death on which the claim is based and are 
provided or to be provided by the assignee. 


Section 16. (a) There is hereby established a special fund to be known 
as the Alabama Crime Victims Compensation Fund. (b) The said fund shall 
be placed under the management or administration of the Alabama Crime 
Victims Compensation Commission for purposes of providing compensation 
or other benefits to crime victims and for purposes of implementing the pro- 
visions of this Act. (c) Such fund shall consist of all monies collected or 
received by the Alabama Crime Victims Compensation Commission from 
any source, excluding funds appropriated, if any. (d) The Commission shall 
have such control of such funds as shall not be inconsistent with the provi- 
sions of this Act and with the laws of Alabama. (e) All monies of the Com- 
mission shall be covered into the State Treasury or deposited in a special 
trust account or accounts in any bank or banks in the state, each of which 
shall have a combined capital and surplus of not less than $2,000,000.00 and 
may be withdrawn therefrom by vouchers or check signed by the Chairman 
of the Commission pursuant to authorization given by the Commissioner. 
All investments of monies in the fund shall be either deposited with the 
state treasurer for safekeeping upon receipt of the state treasurer therefor 
or deposited with any such bank in a custodial account. The Commission 
shall have authority to expend monies in the fund in accordance with the 
provisions of this Act and to invest any monies so received pending other 
needs therefor in any investments which are legal investments for insurance 
companies under the laws of the state. (f) No member of the Commission 
shall have any interest in any such investments or receive any commission 
with respect thereto. (g) It shall be the duty of the Commission to keep 
detailed po ement records of all expenditures and disbursements from 
such fund. (h) The Commission is authorized to accept and use funds avail- 
able to it from all sources, such as grants, appropriations, gifts, donations 
and other sources for purposes of implementing the provisions of this Act. 
(i) Counties and municipalities are authorized to make grants, appropria- 
tions, gifts, donations or other contributions to the Alabama Crime Victims 
Compensation Fund. 
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Section 17. (a) In all criminal and quasi-criminal proceedings for the 
violation of laws of the state or municipal ordinances including violations of 
the state conservation laws or regulations which are tried in any court or 
tribunal in this state, wherein the defendant is adjudged guilty or pleads 
guilty or wherein a bond is forfeited and the result of the forfeiture is a final 
disposition of the case or wherein any penalty is imposed, there is hereby 
imposed an additional cost of court in the amount of $2.00 for each traffic 
infraction, $10.00 in each such proceeding where the offense constitutes a 
misdemeanor and/or a violation of a municipal ordinance other than traffic 
infractions and $15.00 in each such proceeding where the offense constitutes 
a felony; provided, however, that there shall be no additional costs imposed 
for violations relating to parking of vehicles. 


The amount of al! euch costa shall be remitted by the person or author- 
ity collecting the same to the chairman of the commission on the tenth day 
Ol each month next succeeding thet in which the coat is paid. It shall be the 
duty of the clerk or other authority collecting the said court costs to keep 
accurate records of the amounts due the Commission for the benefit of the 
fund under this section. (b) In addition to the imposition of any other costs, 
penalties or fines imposed pursuant to law, any person convicted or plead- 
ing guilty to a felony involving criminally injurious conduct shall be ordered 
to pay a victim compensation assessment of not less than Twenty-five Dol- 
lars ($25.00), nor more than Ten Thousand Dollars ($10,000.00), for each 
such felony for which such person was convicted. In imposing this penalty, 
the court shall consider factors such as the severity of the crime, the prior 
criminal record, and the ability of the defendant to pay, as well as the eco- 
nomic impact of the victim compensation assessment on the dependents of 
the defendant. Such additional assessment or penalty shall be collected by 
the clerk of the court imposing the same and shall be promptly paid over to 
the Commission. 


Section 18. (a) Any person who confers, offers, or Bar to confer any- 
thing of value upon a member, agent or employee of the Alabama Crime 
Victims Compensation Commission with the intent that such member’s or 
agent’s or employee’s vote, opinion, judgment or exercise of discretion or 
other action in such member’s or agent’s or employee’s official capacity will 
thereby be influenced shall be guilty of a Class B felony. (b) Any member, 
agent or employee of the Alabama Crime Victims Compensation Commis- 
sion who shall solicit, accept, or agree to solicit or accept anything of value 
upon an agreement or understanding that such member’s or agent’s or em- 
ployee’s vote, opinion, judgment or exercise of discretion or other action as 
such member, agent, or employee will thereby be influenced shall be guilty 
of a Class B felony. (c) It shall not be a defense to a prosecution under this 
section that the member, agent or employee sought to be influenced was not 
qualified to act in the desired way because of a lack of jurisdiction or for 
any other reason. 


Section 19. (a). A member, agent or employee of the Alabama Crime 
Victims Compensation Commission commits the crime of failing to disclose 
a conflict of interest if such member, agent or employee exercises any dis- 
cretionary function in connection with a Commission contract, purchase, 
payment or other pecuniary transaction pertaining to the Commission with- 
out advance public disclosure of a known potential conflicting interest in 
the transaction. (b) A “potential conflicting interest” exists, but is not lim- 
ited to, when the member, agent or employee of the Commission is a direc- 
tor, president, general manager or similar executive officer, or owns directly 
or indirectly a substantial portion of any nongovernmental entity partici- 
pating in the transaction. (c) Public disclosure shall mean a public an- 
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nouncement and written notification to the attorney general. (d) Failing to 
disclose a conflict of interest is a Class C felony. 


Section 20. (a) Any member, agent or employee of the Alabama Crime 
Victims Compensation Commission who shall knowingly make a false entry 
or falsely alter any Commission record; or who shall intentionally destroy, 
mutilate, conceal, remove or otherwise impair the verity or availability of 
any Commission record with the knowledge of a lack of authority to do so; 
or who shall possess a record of the Commission and refuse to deliver up 
such record upon proper request of a person lawfully entitled to receive the 
same shall be guilty of a Class C felony. 


Section 21. (a) Any person who shall knowingly furnish any false in- 
formation to the Alabama Crime Victims Compensation Commission or to 
any member, agent or employee thereof with the intent to defraud the said 
Commission; or with the intent to obtain an award of compensation for a 
person not entitled to receive the same shall be guilty of a Class C felony. 
(b) Any person who shall knowingly fail or omit to disclose a material fact 
or circumstance to the Alabama rine Victims Compensation Commission 
or to any member, agent or employee thereof which is material to a claim 
for an award of compensation with the intent to defraud the Commission or 
with the intent to cause a person to obtain or receive an award of compen- 
sation to which such person is not entitled shall be guilty of a Class C 
elony. 


Section 22. (a) Any person who shall mnowingly obtain or exert any 
unauthorized control over any money or securities held on behalf of or in 
trust for the Alabama Crime Victims Compensation Commission with intent 
to deprive such Commission of such money or securities shall be guilty of a 
Class C felony. (b) Any person who shall knowingly obtain by deception any 
control over any money or securities held on behalf of or in trust for the 
Alabama Crime Victims Compensation Commission with intent to deprive 
ae Commission of such money or securities shall be guilty of a Class C 
elony. 


Section 23. Any person who shall perpetrate any criminally injurious 
conduct on the person of another or who shall be convicted of a felony after 
making application to the Alabama Crime Victims Compensation Commis- 
sion for compensation shall not be eligible or entitled to receive compensa- 
tion pursuant to any provision of this Act. 


Section 24. The provisions of this act are severable. If any portion of 
this act shall be declared invalid by any court of competent jurisdiction, 
such declaration shall not affect the remaining portions of this act. 


Section 25. All laws or parts of laws which conflict with this Act are 
hereby repealed. 


Section 26. This Act shall become effective immediately upon its vere 
sage and approval by the Governor, or upon its otherwise becoming a law

V); to 
provide for the authority of the Public Service Commission under this law; 
and to provide for the manner in which it shall become law. 


Be It Enacted by the Legisiature of Aiabama: 


Section i. This Act snail be known and mev he cited ag the “Alabama 
Cogeneration Act of 1983”. 


Section 2. It is hereby declared to be the public policy of this state to 
encourage the development of cogeneration facilities to conserve energy re- 
sources and further industrial economic development in this state to the 
extent such encouragement is not inconsistent with the maintenance of just 
and reasonable electric rates to consumers of electric utilities. It is necessary 
for growth and job opportunities to ere new investment in energy 
producing systems to remain competitive and allow for the sustained eco- 
nomic development of this state, consistent with just and reasonable treat- 
ment of electric consumers of this state. 


Section 3. In furtherance of the policy set forth in Section 2, the rules 
and regulations relating to cogeneration facilities and cogenerators in the 
State of Alabama and the treatment of such facilities and cogenerators with 
respect to the capacity and energy produced in such facilities shall be gov- 
erned by the applicable provisions of the regulations relating thereto which 
have been promulgated as of July 6, 1983 by the Federal Energy Regulatory 
Commission under Sections 201 and 210 of the Public Utilit: ie ccna

the Legislature; and 


WHEREAS, the Committee made numerous recommendations with re- 
spect to the organization, function, administration, financial framework, 
election procedures, forms of government procedures, and the impact of 
growth and urbanization on Alabama cities and towns; and 


WHEREAS, the current Legislature is in position to adopt several bills 
recommended by the Committee and will no doubt adopt several pieces of 
legislation which the Interim Committee recommended and there is a need 
to continue and complete the study begun by the said Interim Committee 
inasmuch as many areas, which the Committee studied, require further 
study in depth and require positive recommendations to the Legislature 
from the Committee; now therefore 


BE IT RESOLVED BY THE LEGISLATURE OF ALABAMA, BOTH 
HOUSES THEREOF CONCURRING, That in order to further suggest to 
the State legislators additional sound, workable, financially feasible and eco- 
nomically possible methods of administration for Alabama’s municipal gov- 
ernments, there is hereby continued and reorganized the Interim Commit- 
tee on Municipal Government of the Legislature of Alabama to be 
composed of eight (8) members of the Legislature, four (4) members from 
the House to be appointed by the Speaker of the House, and four (4) mem- 
bers from the Senate to be appointed by the Lieutenant Governor. It shall 
be the duty and function of the Committee to continue to analyze the pres- 
ent status of municipal government in Alabama and to make recommenda- 
tions for legislation and constitutional revision which it considers necessary 
or desirable to enable the municipal governments of this State to more ade- 
quately meet and furnish the services and requirements of their citizens.

1. Assessment and continued study of the effect of New Federalism 
and the problems created by its impact on the municipalities of Alabama; a 
study as to how the municipalities may continue furnishing services because 
of the serious reduction in federal assistance for municipal programs; a 
study of the block grant delivery of federal assistance for municipalities 
through the State and recommendations on such methods of delivery. 


2. An assessment of the impact of the decision of the United States 
Supreme Court in Community Communications Company, Inc. v. City of 
Boulder, Colorado, which decision may lead to Alabama municipalities be- 
ing concerned with the complexities and expense of anti-trust litigation and 
the need for legislative action to relieve municipalities from any possible 
anti-trust liability. 


3. An assessment of the duplication of functions performed by the 
State, counties and municipalities, and particularly in ite areas of traffic 
safety, streets and highways, drainage, rights-of-way maintenance, solid 
waste disposal, law enforcement and fire protection; and a suggestion as to 
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legislation to eliminate such duplications. 


4. A review, with recommendations, as to how to improve annexation 
procedures, control of urban sprawl, and recommended solutions for hazard- 
ous waste disposal and energy conservation. 


5. A review and effect of the proposed Constitution on local govern- 
ments in Alabama.

I am returning to you, the body in which it originated, House Bill # 296 
as substituted an amended, without my signature and approval and with 
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the following suggested Executive Amendment: 


EXECUTIVE AMENDMENT TO H. B. 296 AS LAST SUBSTITUTED 
AND AMENDED 


Amend H. B. 296, as last substituted and amended, beginning on page 
four line one by deleting all of Section 6 and 7 and substituting therefore 
the following: 


“Section 6. Appellate Process to Contest Termination. 


An appeal of the decision of the“employing board may be filed by the 
employee within fifteen (15) days of receipt of the board’s decision by mail- 
ing a notice to the superintendent of education and/or president of the jun- 
ior/technical or community college or institution. Upon receipt of the re- 
quest, the employing board and the empioyee may (1) mutually agree upon 
a person to hear the employee’s appeal or (2) select a panel of three persons, 
one selected by the employing board, and another selected by the employee 
and a third agreed upon by the two parties listed herein above which shall 
constitute an employee review panel to hear the employee’s appeal. If there 
is no agreement on the selection of a third member within ten (10) days 
following the selection of the second member, the Probate Judge of the 
county in which the dispute originated shall submit the names of three indi- 
viduals who are qualified electors of that same county who, in the Probate 
Judge’s opinion, would be qualified through their experience and training to 
render a fair and impartial decision as the third member of the employee 
review panel and said persons selected for membership on the employee re- 
view panel shall not be currently employed in the field of education. From 
these three names, the employing board shall then strike the first name and 
the employee shall strike the second name with the person whose name re- 
mains becoming the third member of the employee review panel. 


Section 7. Hearing Process. 


Upon the employee review panel’s selection to hear a case, the panel 
shall within ten (10) days establish a date, place, and time for the hearing to 
be conducted. The date of such hearing shall in no case be later than sixty 
(60) days following the decision of the employing board. Upon the comple- 
tion of a de novo hearing, the panel’s decision must be rendered within 
forty-five (45) days. The parties shall have the right of counsel or represen- 
tation of their choosing. In making its decision, the panel shall consider 
whether the action of the board or its administrative staff was arbitrary to 
unjust or for political or personal reasons on the part of any member of the 
board or its staff and whether the board’s action was warranted based upon 
the facts of the case and the employment record of the employee. The deci- 
sion of the panel shall be final and binding upon the parties. Expenses and 
fees of the employee review panel shall be shared equally by the board and 
employee. On page six, line four, delete the word hearing officer and substi- 
tute the words employee review panel. On page six, line sixteen delete the 


words hearing officer and substitu e words employee review panel. On 
page one, line thirteen delete the words a system of hearing examiners and 
substitute the words an employee review panel. 


The adoption of the above and foregoing suggested Executive Amend- 
ment will remove my objections to this Bill.

To make legislative findings regarding the need to create a new source 
of financing for the development and expansion of small businesses in the 
State; to define the particular terms used in the substantive provisions of 
this Act; to provide for and authorize the incorporation by the Governor, 
the Director of Finance, the State Treasurer and the Chairman of the Small 
Business Advisory Council of the Alabama Small Business Assistance Cor- 
poration, as a public corporation and instrumentality of the State, upon the 
filing of an application with the Secretary of State; to provide for and au- 
thorize the certificate of incorporation of such corporation to be amended at 
any time and from time to time; to provide for a board of directors of such 
corporation; to provide for the officers of such corporation and the election 
thereof; to provide for the general powers to be exercised by such corpora- 
tion and the conditions under which such powers may be exercised; to em- 
power such corporation to acquire projects for lease or sale to certain users; 
to empower such corporation to make loans to certain users; to empower 
such corporation to make loans to, and purchase loans from, certain 
financial institutions; to empower such corporation to acquire authorized 
purpose obligations created in connection with projects operated by certain 
users; to empower such corporation to borrow money for its various corpo- 
rate purposes and in evidence thereof to issue its notes and bonds; to pre- 
scribe certain terms and conditions upon which such corporation may sell

Be It Enacted by the Legislature of Alabama: 


Section 1. Short Title. This Act shall be known and may be cited as 
the Alabama Small Business Assistance Act. 


Section 2. Legislative Findings and Declaration of P se. It is 
hereby found and declared that presently existing interest rates Tor conven- 
tional commercial loans are higher than can be afforded by most small busi- 
nesses and that small businesses, because of their size, often cannot effec- 
tively utilize industrial development bond financing and other similar 
Bnancing techniques under current tax laws in the present economic cli- 
mate. The purpose of this Act is to prone the development and advance- 
ment of the business prosperity and economic welfare of the State of Ala- 
bama and provide and protect employment opportunities for skilled and 
unskilled labor in the State through the assistance and encouragement of 
development and expansion of small businesses in Alabama by establishing 
new sources of credit that would not otherwise be available to such busi- 
nesses under current laws. 


Section 3. Definitions. 


(a) The following words and phrases used in this Act, and others evi- 
dently intended as the equivalent thereof, shall, in the absence of clear im- 
pn herein otherwise, be given the following respective interpretations 

erein: 


(1) Affiliate of any Small Business means any Person controlled by, or 
under common control with, such Small Business and any Person control- 
ling such Small business. For the p es of this definition, “control” (in- 
cluding, with correlative meanings, the terms “controlled by” and “under 
common control with”), as used with reference to any Small Business or any 
Person, means the possession, directly or indirectly, of the power to direct

struction or ownership of one or more Projects; or 


b. Any obligation of any kind which was entered into, made, assumed or 
otherwise incurred by the United States of America or any department, 
agency or instrumentality thereof, the State or any instrumentality or polit- 
ical subdivision thereof of any corporation, partnership, trust, fund, founda- 

corporation sole or other lege! entity, whether public or private, or 
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described in paragraph a. of this subdivision or is payable, in whole or in 
part, from payments made in respect of any such obligation, including, 
without limitation thereto, any obligation described in either paragraph a. 
of this subdivision or this paragraph that is guaranteed by the United 
States of America or by any department, agency or instrumentality thereof. 


(3) Board. The board of directors of the Corporation. 


(4) Corporation. The public corporation organized pursuant to the pro- 
visions Of this Act. 

(5) Director. A member of the Board. 

(6) Eligible Investment. Such term includes: 


a. Any time deposit with, or any certificate of deposit issued by, any 
bank or savings and loan association which is organized under the laws of 
the United States of America or any state thereof and deposits in which are 
insured by the Federal Deposit Insurance Corporation or the Federal Sav- 
ings and Loan Insurance Corporation or any department, agency or instru- 
mentality of the United States of America that may succeed to the func- 
tions of either of such corporations; 


b. Any debt securities that are direct, general obligations of the United 
States of America; 


c. Any debt securities, the payment of the principal of and interest on 
which is unconditionally guaranteed by the United States of America; 


d. Any debt securities that are direct, general obligations of any of the 
following agencies of the United States of America: the federal land banks, 
the federal intermediate credit banks, the banks for cooperatives, the fed- 
eral home loan banks (including any joint obligations of any two or more of 
the foregoing agencies), the Feder: ome Loan Mortgage Corporation (in- 
cluding participation certificates of the last named agency) and the Govern- 
ment National Mortgage Association (including participation certificates of 
the last named agency): 


e. Any debt securities that are direct, general obligations of the Federal 
National Mortgage Association; 


f. Prime commercial paper or finance company paper which is rated not 
less than prime one or the equivalent thereof by Moody’s Investors Service, 
Inc., or Standard & Poor’s Corporation, or their successors; and 
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g. Any debt obligation in which an insurance company organized under 
the laws of the State may legally invest its money at the time of investment 
by the Corporation. 


(7) Financial Institution. National banking associations, banks 
chartered under the laws of the State and savings or building and loan as- 
pociations chartered under the laws of the State or of the United States of 

merica. 


(8) Person. Any natural person, corporation, partnership, trust, govern- 
ment or governmental body, political subdivision, or other legal entity. 


(9) Pollution Control Facility. Any land, building, structure, machine 
or equipment having to do with or designed for or the end purpose of whic 
is the control, reduction, abatement or prevention of air, noise, water or 

eneral environmental pollution, including, without limitation, any air pol- 
lution control facility, noise abatement or reduction facility, water manage- 
ment facility, water purification facility, waste water collecting system, 
waste water treatment works or solid waste disposal facility. 


(10) Project. Any facility, whether or not now in existence, which shall 
a jceerated by a Small Business as all or any part of one or more of the 
ollowing: 


a. An industrial plant or similar facility for the manufacturing, process- 
ing or assembling of any agricultural, manufactured or mineral products; 


b A commercial enterprise engaged in storing, warehousing, distributing 
or selling (including selling to the general public on a retail basis) any prod- 
ucts of agriculture, mining or industry; 


c. An office building or buildings; 
d. A Pollution Control Facility; and 


e. A hotel or motel, including parking facilities, facilities for meetings, 
and facilities suitable for rental to persons engaged in any business, trade, 
profession, occupation or activity. 


Any facility which constitutes all ce pet of a Project may include any 
propery canether real, personal or mixed) deemed necessary in connection 
therewith. 


(11) Small Business. Any business entity organized for profit with a 
place of business in the State which, together with its Affiliates, is owned 
(regardless of the form of ownership) by no more than 25 individuals, part- 
nerships, corporations, estates, trusts or other entities and which has, to- 
gether with its Affiliates, fewer than 250 employees and less than $5,000,000 
in gross receipts per year. 


(12) State. The State of Alabama. 


(13) User. A Small Business using a Project and obtaining financing 
through the Corporation hereunder. 


(b) The terms “herein,” “hereby,” “hereunder,” “hereof,” and other 
equivalent words refer to this Act as an entirety and not solely to the partic- 
ular section or portion thereof in which any such word is used. The defini- 
tions set forth herein shall be deemed applicable whether the words defined 
are used in the singular or plural. Whenever used herein any pronoun or 
pronouns shall be deemed to include both singular and plural and to cover 
all genders. 
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Section 4. Incorporation of the Corporation authorized; application; 
filing; fees. 

(a) The Governor, the State Treasurer, the State Director of Finance 
and the Chairman of the Small Business Advisory Council created pursuant 
to Chapter 10 of Title 25 of Code of Alabama 1975 may become a corpora- 
tion with the power and authority provided in this Act by proceeding ac- 
cording to the provisions of this Act. To become a corporation, the persons 
so designated shall prsent to the Secretary of State an application signed 
by them which shall state:

(b) The application shall be subscribed and sworn to by each of the 
applicants before an officer authorized by the laws of the State to take ac- 
knowledgments to deeds. The poomag of State shall examine the applica- 
tion, and if the Secretary of State finds that it substantially complies with 
the requirements of this Act, he shall receive, file and record it in an appro- 
priate book of records in his office. 


(c) When the application has been made, filed and recorded as provided 
in subsection (b) of this section, the applicants shall constitute a corpora- 
tion under the name stated in the application, and the Secretary of State 
shall make and issue to the applicants a certificate of incorporation pursu- 
ant to this Act, under the Great Seal of the State, and shall record the cer- 
tificate with the application. There shall be no fees paid to the Secretary of 
State for any work done in connection with the incorporation or dissolution 
of the Corporation. 


Section 5. Amendment of Certificate of Incorporation. 


(a) The certificate of incorporation of the Corporation may at any time 
and from time to time be amended in the manner provided in this section. 
The board shall first adopt a resolution approving an amendment to the 
certificate of incorporation, which amendment shall be set forth in full in 
the said resolution and may include any matters which might have been 
included in the original certificate of incorporation of the Corporation. 


(b) Within 40 days following the adoption by the Board of a resolution 
approving said amendment to the Corporation’s certificate of incorporation, 
the chairman of the Corporation and the secretary of the Corporation shall 
sign and file for record in the office of the Secretary of State a certificate in 
the name of and in behalf of the Corporation, under its seal, reciting the 
adoption of said resolution by the Board and setting forth the said proposed 
amendment. The Secretary of State shall promptly examine such certificate 
and shall determine whether it is complete and regular on its face and 
whether the ‘propeses amendment substantially complies with the provi- 
sions of this Act.

Section 6. Board of Directors. 


The 
applicants named in the application for incorporation of the Corporation 
and their respective successors in office shall constitute all the members of 
the board of directors of the Corporation. Should the Governor, the State 
Treasurer, the State Director of Finance or the Chairman of the Small Busi- 
ness Advisory Council cease to hold office by reason of death, resignation, 
expences of his term of office or for any other reason, then his successor in 
office shall take his place as a director of the Corporation. No officer or 
director of the Corporation shall receive any compensation for any service 
he may render or for any duty he may perform in connection with the Cor- 
poration, but he may be reimbursed for necessary travel expenses. All pow- 
ers of the Corporation shall be exercised by the Board or pursuant to its 
authorization. 


(b) A majority of the Directors shall constitute a quorum for the trans- 
action of business. No vacancy in the membership of the Board or the vol- 
untary disqualification or abstention of any member thereof shall impair the 
right of a quorum to exercise all of the powers and duties of the 
Corporation. 


(c) All proceedings of the Corporation shall be reduced to writing by 
the secretary of the Corporation and maintained in the permanent records 
of the Corporation. Copies of such proceedings, when certified by the secre- 
tary of the Corporation under the seal of the Corporation, shall be received 
in all courts as evidence of the matters therein certified. 


Section 7. Officers. The officers of the Corporation shall consist of a 
chairman, vice chairman, secretary treasurer and such other officers as the 
Board shall deem necessary or appropriate. The offices of secretary and 
treasurer may but need not be held by the same person. The chairman and 
vice chairman of the Corporation shall be elected by the Board from the 
membership thereof; the secretary, the treasurer and any other officers of 
the Corporation may but need not be members of the Board and shall also 
be elected by the Board. The chairman, vice chairman and secretary of the 
Corporation shall also be the chairman, vice chairman and secretary of the 
Board, respectively. 


Section 8. Powers of Corporation Generally; Operation of Projects by 
Corporation. 


(a) The Corporation shall have all of the powers necessary and conven- 
ient to carry out and effectuate the purposes and provisions of this Act, 
including, without limiting the generality of the foregoing, the following 
powers: 


(1) To have succession by its corporate name until it shall have been 
dissolved as provided in this Act; 


(2) To sue and be sued in its own name in civil suits and actions and to 
defend suits against it; 


(3) To adopt and make use of a corporate seal and to alter the same at 
pleasure; 
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(4) To adopt, alter and repeal bylaws, regulations and rules, not incon- 
sistent with the provisions of this Act, for the regulation and conduct of its 
affairs and business; 


(5) To acquire, whether by gift, purchase, transfer, foreclosure, lease or 
otherwise, and to expand, improve, maintain, equip and furnish one or more 
Projects, including all real and personal properties that the Board may 
deem necessary in connection therewith, regardless of whether or not any 
such Project shall then be in existence a if in existence, regardless of 
whether or not any such Project is then owned or leased by any User to 
which such Project may subsequently be sold or leased by the Corporation; 


(6) To borrow money and to sell and issue bonds, notes or other obliga- 
tions as hereinafter provided for any corporate use or purpose; 


(7) To lease to a User or Users any or all Projects that may be owned 
hy it, to charge and collect rent therefor and to terminate any euch lease 


upon the failure of the lessee to comply with any of the obligations thereof, 
all upon such terms and conditions as the Board may deem advisable; 


(8) To contract to sell and convey and to sell and convey to a User or 
Users any or all Projects that may be owned by it and to grant options to 
any User or Users to purchase any or all Projects that may be owned by it, 
all for such consideration and upon such terms and conditions as the Board 
may deem advisable; 


(9) To lend, upon such terms and conditions as the Board may deem 
advisable, all or any portion of the proceeds derived from the issuance of its 
bonds, notes or obligations to a User, whether pursuant to one or more loan 
agreements or in conjunction with the lease or sale of one or more Projects 
to such User or the purchase of an Authorized Purpose Obligation relating 
to a Project or Projects operated by such User, for one or more or any com- 
bination of the following purposes: 


a. To enable such User to borrow an amount not substantially in excess 
of the equity (determined on any basis not resulting in a higher value for 
any Project in question than the estimated replacement cost or the ap- 
praised market value thereof, whichever may be greater) which such User 
may then have in any Project or Projects; 


b. To enable such User to refinance any outstanding indebtedness or 
obligation incurred or assumed in connection with the acquisition, improve- 
ment or operation of any existing Project or Projects; and 


c. To enable such User to finance the costs of acquiring, by purchase, 
construction or otherwise, one or more Projects and/or the costs of ex- 
panding or improving one or more Projects, regardless of whether any such 
Project has theretofore been owned or leased ie such User or is to be ac- 
quired or leased by such User; 


(10) To make loans to Financial Institutions, provided that (i) the pro- 
ceeds of such loans shall be required to be used by such Financial Institu- 
tions to make loans to Small Businesses for one or more of the purposes for 
which the Corporation is authorized by the provisions of this het to make 
loans to Small Businesses, and (ii) any security granted to a Financial Insti- 
tution with respect to any such loan made to a Small Business shall be 
mortgaged, pledged, assigned or otherwise ponies by such Financial Insti- 
tution to the Corporation as security for the related loan to such Financial 
Institution by the Corporation; 


(11) To purchase from Financial Institutions loans made to Small Busi- 
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nesses for one or more of the purposes for which the Corporation is author- 
ized by the provisions of this Act to make loans to Small Businesses, to- 
gether with any security for such loans; 


(12) To contract to acquire, hold, pledge, assign, sell and transfer and 
to acquire, hold, pledge, assign, sell and transfer one or more Authorized 
Purpose Obligations that are entered into or issued in whole or in part with 
respect to one or more Projects; 


(13) To pledge for payment of any loans, notes or obligations issued by 
the Corporation any revenues from which such bonds, notes or obligations 
are payable as herein provided and to mortgage or pledge any or all of its 
Projects or any part or parts thereof or any Authorized Purpose Obligation, 
whether then owned or thereafter acquired, and to pledge the revenues, 
rentals and receipts therefrom or from any part thereof or any revenues 
from which such bonds are payable as herein provided as security for the 
payment of the principal of the interest and premium, if any, on the bonds, 
rie oy cpueenons so issued and any agreements made in connection 
therewith; 


(14) To make, enter into and execute such contracts, agreements, leases 
and other instruments and to take such other actions as may be necessary 
or convenient to accomplish any purpose for which the Corporation was or- 
ganized or to exercise any power expressly granted hereunder; 


(15) To enter into contracts with, to accept aid, loans and grants from, 
to cooperate with and to do any and all things not specifically prohibited by 
this Act or the Constitution or other applicable laws of the State that may 
be necessary in order to avail itself of the aid and cooperation of, the United 
States of America, the State or any agency, instrumentality or political sub- 
division of either thereof in furtherance of the purposes of this Act; 


(16) To receive and accept from any source aid or contributions in the 
form of money, property, labor or other things of value, to be held, used and 
applied to carry out the purposes of this Act, subject to any lawful condition 
upon which any such aid or contributions by be given or made; 


(17) To appoint, employ and contract with such employees and agents, 
including, without limitation, architects, engineers, attorneys, accountants, 
financial experts, fiscal agents and such other advisors, consultants and 
agents as may in its judgment be necessary or desirable, and to fix their 
compensation; 


(18) To procure insurance against any loss in connection with its Bree; 
erty and other assets in such amounts and from such insurers as the Board 
may deem desirable; 


(19) To the extent permitted by the contracts of the Corporation with 
the holders of its bonds, notes and other obligations and if not otherwise 
specifically prohibited by any other provision of this Act, to invest its mon- 
eys, including, without limitation, the soeney held in any special fund cre- 
ated pursuant to any trust indenture or resolution securing any of its bonds, 
notes or other obligations and proceeds from the sale of any bonds, notes or 
other obligations not required for immediate use, in Eligible Investments; 


(20) To include in any borrowing by the Corporation such amounts as 
may be deemed necessary by the Board to pay bond discount, commissions 
or other financing charges, interest on the obligations issued in evidence of 
such borrowing for such period as the Board shall deem advisable, fees and 
expenses of financial advisors and planning and management consultants, 
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all legal, accounting, publishing, printing, recording and filing fees and ex- 
penses, administrative costs and such other expenses as shall be necessary 
or incident to such borrowing; 


(21) To the extent permitted by its contracts with the holders of its 
bonds, notes and other obligations, to purchase bonds or notes of the Cor- 
poration out of any of its funds or moneys available therefor and to hold, 
cancel or resell such bonds or notes; 


(22) To procure or agree to the procurement of insurance or guarantees 
from the United States of America or any agency or instrumentality thereof 
or from any private insurance company of the payment of any bonds, notes 
or any other obligations issued by the Corporation and to pay premiums or 
fees for anv such insurance or guarantees; 


(23) To establish credit criteria and other requirements respecting the 
eligibility of Smail Kusimesses for Project financing by the Corporation; and 


(24) To do any and all things necessary or convenient to carry out its 
purposes and to exercise its powers pursuant to the provisions of this Act. 


(b) The Corporation shall not have the power to operate any Project 
other than as a lessor thereof; provided, however, that the foregoing restric- 
tion on the power of any Corporation to operate any Project shall not be 
construed to prohibit, limit or impair the oy a of the Corporation to termi- 
nate any lease of any Project that is in default, to take ession of such 
Project and to operate the same for such temporary period as may be neces- 

to protect and enforce the rights and remedies of the holders of any of 
its bonds, notes or other obligations and to exercise any other right or rem- 
edy which may be necessary to prevent or cure any default under any con- 
tract of the Corporation which provides for or relates to the security for any 
of its bonds, notes or other obligations. 


Section 9. Bonds and Notes Generally—Form, Terms, Denominations, 
etc.; Execution, Sale, Delivery, Redemption, etc.; Security for Payment of 
Principal or Interest; Remedios upon Detauit 


(a) The Corporation shall have power to issue from time to time its 
bonds and notes in such principal amount as the Board shall determine to 
be necessary to provide sufficient funds for achieving any of its corporate 
purposes, including the payment of interest on any of its notes and bonds, 
the establishment of reserves to secure any such notes and bonds and all 
other expenditures of the Corporation incident to and necessary or conven- 
ient to carry out its corporate purposes and powers. The Corporation shall 
also have the power to issue from time to time notes to renew notes and 
bonds to pay notes, including interest thereon and, whenever it deems re- 
funding expedient, to refund any bonds by the issuance of new bonds, 
whether the bonds to be refunded have or have not matured, and to issue 
bonds partly to refund bonds then outstanding and partly for any other of 
its corporate purposes. 


(b) If deemed advisable by the Board, there may be retained in the 
resolution adopted by the Board authorizing the issuance of any bonds or 
notes an option to redeem all or any part thereof as specified in such resolu- 
tion at such price or prices and after such notice or notices and on such 
terms and in such manner as may be provided in such resolution and as 
may be recited in summary form on the face of the bonds or notes. The 
Corporation may pay all expenses, premiums and commissions which the 

d may deem necessary and advantageous in connection with the issu- 
ance of any of its bonds or notes. Issuance by the Corporation of one or 
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more series of bonds for one or more purposes shall not preclude it from 
issuing other bonds, but the resolutions whereunder any subsequent bonds 
may be issued shall recognize and protect any prior pledge or mortgage 
made for the benefit of any prior issue of bonds, unless in the proceedings 
authorizing such prior issue of bonds, unless in the proceedings authorizing 
such prior issue the right was reserved to issue subsequent bonds on a par- 
ity with such prior issue. 


(c) Notes or bonds issued by the Corporation may, as the Board may 
deem advisable, be either general obligations of the Corporation or limited 
obligations payable only out of certain specified revenues or assets of the 
Corporation; provided, that the Corporation may enter into contracts with 
the holders of any of its bonds or notes preventing the Corporation from 
thereafter issuing general obligation bonds or notes or limiting the amount 
of such bonds or notes that may thereafter be issued. To the extent permit- 
ted by any contracts with the holders of outstanding bonds and notes and 
any other contractual obligations or requirements, the Corporation may 
pledge any of its revenues or mortgage or assign any of its assets, whether 
real or personal and whether tangible or intangible, to secure the payment 
of any of its bonds or notes. 


(d) All obligations created or assumed by the oo portce and all bonds 
or notes issued thereby shall be solely and exclusively an obligation of the 
Corporation and shall not create an obligation or debt of the State, or any 
political subdivision of the State or other public corporation, governmental 
agency or instrumentality existing under the laws thereof; provided, that 
the provisions of this sentence not be construed to release the original 
obligor from liability on any bond or other obligation assumed by the 
Corporation. 


(e) The notes and bonds issued by the Corporation shall be authorized 
by resolution or resolutions adopted by the Board, shall bear such date or 
dates and shall mature at such time or times as such resolution or resolu- 
tions may provide, except that no bond shall mature more than 30 years 
from the date of its issue. The bonds of the Corporation may be issued as 
serial bonds payable in annual installments or as term bonds or as a combi- 
nation thereof. The notes and bonds of the Corporation shall bear interest 
at such rate or rates, be in such form and denominations, either coupon or 
registered, carry such registration privileges, be executed by such officers of 
the corporation and in such manner, be payable in such medium of payment 
at such place or places within or without the State and be subject to such 
terms of redemption as may be provided in the resolution or resolutions by 
which they are authorized to be issued. The notes and bonds of the Corpo- 
ration may be sold by the Corporation at public or private sale at such price 
or prices as the Corporation shall determine. 


(f) Any resolution or resolutions authorizing bonds or notes of the Cor- 
poration may contain provisions, which shall constitute a part of the con- 
tract or contracts with the holders of such bonds or notes, pertaining to, 
among other things, the following matters: 


(1) Pledging all or any part of the revenues of the Corporation to secure 
the payinent of such bonds or notes, subject to contracts with the holders of 
its then outstanding bonds and notes; 


(2) Pledging, assigning or mortgaging all or any part of the assets of the 
Corporation to secure the payment of such bonds or notes, subject to con- 
tracts with the holders of its then outstanding bonds and notes; 
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(3) Setting aside of reserves, sinking funds or other funds and the regu- 
lation and disposition thereof; 


(4) Limitations on the purposes to which the proceeds of sale of such 
notes or bonds may be applied and pledging such proceeds to secure the 
payment of such bonds or notes; 


(5) Limitations on the issuance of additional bonds or notes, the terms 
upon which additional bonds or notes may be issued and secured and the 
refunding of outstanding bonds or notes; 


(6) The procedure, if any, by which the terms of any contract with the 
holders of such bonds or notes may be amended or abrogated, the amount 
of bonds or notes the holders of which must consent thereto and the man- 
ner in which such consent may be given; 

{7} Limitations on the amannt. of monevs to be expended by the Corpo- 
ration for its operating expenses; 


(8) Vesting in a trustee or trustees such property, rights, powers and 
duties as the Corporation may determine; 


(9) Defining the acts or omissions to act that shall constitute a default 
in the performance of the obligations and duties of the Corporation to the 
holders of such bonds or notes and providing for the rights and remedies of 
such holders in the event of such default; provided, however, that such 
rights and remedies shall not be inconsistent with the general laws of the 
State and the other provisions of this Act; and 


(10) Any other matters of like or different character which in any way 
affect the security or protection of the holders of such bonds or notes. 


(g) Any mortgage of property granted by the Corporation, any security 
interest in property created by it or any assignment or pledge of revenues or 
contract rights made by it, in each case to secure the payment of its bonds 
or notes, shall be valid and binding from the time when such mortgage is 
granted, such security interest created or such assignment or pledge is 
made, as the case may be, and the property so mortgaged, the property with 
respect to which such security interest is so created and the revenues and 
contract yp so assigned or pledged shall immediately, or as soon thereaf- 
ter as the Corporation obtains any right thereto or interest therein, be sub- 
ject to such mortgage, security interest, assignment or pledge, as the case 
may be, without physical delivery of any property, revenues or contract doc- 
uments covered thereby or any further act, and the lien of any such mort- 
gage, security interest, assignment or pledge shall be valid and binding as 
against all persons having claims of any kind in tort, contract or otherwise 
against the Corporation, irrespective of whether such persons have actual 
notice thereof, from the time notice of such mortgage, security interest, as- 
signment or pledge is filed for record in the office of the judge of probate of 
the county in which the property covered by such mortgage, security inter- 
est, assignment or pledge is or is to be located pursuant to any agreement 
made by the Corporation with any User respecting the location and use of 
such property. Such notice shall contain a statement of the existence of any 
such mortgage, security interest, assignment or pledge, as the case may be, a 
description of the property, revenues or contract rights subject thereto and 
a description of the bonds or notes secured thereby, all in terms sufficient to 
give notice to a reasonably prudent person of the existence and effect of any 
such mortgage, security interest, assignment or pledge. If the requirements 
of the preceding sentence are met, such notice may consist of a summary 
statement prepared specially for the purpose of serving as such notice, an 
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executed counterpart of any mortgage, security agreement, assignment, 
trust indenture or other instrument granting such mortgage, creating such 
security interest or making such assignment or pledge, as the case may be, 
or a certified copy of the resolution adopted by the Board authorizing such 
mortgage, security interest, assignment or pledge, as the case may be. 


(h) The Corporation shall have the power, subject to contracts with the 
holders of its then outstanding bonds and notes, to purchase for retirement 
and cancellation any of its bonds or notes and to use any of its available 
funds for such purpose, provided that, if such bonds or notes are then re- 
deemable, the purchase price thereof shall not exceed the redemption price 
then applicable, plus accrued interest thereon to the date of purchase, and 
if such bonds or notes are not then redeemable, the purchase price thereof 
shall not exceed the redemption price applicable on the earliest date after 
such purchase upon which such bonds or notes become subject to redemp- 
tion, plus accrued interest thereon to the date of purchase. 


(i) The bonds or notes of the Corporation may, at the discretion of the 
Corporation, be issued under and secured by a trust indenture or trust in- 
dentures by and between the Corporation and a corporate trustee, which 
may be any trust company or bank having the power of a trust compan 
within or without the State. Any such trust indenture may contain suc 
prousicns for protecting and enforcing the rights and remedies of bond- 

olders or noteholders as may be reasonable and proper and not in violation 
of law, including covenants setting forth the duties of the Corporation in 
relation to the exercise of its corporate powers and the custody, safeguard- 
ing and application of all moneys. The Corporation may provide by any 
such trust indenture for the payment to the trustee thereunder or other 
depository of the proceeds of any bonds or notes issued thereunder and an 
revenues pledged for the security of such proceeds and revenues, with suc 
safeguards and restrictions as it may determine. All expenses incurred in 
connection with such trust indenture may be treated as part of the operat- 
ing expenses of the Corporation. 


(j) Whether or not the notes and bonds of the Corporation are of such 
form and character as to be negotiable instruments under the terms of the 
Alabama Uniform Commercial Code, such notes and bonds are hereby made 
negotiable instruments within the meaning of the Alabama Uniform Com- 
mercial Code and for all purposes thereof, subject only to any registration 
provisions of such notes and bonds. In case any of the directors or officers of 
the Corporation whose signatures appear on any notes, bonds or coupons 
Spper ining to any bond shall cease to be such directors or officers before 
the delivery of such notes, bonds or coupons, such signatures shall, never- 
theless, be valid and sufficient for all purposes to the same extent as if such 
directors or officers had remained in office until such delivery. 


(k) The directors and officers of the Corporation shall not be subject to 
any personal liability by reason of the issuance of any bonds or notes of the 
Corporation. 


Section 10. Refunding Bonds and Notes. 


(a) The Corporation may issue refunding bonds or notes for the pur- 

e of refunding any bonds or notes then outstanding which have been 
issued under the provisions of this Act, including the payment of any re- 
demption premium thereon, any interest accrued or to accrue to the date of 
maturity or earlier redemption of such bonds or notes and any expenses of 
such refunding, including, without limitation, attorneys’ fees, costs of print- 
ing the refunding bonds or notes, financial advisors’ fees and accountants’ 
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fees, and for the purpose of refunding any of its bonds or notes in combina- 
tion with any other corporate purpose of the Corporation. The issuance of 
such refunding bonds or notes, the maturities and other details thereof, the 
rights of the holders thereof and the rights, duties and obligations of the 
Corporation in respect thereto shall be governed by the provisions of this 
Act relating to the issuance of bonds and notes generally, to the extent that 
such provisions may be appropriate therefor. 


(b) Refunding bonds or notes issued by the Corporation may be sold or 
exchanged for outstanding bonds or notes issued under this Act and, if sold, 
the proceeds thereof may be applied, in addition to any other authorized 
purposes, to the purchase, redemption or payment of such outstanding 

mds or notes. Pending the application of the proceeds of any such re- 
funding bonds or notes for any of the purposes provided in this section, 
such proceeds may be invested in any Eligible Investments pursuant to an 
escrow agreemeni providing for the future application of anch nroceeds in 
accordance with such purposes. 


Section 11. Investment in Bonds and Notes by State, Counties, Mu- 
nicipalities, etc. The notes and bonds of the Corporation shall be legal in- 
vestments in which the State and its agencies and instrumentalities, all 
counties, municipalities and other political subdivisions of the State and 
public corporations organized under the laws thereof, all insurance compa- 
nies and associations and other persons carrying on an insurance business, 
all banks, savings banks, savings and loan associations, trust companies, 
credit unions and investment companies of any kind, all administrators, 
guardians, executors, trustees and other fiduciaries and all other persons 
whatsoever who are now or may hereafter be authorized to invest in bonds 
or other obligations of the State may properly and legally invest funds in 
their control or belonging to them. 


Section 12. Establishment and Maintenance of Special Debt Service 
Reserve Funds, etc. The Corporation may establish ahd maintain one or 
more special debt service reserve funds and such other special fund or funds 
as may be necessary or desirable for its corporate purposes and may pay 
into each such fund any moneys contributed or granted to the Corporation 
for the purpose of such fund by any governmental or public entity or any 
private party, any proceeds from the sale of bonds or notes to the extent 
provided in the resolution adopted by the Board authorizing the issuance of 
such bonds or notes and any other moneys which may be made available to 
the Corporation for the purpose of such fund from any other source or 
sources. 


Section 13. Disposition of Net Earnings of Corporation. The Corpora- 
tion shall be a not-for-profit public corporation and no part of its net earn- 
ings remaining after payment of its expenses shall inure to the benefit of 
any private person, except that in the event the Board shall determine that 
sufficient provision has been made for the full payment of the expenses, 
bonds, notes and other obligations of the Corporation, then any net earn- 
ings thereafter accruing shall be paid to the State. 


Section 14. Authority and Procedure for Dissolution of the Corpora- 


tion; Vesting of Title ssets and Pro ies of the Corporation upon Dis- 
solution of fie Corporation. 


(a) At any time when the Corporation does not have any bonds, notes 
or other obligations outstanding and when there shall be no other obliga- 
tions assumed by the Corporation that are then outstanding, the Board may 
adopt a resolution, which shall be duly entered upon its minutes, declaring 
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that the Corporation shall be dissolved. 


(b) Upon the filing for record of a certified copy of said resolution in 
the office of the Secretary of State, the Corporation shall thereupon stand 
dissolved and, in the event it owned any assets or property at the time of its 
epee, the title to all such assets or property shall thereupon vest in 
the State. 


Section 15. Tax Exemptions. 


(a) No privilege or license taxes payable in respect of the recording or 
filing for record of any mortgage, deed or other instrument, including, with- 
out jimitation, the poles taxes now imposed by Chapter 22 of Title 40 of 
Code of Alabama 1975, shall be levied, charged or collected in connection 
with the recording or filing for record of any mortgage, deed or other instru- 
ment evidencing a conveyance to or the creation of any property interest in 
the Corporation, any agreement or instrument to which the Corporation is a 
party and any mortgage, deed or other instrument evidencing a conveyance 
from the Corporation to another party or the creation by the Corporation of 
any property interest in another party. 


(b) If, pursuant to any contractual arrangement between the Corpora- 
tion and a User, any Project has been or is to be acquired by the Corpora- 
tion and leased or sold to such User or has been or is to be financed by a 
loan from the Corporation, then in such case the gross proceeds of the sale 
of any property used in the construction and equipment of such Project, 
regardless of whether such sale is to the Corporation, such User or any con- 
tractor or agent of either thereof, shall be exempt from the sales tax im- 
posed by Article 1 of Chapter 23 of Title 40 of Code of Alabama 1975 and 
from all other sales and similar excise taxes now or hereafter levied on or 
with respect to the gross proceeds of any such sale by the State or any 
county municipality or other political subdivision or instrumentality of any 
thereof. 


(c) All property of the Corporation and all bonds, notes or other obliga- 
tions ek by the Corporation, their transfer and the income therefrom, 
including the interest income thereon and any profits made on the sale 
thereof, shall at all times be free from taxation by the State or any county, 
municipality or other political subdivision or instrumentality of the State, 
excepting inheritance, estate and gift taxes. 


Section 16. Exemption from Usury and Interest Laws. The Corpora- 

tion and all contracts made by it shall be exempt from the laws of the State 
foverning usury or prescribing or limiting interest rates, including, without 
imitation, the provisions of Chapter 8 of Title 8 of Code of Alabama 1975, 
as such laws may at any time be amended. Further, any payment payable 
directly or indirectly by any User pursuant to any lease, installment sale 
contract, loan agreement or other contract to which the Corporation is a 
party, any payment pursuant to any Authorized Purpose Obligation or any 
payment pursuant to any other obligation constituting the source of pay- 
ment for any obligation of the Corporation which, in any such case under 
the laws of the State in effect at the time, constitutes interest, or a payment 
in the nature of interest, shall be exempt from all such laws of the State 
governing usury or prescribing or limiting interest rates. 


Section 17. Exemption from Competitive Bid Laws. The Corporation 
and all contracts made BS it shall be exempt from the laws of the State now 
or hereafter in effect that require competitive bids for any contract to be 
entered into by a public corporation, instrumentality or agency of the State, 
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including, without limitation, the provisions of Chapter 16 of Title 41 of 
Code of Alabama 1975. 


Section 18. Construction of Act. This Act shall be construed liberally 
to effect its purposes and neither this Act nor anything herein contained is 
or shall be construed as a restriction or limitation upon any powers which 
the Corporation might otherwise have under any laws of the State, and the 
provisions of this Act are cumulative to any such powers. 


This Act does and shall be construed to provide a complete, additional 
and alternative method for the doing of the things authorized thereby and 
shall be regarded as supplemental and additional to other laws. However, 
the issuance of bonds, notes and other obligations of the Corporation under 
the provisions of this Act need not comply with the requirements of any 
other law of the State generally applicable to the issuance of bonds, notes or 
other obligations hy other public corporation organized under the laws of 
the State. 


Section 19. Severability. If any section, clause, provision or portion of 
this Act shall be held to be invalid or unconstitutional by any court of com- 
petent jurisdiction, such holding shall not affect any other section, clause or 
provision of this Act which is not in and of itself unconstitutional. 


Section 20. Effective Date. This Act shall become effective immedi- 
ately upon its passage and approval by the Governor or upon its otherwise 
becoming law.

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To propose a new constitution for the State of Alabama to replace the 
Constitution of 1901, as amended. 


Be It Enacted by the Legislature of Alabama: 


Section 1. The following constitution is proposed and shall replace the 
Constitution of 1901, as amended, when i ahha by the qualified electors 
and proclaimed by the Governor as prescri by law: 


Preamble 


We, the people of the State of Alabama, in order to establish justice, 
insure domestic tranquility, and secure the blessings of liberty to ourselves 
and our posterity, invoking the favor and guidance of Almighty God, do 
ordain and establish the following Constitution and form of government for 
the State of Alabama: 


ARTICLE 1. 
Declaration of Rights. 


That the Great, general, and essential principles of liberty and free gov- 
ernment may be recognized and established, we declare: 


Section 1. That all men and women are equally free and independent; 
that they are endowed by their Creator with certain inalienable rights; that 
among these are life, liberty and the pursuit of happiness. 


Section 2. That all political power is inherent in the people, and all 
free governments are founded on their authority, and instituted for their 
benefit: and that, therefore, they have at all times an inalienable and inde- 
feasible right to change their form of government in such manner as they 
may deem expedient. 


Section 3. That no religion shall be established by law; that no prefer- 
ence shall be given by law to any religious sect, society, denomination, or 
mode of worship; that no one shall be compelled by law to attend any place 
of worship; nor to pay any tithes, taxes, or other rate for building or repair- 
ing any place of worship, or for maintaining any minister or ministry; that 
no religious test shall be required as qualification to any office or public 
trust under this state; and that the civil rights, privileges, and capacities of 
any citizen shall not be in any manner affected by his religious principles. 


Section 4. That no law shall ever be passed to curtail or restrain the 
liberty of speech or of the press; and any person ma’ apes write, and pub- 
iat his sentiments on all subjects, being responsible for the abuse of that 
iberty. ; 


Section 5. That the people shall be secure in their persons houses, 
papers, ont pee from unreasonable seizure or searches, and that no 
warrants 8 issue to search any place or to seize any person or thing with- 
out probable cause, supported by oath or affirmation. 


Section 6. That in all criminal prosecutions, the accused has a right to 
be heard by himself and counsel, or either; to demand the nature and cause 
of the accusation; and to have a copy thereof; to be confronted by the wit- 
nesses against him; to have compulsory process for obtaining witnesses in 
his favor; io testify in all cases, in his own behalf, if he elects so to do; and, 
in all prosecutions by indictment, a speedy, public trial, by an impartial j 
of the county or district in which the offense was committed; and he ah 
not be compelled to give evidence against himself, nor be deprived of life, 
liberty, or property, except by due process of law; but the legislature may, 
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by a general law, provide for a change of venue. 


Section 7. That no person shall be accused or arrested, or detained, 
except in cases ascertained by law, and according to the form which the 
same has prescribed; and no person shall be punished but by virtue of a law 
established and promulgated prior to the offense and legally applied. 


Section 8. That no person shall for any indictable offense be pro- 
ceeded against criminally by information, except in cases arising in the mili- 
tia when in actual service, or when assembled under arms as a military or- 
ganization, or, by leave of the court, for misfeasance, misdemeanor, 
extortion and oppression in office, otherwise than is provided in the Consti- 
tution; provided, that in cases of misdemeanor, the legislature may by law 
dispense with a grand jury and authorize such prosecutions and proceedings 
before such other inferior courts as may be by law established. Provided 
further that in all felony cases, except those punishable by capital punish- 
ment, the iegisiature may Dy iaw dispeiise With a grand jury and authorize 
such prosecutions and proceedings in such manner as may be provided by 
law if the defendant, after having had the advise of counsel of his choice or 
in the event he is unable to employ counsel, the advice of counsel which 
must be appointed by the court, makes known in open court to a judge of a 
court having jurisdiction of the offense that he desires to plead guilty, pro- 
Nigar however, the defendant cannot plead guilty within fifteen days after 

is arrest. 


Section 9. That no person shall, for the same offense, be twice put in 
jeopardy of life or limb; but courts may, for reasons fixed by law, discharge 
juries from the consideration of any case, and no person shall gain an ad- 
vantage by reason of such discharge of the jury. 


Section 10. That no person shall be barred from prosecuting or de- 
fending before any tribunal in this state, by himself or counsel, any civil 
cause to which he is a party. 


Section 11. That the right of trial by jury shall remain inviolate. 


Section 12. That no form of slavery shall exist in this state; and there 
shall not be any involuntary servitude, otherwise than for the punishment 
of crime, of which the party shall have been duly convicted. 


Section 13. That all courts shall be open; and that every person, for 
any injury done him, in his lands, goods, person, or reputation, shall have a 
remedy by due process of law; and right and justice shall be administered 
without sale, denial, or delay. 


Section 14. That the State of Alabama shall never be made a defen- 
dant in any court of law or equity. 


Section 15. That excessive fines shall not be imposed, nor cruel or un- 
usual punishment inflicted. 


Section 16. That all persons shall, before conviction, be bailable by 
sufficient sureties, except for capital offenses, when the proof is evident or 
the preeuneeen great; and that excessive bail shall not in any case be 
required. 


Section 17. That the privilege of the writ of habeas corpus shall not be 
suspended by the authorities of this state. 


Section 18. That treason against the state shall consist only in levyin 
war against it, or adhering to its enemies, giving them aid and comfort; an 
that no person shall be convicted of treason, except on the testimony of two 
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witnesses to the same overt act, or his own confession in open court. 


Section 19. That no person shall be attainted of treason by the legisla- 
ture; and no conviction shall work ‘corruption of blood or forfeiture of 
estate. 


Section 20. That no person shall be imprisoned for debt. 


Section 21. That no power of suspending laws shall be exercised ex- 
cept by the legislature. 


Section 22. That no ex post facto law, nor any law, impairing the obli- 
gations of contracts, or snaking any irrevocable or exclusive grants of special 
privileges or immunities, shall be passed by the legislature; and every grant 
or franchise, privilege, or immunity shall forever remain subject to revoca- 
tion, alteration, or amendment. 


Section 23. That the exercise of the right of eminent domain shall 
never be abridged nor so construed as to prevent the legislature from taking 
the property and franchises of incorporated companies, and subjecting them 
to punt use in the same manner in which the property and franchises of 
individuals are taken and subjected; but private property shall not be taken 
for, or applied to public use, unless just compensation be first made there- 
for; nor shall private property be taken for private use, or for the use of 
corporations, other than municipal, without the consent of the owner; pro- 
vided, however, the legislature may by law secure to persons or corporations 
the right of way over the lands of other persons or corporations, and by 
general laws provide for and regulate the exercise by persons and corpora- 
tions of the rights herein reserved; but just compensation shall, in all cases, 
be first made to the owner; and, provided, that the right of eminent domain 
shall not be so construed as to allow taxation or forced subscription for the 
benefit of railroads or any other kind of corporations, other than municipal, 
or for the benefit of any individual or association. 


Section 24. That all navigable waters shall remain forever public high- 
ways, free to the citizens of the state and the United States, without tax, 
impost, or toll; and that no vax, toll, impost, or wharfage shall be demanded 
or received from the owner of any sharchanelive or commodity for the use of 
the shores or any wharf erected on the shores, or in or over the waters of 
any navigable streams, unless the same be expressly authorized by law. 


Section 25. That the citizens have a right, in a peaceable manner, to 
assemble together for the common good, and to apply to those invested with 
the power of government for redress of grievances or other purposes, by pe- 
tition, address, or remonstrance. 


Section 26. That every citizen has a right to keep and bear arms in 
defense of himself and the state. 


Section 27. That no standing army shall be kept up without the con- 
sent of the legislature, and, in that case, no appropriation for its support 
shall be made for a longer term than one year; and the military shall, in all 
cases, and at all times, be in strict subordination to the civil power. 


Section 28. That no soldier shall, in time of peace, be quartered in any 
house without the consent of the owner; nor, in time of war, but in a man- 
ner to be prescribed by law. 


Section 29. That no title of nobility or hereditary distinction, privi- 
lege, honor, or emolument shall ever be granted or conferred in this state; 
and that no office shall be created, the appointment to which shall be for a 
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longer time than during good behavior. 


Section 30. That immigration shall be encouraged; emigration shall 
not be prohibited, and no citizen shall be exiled. 


Section 31. That temporary absence from the state shall not cause a 
forfeiture of residence once obtained. 


Section 32. That the privilege of suffrage shall be protected by laws 
regulating elections, and prohibiting, under adequate penalties, all undue 
influences from power, bribery, tumult, or other improper conduct. 


Section 33. That foreigners who are, or may hereafter become, bona 
fide residents of this state, shall enjoy the same rights in respect to the 
possession, enjoyment, and inheritance of property, as native born citizens. 


Section 34. That the sole object and only legitimate end of govern- 
ment is te nrotect the citizen in the eniovment of lif , liberty, and property, 
and when the government assumes other functions it is usurpation and 
oppression. 


Section 35. That this enumeration of certain rights shall not impair or 
deny others retained by the people; and, guard against any encroachments 
on the rights herein retained, we declare that everything in this Declaration 
of Rights is excepted out of the general powers of government, and shall 
forever remain inviolate. 


ARTICLE II. 
State Boundaries. 


Section 36. The boundaries of this state are established and declared 
to be as follows, that is to say: Beginning at the point where the thirty-first 
degree of north latitude crosses the Perdido river; thence east, to the west- 
ern boundary line of the State of Georgia; thence along said line to the 
southern boundary line of the State of Tennessee; thence west, along the 
southern boundary line of the State of Tennessee, crossing the Tennessee 
river, and on to the second intersection of said river by said line; thence up 
said river to the mouth of Big Bear creek; thence by a direct line to the 
northwest corner of Washington county, in this state, as originally formed; 
thence southwardly, along the line of the State of Mississippi, to the Gulf of 
Mexico; thence eastwardly, including all islands within six leagues of the 
shore, to the Perdido river; thence up the said river to the beginning; pro- 
vided, that the limits and jurisdiction of this state shall extend to and in- 
clude any other land and territory acquired, by contract or agreement with 
other states or otherwise, although such land and territory are not included 
within the boundaries hereinbefore designated. 


ARTICLE IT. 
Distribution of Powers of Government. 


Section 37. The powers of the government of the State of Alabama 
shall be divided into three distinct departments, each of which shall be con- 
fided to a separate body of magistracy, to wit: Those which are legislative, 
to one; io which are executive, to another; and those which are judicial, 
to another. 


Section 38. In the government of this state, except in the instances in 
this Constitution hereinafter expressly directed or permitted, the legislative 
department shall never exercise the executive and judicial powers, or either 
of them; the executive shall never exercise the legislative and judicial pow- 
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ers, or either of them; the judicial shall never exercise the legislative and 
executive powers, or either of them; to the end that it may be a government 
of laws and not of men. 


ARTICLE IV. 
Legislative Department. 


Section 39. The legislative power of this state shall be vested in a leg- 
islature, which shall consist of a senate and a house of representatives. 


Section 40. Senators and representatives shall be elected by the quali- 
fied electors in every fourth year on the first Tuesday after the first Monday 
in November unless the legislature shall change the time of holding elec- 
tions. The terms of office of the senators and representatives shall com- 
mence on the day after the general election at which they are elected, and 
expire on the day after the general election held in the fourth year after 
their election, except as otherwise provided in this Constitution. 


Section 41. Whenever a vacancy occurs in either house of the legisla- 
ture the governor shall issue a writ of election within such time as may be 
provided by general law to fill such vacancy for the remainder of the term. 
All expenses of the election shall be paid by the state. If a legally qualified 
candidate for election to the vacancy is unopposed when the last date for 
filing for places on the ballot has passed, the election shall not be held, and 
a certificate of election shall be issued in the manner provided by law. 


Section 42. Senators shali be at least twenty-five years of age, and 
representatives twenty-one years of age at the time of their election. They 
shall have been citizens and residents of this state for three years and resi- 
dents of their jeqpectve districts for one year next before their election, if 
such district shall have been so long established; but if not, then of the 
district from which the same shall have been taken; and they shall reside in 
their respective districts during their terms of office. 


Section 43. All sessions of the legislature shall be held in the City of 
Montgomery at the capitol in the senate chamber and in the hall of the 
house of representatives, unless at any time it should from any cause be- 
come temporarily impracticable for the legislature to meet or remain at the 
capitol, in which case the governor may designate and provide a suitable 
place in the City of Montgomery for the meeting of the legislature and the 
transacting of business of the legislative department for such temporary 
time. 


Section 44. The legislature shall convene on the second Tuesday in 
January next succeeding their election and shall remain in session for not 
longer than ten consecutive calendar days. No business can be transacted at 
such sessions except the organization of the legislature, the election of of- 
ficers, the appointment of standing committees of the senate and the house 
of representatives for the ensuing four years, which election and appoint- 
ment may, however, also be made at such other times as may be necessary, 
the opening and publication of the returns and the ascertainment and dec- 
laration of the results of the election for governor, lieutenant governor, at- 
torney general, state auditor, secre of state, state treasurer, and commis- 
sioner of azriculture and industries, the election of such officers in the event 
of a tie vote, the determination of contested elections for such offices, the 
judging of the election returns and qualification of the members of the legis- 

ature, and the inauguration of the governor and the other elected state of- 
ficers whose terms of office are concurrent with that of the governor. 
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Section 45. At the beginning of each such organizational session, and 
at such other times as may be necessary, the senate shall elect one of its 
members president pro tempore thereof, to preside over its deliberations in 
the absence of the lieutenant governor, and the house of representatives 
shall elect one of its members as speaker, to preside over its deliberations. 
The president pro tempore of the senate and the speaker of the house of 
representatives shall each hold his respective office until his successor has 
been elected and qualified. Each house shall choose its own officers and 
shall judge of the election, returns, and qualifications of its members. 


Section 46. The legislature shall convene in regular sessions annually 
on the first Tuesday in February, or on such other day as may be prescribed 
by law, and such sessions shall be limited to 30 legislative days and 105 
calendar days. Special sessions of the legislature convened in the manner 
provided by this Constitution shall be limited to tweive iegisiative days and 


20 calendar dava. 


Section 47. Members of the legislature shall receive such compensa- 
tion and allowances as shall be established by the legislature by joint resolu- 
tion. Except, however, no legislature may increase the compensation or al- 
lowances of its members for the term in which they are serving at the time 
of passage of such joint resolution. Each legislature, prior to the adjourn- 
ment of the second or third regular session of the quadrennium, shall estab- 
lish the compensation and allowances of legislators elected to the next term. 
If such poaclusion is not adopted prior to adjournment of the third regular 
session of each quadrennium, the compensation and allowances of the mem- 
bers of the next legislature shall be the same as the members of that 
legislature. 


Section 48. A majority of each house shall constitute a quorum to do 
business; but a smaller number may adjourn from day to day and compel 
the attendance of absent members, in such manner and under such penal- 
ties as each house may provide. 


Section 49. Each house shall have power to determine the rules of its 
proceedings and to punish its members and other persons, for contempt or 
disorderly behavior in its presence; to enforce obedience to its processes; to 
protect its members against violence, or offers of bribes or corrupt solicita- 
tion; and with the concurrence of two-thirds of the house, to expel a mem- 
ber, but not a second time for the same offense; and the two houses shall 
have all the powers necessary for the legislature of a free state. 


Section 50. A member of the legislature, expelled for corruption, shall 
not thereafter be eligible to either house, and punishment for contempt or 
disorderly behavior shall not bar an indictment for the same offense. 


Section 51. Each house shall keep a journal of its proceedings and 
cause the same to be published immediately after its adjournment, except- 
ing such parts as, in its judgment, may require secrecy; and the yeas and 
nays of the members of either house on any question shall, at the request of 
one-tenth of the members present, be entered on the journal. Any member 
of either house shall have liberty to dissent from or protest against any act 
or resolution which he may think injurious to the public, or to an individual, 
and have the reason for his dissent entered on the journal. 


Section 52. Members of the legislature shall, in all cases, except trea- 
son, felony, violation of their oath of office, and breach of the peace, be 
privileged from arrest during their attendance at the session of their respec- 
tive houses, and in going to and returning from the same; and for any 
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speech or debate in either house shall not be questioned in any other place. 


Section 53. The doors of each house shall be opened except on such 
occasions as, in the opinion of the house, may require secrecy, but no person 
shall be admitted to the floor of either house while the same is in session, 
except members of the legislature, the officers, and employees of the two 
houses, the governor and his gore, representatives of the press, and 
other persons to whom either house, by unanimous vote, may extend the 
privileges of its floor. 


Section 54. Neither house shall, without consent of the other, adjourn 
for more than three days, nor to any other place than that in which they 
may be sitting except as otherwise provided in this Constitution. 


Section 55. No senator or representative shall, during the term for 
which he shall have been elected, be appointed to any office of profit under 
this state, which shall have been created, or the emoluments of which shall 
have been increased during such term, except such offices as may be filled 
by election by the people. 


Section 56. The style of the laws of this state shall be: “Be it enacted 
by the legislature of Alabama”, which need not be repeated, but the act 
shall be divided into sections for convenience, according to substance, and 
the sections designated merely by figures. Each law shall contain but one 
subject, which shall be clearly expressed in its title, except general appropri- 
ation bills, general revenue bills, and bills adopting a code, digest, or revi- 
sions of statutes; and no law shall be revived, amended, or the provisions 
thereof extended or conferred, by reference to its title only; but so much 
thereof as is revived, amended, extended, or conferred, shall be reenacted 
and published at length. 


Section 57. No law shall be passed except by bill, and no bill shall be 
so altered or amended on its passage through either house as to change its 
original purpose. 


Section 58. No bill shall become a law until it shall have been referred 
to a standing committee of each house, acted spon by such committee in 
session, and returned therefrom, which facts shall affirmatively appear upon 
the journal of each house. 


Section 59. Every bill shall be read on three different days in each 
house, and no bill shall become a law, unless on its final passage it be read 
at length, and the vote be taken by yeas and nays, the names of the mem- 
bers voting for and against the same be entered upon the journals, and a 
majority of each house be recorded thereon as voting in its favor, except as 
otherwise provided in this Comapation: povided that either house may dis- 
pense with the reading at length required by this section by unanimous con- 
sent, which fact shall also be entered in the journal. 


Section 60. No amendment to bills shall be adopted except by a ma- 
jority of the house wherein the same is offered, nor unless the amendment 
with the names of those voting for and against the same shall be entered at 
length on the journal of the house in which the same is adopted, and no 
amendment to bills by one house shall be concurred in by the other, unless 
a vote be taken by yeas and nays, and the names of the members voting for 
and against the same be recorded at length on the journal; and no report of 
a committee of conference shall be adopted in either house, except upon a 
vote taken by yeas and nays, and entered on the journal, as herein provided 
for the adoption of amendments. 
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Section 61. The legislature shall have no power to authorize lotteries 
or gift enterprises except for charitable purposes, and shall pass laws to pro- 
hibit the sale in this state of lottery or gift enterprise tickets, or tickets in 
any scheme in the nature of a lottery. 


Section 62. The presiding officer of each house shall, in the presence 
of the house over which he presides, sign all bills and joint resolutions 
passed by the legislature, after the same shall have been publicly read at 
length immediately before signing, and the fact of reading and signing shall 
be entered upon the journal; but the reading at length may be dispensed 
with by a two-thirds vote of a quorum present, which fact shall also be en- 
tered on the journal. 


Section 63. The legislature shall prescribe by law the number, duties, 
and compensation of the officers and empioyees of each house, aiid ino pay- 
ment shall be made from the state treasury or be in any way authorized to 
any person except to an acting ofticer or empioyee elected or appuinied in 
pursuance of law. 


Section 64. The legislature shall have no power to grant or to author- 
ize or require any county or municipal authority to grant, nor shall any 
county or municipal authority have power to grant, any extra compensation, 
fee, or allowance to any pau officer, servant, or employee, agent or con- 
tractor, after service shall have been rendered or contract made, nor to in- 
crease or decrease the fees and compensation of such officers during their 
terms of office; nor shall any officer of the state bind the state to the pay- 
ment of any sum of money but by authority of law; provided this section 
shall not prevent the legislature from increasing retirement benefits to those 
eligible for retirement benefits. 


Section 65. All bills for raising revenue shail originate in the house of 
representatives. The senate may propose amendments to such bills. 


Section 66. The general appropriation bills shall embrace nothing but 
appropriations for the ordinary expenses of the executive, legislative, and 
judicial departments of the state, for interest on the public debt, and for the 
public schools. In the event the legislature fails to pass such general appro- 
priation bills for any fiscal year, which failure is not due to the governor’s 
veto, the current appropriations for such expenses and departments, except 
capital outlay, one-time and conditional appropriations whether or not they 
have been paid, shall continue in full force and effect and in the same 
amounts as they were on the last day of the current fiscal year until the 
legislature enacts new appropriation laws to supersede the continuing ap- 

ropriations provided for herein. The salary of no officer or employee shall 
increased in such bills, nor shall any appropriation be made therein for 
any officer or employee unless his employment and the amount of his salary 
have already been provided for by law. All other appropriations shall be 
made by separate bills, each embracing but one subject. 


Section 67. No money shall be paid out of the treasury except upon 
appropriations made by law and on warrant drawn by the proper officer in 
pursuance thereof; and a regular statement and account of receipts and ex- 
penditures of all public moneys shall be published annually, in such manner 
as may be by law directed. 


Section 68. No appropriation shall be made to any charitable or edu- 
cational institution not under the absolute control of the state, except by a 
vote of two-thirds of all members elected to each house. 


Section 69. When the legislature shall be convened in special session, 
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there shall be no legislation upon subjects other than those designated in 
the proclamation of the governor calling such session, except by a vote of 
two-thirds of each house. 


Section 70. No act of the legislature changing the seat of government 
of the state shall become a law until the same shall have been submitted to 
the qualified electors of the state at a general election, and approved by a 
majority of such electors voting on the same; and such act shall specify the 
proposed new location. 


Section 71. The legislature shall prescribe by law a code of ethics for 
all members of the legislature and other public officers and employees 
prohibiting conflict between public duty and private interest, prohibiting 
bribery and the solicitation of bribes, and providing penalties for the viola- 
tion of such code. 


Section 72. A member of the legislature who has a personal or private 
interest in any measure or bill proposed or pending before the legislature, 
shall disclose the fact to the house of which he is a member, and shall not 
vote thereon. 


Section 73. In all elections by the legislature the members shall vote 
viva voce, and the votes shall be entered on the journal. 


Section 74. It shall be the duty of the legislature, to make provision 
by law for revising, digesting, and promulgating the public statutes of this 
state, of a general nature, both civil and criminal. 


Section 75. The legislature may require the state and counties to 
make adequate provisions for the maintenance of the poor. 


Section 76. The legislature shall not have power to authorize any 
county or municipal governing poey to pass any laws inconsistent with the 
general laws applicable to the whole state. 


Section 77. The legislature shall provide by law for the exemption of 
personal property and of homesteads from forced sale for the payment of 
debts and shall by law prescribe such rules and regulations as may havieces: 
aay to ascertain the value of real and personal property so exempted from 
sale. 


Section 78. There can be no law of this state impairing the obligation 
of contracts by destroying or impairing the remedy for their enforcement; 
and the legislature shall have no power to revive any right or remedy which 
may have become barred by lapse of time, or by any statute of this state. 
After suit has been commenced on any cause of action, the legislature shall 
have no power to take away such cause of action, or destroy any existing 
defense to such suit. 


Section 79. The legislature shall not enact any law not applicable to 
all the counties in the state regulating costs and charges of courts, provided 
that all general and local laws validly enacted under the provisions of the 
Constitution of 1901, was amended, providing for court costs in any county 
ine continue in effect until they are repealed or expire by their own 
imitations. 


Section 80. The legislature shall not authorize payment to any person 
of the salary of a deceased officer beyond the date of his death. 


Section 81. The legislature shall not retire any officer on pay, or part 
pay, or make any grant to such retiring officer. 
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Section 82. Lands belonging to or under the control of the state shall 
never be donated, directly or indirectly, to private corporations, partner- 
ships, associations, or persons, or railroad companies; nor shall such lands 
be-sold to corporations or associations for a less price than that for which 
they are subject to sale to individuals; provided, that nothing contained in 
this section shall prevent the legislature from granting a right of way, not 
exceeding one hundred and twenty-five feet in width, as a mere easement, 
for railroads or ci os or telephone lines across state land, and the legis- 
lature shall never dispose of the land covered by such right of way except 
subject to such easement. 


Section 83. No obligation or liability of any person, association, or cor- 
poration held or owned by this state, or by any county or other municipality 
thereof, shall ever be remitted, released, or cpenisenee or in any way dimin- 
ished by the legislature; nor shall such liability or obligation be extinguished 
eacept by payment thereof nor shall auch liahilitv or obligation be ex- 
changed or transferred except upon payment of its face value; provided, 
that this section shall not prevent the legislature from providing by general 
law for the compromise of doubtful claims. 


Section 84. No state or county official shall, at any time during his 
term of office, accept, either directly or indirectly, any fee, money, office, 
appointment, employment, reward, or thing of value, or of personal advan- 
tage, or the promise thereof, to lobby for or against any measure pending 
before the legislature, or to give or withhold his influence to secure the pas- 
sage or defeat of any such measure. 


Section 85. The legislature shall provide by law for the regulation, 
prohibition, or reasonable restraint of common carriers, partnerships, as- 
sociations, trusts, monopolies, and combinations of capital, so as to prevent 
them or any of them from making scarce articles of necessity, trade, or com- 
merce, or from increasing unreasonably the cost thereof to the consumer, or 
preventing reasonable competition in any calling, trade, or business. 


Section 86. The legislature shall not pass a special, private, or local 
law in any of the following cases: 


(1) Granting a divorce; 

(2) Relieving any minor of the disabilities of nonage; 

(3) Providing for the adoption of legitimizing of any child; 
(4) Establishing rules of descent or distribution; 


" (5) Regulating the time within which a civil or criminal action may be 
egun; 


(6) Providing for the sale of the property of any individual or estate; 
(7) Regulating the rate of interests; 

(8) Fixing the punishment of crime; 

(9) Regulating either the assessment or collection of taxes; 

(10) Giving effect to an invalid will, deed, or other instrument; 

(11) Creating, extending, or impairing any lien; 

(12) Missing 

(13) Increasing the jurisdiction and fees of constables; 
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(14) Establishing separate school districts; 

(15) Establishing separate stock districts; 

(16) Exempting property from taxation or from levy or sale; 
(17) Exempting any person from jury, or other civil duty; 
(18) Remitting fines, penalties, or forfeitures; 


(19) Providing for the conduct of elections or designating places of vot- 
ing, or changing the boundaries of wards, precincts, or districts, except in 
the event of the organization of new counties, or the changing of the lines of 
old counties; 


(20) Restoring the right to vote to persons convicted of felonies involv- 
ing moral turpitude; 


(21) Declaring who shall be liners between precincts or between 
counties. 


The legislature shall pass general laws for the cases enumerated in this 
section, provided that nothing in this section or article shall affect the right 
of the legislature to enact local laws regulating or prohibiting the liquor 
traffic; but on such local law shall be enacted unless notice s have been 
given as required in section 88 of this constitution. 


Section 87. No special, private, or local law shall be enacted in any 
case which is provided for by a general law, or when the relief sought can be 
given by any court of this state; and the courts, and not the legislature shall 
Judge as to whether the matter of said law is provided for by a general law, 
and as to whether the relief sought can be given by any court; nor shall the 
legislature indirectly enact any such special, private, or local law by the par- 
tial repeal of a general law nor shall the legislature enact a special, private 
or local law granting, amending, confirming, or extending the charter of any 
private or municipal corporation, or remitting the forfeiture thereof. 


Section 88. No special, private, or local law shall be passed on any 
subject unless notice of the intention to apply therefor shall have been pub- 
lished, without cost to the state, in the county or counties where the matter 
or thing to be affected may be situated, which notice shall state the sub- 
stance of the proposed law and be published at least once a week for four 
consecutive weeks in some newspaper published in such county or counties 
or if there is no newspaper ear aes therein, then by posting the said no- 
tice for two consecutive weeks at five different places in the county or coun- 
ties prior to the introduction of the bill; and proof that said notice has been 
given shall be exhibited to each house of the legislature through a certifica- 
tion by the clerk of the house or secretary of the senate that notice and 
proof was attached to the subject local legislation and the notice and proof 
shall be attached to the original copy of the subject bill and shall be filed in 
the department of archives and history where it shall constitute a public 
record. The courts shall pronounce void every special, private, or local law 
which the journals do not affirmatively show was passed in accordance with 
the provisions of this section. 


Section 89. The legislature shall not, by a special, private, or local law, 
repeal or modify any special, private, or local law except upon notice being 
given and shown as provided in the last section. 


Section 90. The operation of a general law shall not be suspended for 
the benefit of any individual, private corporation, or association; nor shall 
any individual, private corporation or association be exempted from the op- 
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eration of any general law except as in this article otherwise provided. 


Section 91. A general law is a law which in its terms and effect applies 
either to the whole state, or to one or more municipalities of the state less 
than the whole in a class. A general law applicable to such a class of munici- 
palities shall define the class on the basis of criteria reasonably related to 
the purpose of the law. The legislature may enact and change from time to 
time a general schedule of not more than eight classes of municipalities 
based on population according to any designated federal decennial census, 
and general laws for any purpose may thereafter be enacted for any such 
class. Any law heretofore enacted which complies with the provisions of this 
section shall be considered a general law. No general law which at the time 
of its enactment applies to only one municipality of the state shall be en- 
acied, uniess notice of the intention te annly therefor shall have been given 
and shown as provided in section 88 of this Constitution for special, private 
or locai iaws; provided, that such notice ehell not he dammed to constitute 
such law a local law. A special or private law is one which applies to an 
individual, association or corporation. A local law is a law which is not a 


general law or special or private law. 


Section 92. No bill introduced as a general law in either house of the 
legislature shall be so amended on its passage as to become a special, pri- 
vate or local law. ; 


ARTICLE V. 
Executive Department. 


Section 93. The executive depariment shall consist of a governor, lieu- 
tenant governor, attorney general, state auditor, secretary of state, state 
treasurer, commissioner of agriculture and industries, and a sheriff for each 
county. 


Section 94. The supreme executive power of this state shall be vested 
a > chief magistrate, who shall be styled “The Governor of the State of 
ama”. 


Section 95. The governor, lieutenant governor, attorney general, state 
auditor, secre of state, state treasurer, and commissioner of agriculture 
and industries shall be elected by the qualified electors of the state at the 
same time and places appointed for the election of members of the 
legislature. 


Section 96. The returns of every election for governor, lieutenant gov- 
ernor, attorney pooeral state auditor, secretary of state, state treasurer, and 
commissioner of agriculture and industries shall be sealed up and transmit- 

by the returning officers to the seat of povepaesib directed to the 
speaker of the house of representatives, who shall, during the first week of 

e session to which such returns shall be made, open and publish them in 
the presence of both houses of the legislature in joint convention; but the 
speaker’s duty and the duty of the joint convention shall be purely ministe- 
rial. The result of the election shall be ascertained and declared by the 
speaker from the face of the returns without delay. The person having the 
highest number of votes for any one of said offices shall be declared duly 
elected; but if two or more persons shall have an equal and the highest 
number of votes for the same office, the legislature by joint vote, without 
delay, shall choose one of said persons for said office. Contested elections for 
governor, lieutenant governor, attorney general, state auditor, secretary of 
state, state treasurer, and commission of agriculture and industries, shall be 
determined by both houses of the legislature in such manner as may be 
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prescribed by law. 


Section 97. The governor, lieutenant governor, attorney general, state 
auditor, secretary of state, state treasurer and commissioner of agriculture 
and industries shall hold their respective offices for the term of four years 
from noon on the first Monday after the second Tuesday in January next 
succeeding their election and until their successors shall be elected and 
qualified. Each of said officers shall be eligible to succeed himself in office, 
but ae person shall be eligible to succeed himself for more than one addi- 
tional term. ; 


Section 98. The governor and lieutenant governor shall each be at 
least thirty years of age when elected, and shall have been citizens of the 
United States ten years and resident citizens of this state at least seven 
years next before the date of their election. 


Section 99. The lieutenant governor shall be ex officio president of the 
senate, but shall have no right to vote except in the event of a tie. 


Section 100. The governor, lieutenant governor, attorney general, 
state auditor, secretary of state, state treasurer, and commissioner of agri- 
culture and industries, shall receive compensation to be fixed by law, which 
shall not be increased or diminished during the term for which they shall 
have been elected, and shall, except the lieutenant governor, reside at the 
state capital during the time they continue in office. The compensation of 
the lieutenant governor shall be the same as that received by the speaker of 
the house, except while serving as governor, during which time his compen- 
sation shall be the same as that allowed the governor. 


Section 101. The governor shall take care that the laws be faithfully 
executed. 


Section 102. The governor may require information in writing, under 
oath, from the officers of the executive department, named in this article, or 
created by statute, on any subject, relating to the duties of their respective 
offices, and he may at any time require information in writing, under oath, 
from all officers and managers of state institutions, upon any subject relat- 
ing to the condition, management and expenses of their respective offices 
and institutions. Any such officer or manager who makes a willfully false 
report or fails without sufficient excuse to make the required report on de- 
mand, is guilty of an impeachable offense. 


Section 103. The governor may, by proclamation, on extraordinary oc- 
casions, convene the legislature and he shall state specifically in such proc- 
lamation each matter concerning which the action of that body is deemed 
necessary. 


Section 104. The governor shall, from time to time, give to the legisla- 
ture information of the state of the government, and recommend for its con- 
sideration such measures as he may deem expedient; and at the commence- 
ment of each regular session of the legislature, and at the close of his term 
of office, he shall give information by written message of the condition of 
the state; and he shall account to the legislature, as may be prescribed by 
law, for all moneys received and paid out by him or by his order; and at the 
commencement of each regular session he shall present to the legislature 
estimates of the amount of money required to be raised by taxation for all 
purposes. 


Section 105. The governor shall have power to grant reprieves and 
commutations to persons under sentence of death. The legislature shall 
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have power to provide for and to regulate the administration of pardons, 
paroles remission of fines and forfeitures, and may authorize the courts hav- 
ing criminal jurisdiction to suspend sentence and to order probation. No 
pardon shall relieve from civil and political disabilities unless specifically 
expressed in the pardon. 


Section 106. Every bill which shall have passed both houses of the leg- 
islature, except as otherwise provided in this Constitution, shall be 
presented to the governor; if he approves, he shall sign it; but if not, he shall 
return it with his objections to the house in which it originated, which shall 
enter the objections at large upon the journal and proceed to reconsider it. 
If the governor’s message proposes no amendment which would remove his 
objections to the bill, the house in which the bill originated may proceed to 
reconsider it, and if a majority of ihe whole number elected to that house 
vote for the passage of the bill, it shall be sent to the other house, which 
shall in like manner reconsider, and if a majurity of the whole number 
elected to that house vote for the passage of the bill, the same shall become 
a law, notwithstanding the governor’s veto. If the governor’s message pro- 
poses amendment which would remove his objections, the house to which it 
is sent may so amend the bill and send it with the governor’s message to the 
other house, which may adopt, but cannot amend, said amendment; and 
both houses concurring in the amendment, the bill shall again be sent to the 
governor and acted on by him as other bills. If the house to which the bill is 
returned refuses to make such amendments, it shall proceed to reconsider 
it; and if a majority of the whole number elected to that house shall vote for 
the passage of the bill, it shall be sent with the objections to the other 
house, by which it shall likewise be reconsidered, and if approved by a ma- 
jority of the whole number elected to that house, it shall become a law. If 
the house to which the bill is returned makes the amendment, and the other 
house declines to pass the same, that house shall proceed to reconsider it, as 
though the bill had originated therein, and such proceedings shall be taken 
thereon as above provided. In every such case the vote of both houses shall 
be determined by yeas and nays, and the names of the members voting for 
or against the bill shall be entered upon the journals of each house, respec- 
tively. If any bill shall not be returned by the governor within six days, 
Sunday excepted, after it shall have been presented, the same shall become 
a law in like manner as if he had signed it, unless the legislature, by its 
adjournment, prevent the return, in which case it shall not be a law; but 
when return is prevented by recess, such bill must be returned to the house 
in which it originated within two days after the reassembling, otherwise it 
shall become a law, but bills presented to the governor within five days 
before the final adjournment of the legislature may be approved by the gov- 
ernor at any time within ten days after such adjournment, and if approved 
and deposited with the secretary of state within that time shall become law. 
Every vote, order, or resolution to which concurrence of both houses may be 
necessary, except on questions of adjournment and the bringing on of elec- 
tions by the two houses, and amending this Constitution, shall be presented 
to the governor; and, before the same shall take effect, be approved by him; 
or, being disapproved, shall be repassed by both houses according to the 
rules and limitations prescribed in the case of a bill. 


Section 107. The governor shall have power to approve or disapprove 
any item or items of any appropriation bill embracing distinct items, and 
the part or the parts of the bill approved shall be the law, and the item or 
items disapproved shall be void, unless repassed according to the rules and 
limitations prescribed for the passage of bills over the executive veto; and 
he shall in writing state specifically the item or items he disapproves, set- 
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ting the same out in full in his message, but in such case the enrolled bill 
shall not be returned with the governor’s objection. 


Section 108. In case of the governor’s removal from office, death or 
resignation, the lieutenant governor shall become governor. If both the gov- 
ernor and lieutenant governor be removed from office, die or resign more 
than sixty days prior to the next general election, at which any state officers 
are to be elected, a governor and lieutenant ‘governor shall be elected at 
such election for the unexpired term, and in the event of a vacancy in the 
office, caused by the removal from office, death or resignation of the gover- 
nor and lieutenant governor, pending such vacancy and until their succes- 
sors shall be elected and qualified, the office of governor shall be held and 
administered by either the president pro tempore of the senate, speaker of 
the house of representatives, attorney general, state auditor, secretary of 
state, or state treasurer in the order herein named. In case of the impeach- 
ment of the governor, his absence from the state for more than twenty days, 
unsoundness of mind, or other disability, the power and authority of the 
office shall, until the governor is acquitted, returns to the state, or is re- 
stored to his mind, or relieved from other disability, devolve in the order 
herein named, upon the lieutenant governor, president pro tempore of the 
senate, speaker of the house of representatives, attorney general, state audi- 
tor, secretary of state, and state treasurer. If any of these officers be under 
any of the disabilities herein specified, the office of the governor shall be 
under any of the disabilities herein specified, the office of the governor shall 
be administered in the order named by such of these officers as may be free 
from such disability. If the governor shall be absent from the state over 
twenty days, the secretary of state shall notify the lieutenant governor, who 
shall enter upon the duties of governor; if both the governor and lieutenant 
governor shall be absent from the state over twenty days, the secretary of 
state shall notify the president pro tempore of the senate, who shall enter 
upon the duties of governor, and so on, in case of such absence, he shall 
notify each of the other officers named in their order, who shall discharge 
the duties of the office until the governor or other officer entitled to admin- 
ister the office in succession to the governor returns. If the governor-elect 
fails or refuses from any cause to qualify, the lieutenant governor-elect shall 
qualify and exercise the duties of governor until the governor-elect qualifies; 
and in the event both the governor-elect and the lieutenant governor-elect 
from any cause fail to qualify, the president pro tempore of the senate, the 
speaker of the house of representatives, the attorney general, state auditor, 
secretary of state, and state treasurer, shall, in like manner, in the order 
named, administer the office until the governor-elect or lieutenant governor- 
elect qualifies. 


Section 109. If the governor or other officer administering the office 
shall appear to be of unsound mind, it shall be the duty of the supreme 
court of Alabama, at any regular term, or at any special term, which it is 
hereby authorized to call for that purpose, upon request in writing, verified 
by their affidavits, of any two of the officers named in section 108 of this 
Constitution, not next in succession to the office of governor, to ascertain 
the mental condition of the governor or other officer administering the of- 
fice, and if he is adjudged to be of unsound mind, to so decree, a copy of 
which decree, duly certified, shall be filed in the office of the secretary of 
state; and in the event of such adjudication, it shall be the duty of the of- 
ficer next in succession to perform the duties of the office until the governor 
or other officer administering the office is restored to his mind. If the in- 
cumbent denies that the governor or other person entitled to administer the 
office has been restored to his mind, the supreme court, at the instance of 
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any officer named in section 108 of this Constitution, shall ascertain the 
truth concerning the same, and if the officer has been restored to his mind, 
shall so adjudge and file a duly certified copy of its decree with the secretary 
of state; and in the event of such adjudication, the office shall be restored to 
him. The supreme court shall prescribe the method of taking testimony and 
the rules of practice in such proceedings, which rule shall include a provi- 
sion for the service of notice of such proceedings on the governor or person 
acting as governor. 


Section 110. The lieutenant governor, president pro tempore of the 
senate, speaker of the house, attorney general, state auditor, secretary of 
state, or state treasurer, while administering the office of governor, shall re- 
ceive like compensation as that prescribed by law for the governor, and no 
ULHe:, 

Section 111. No person shall, at the same time, hold the office of gov- 
ernor and any other office under this state or the United States excepi ser- 
vice in the military forces of the United States and except as otherwise pro- 
vided in this Constitution. 


Section 112. The governor shall be commander-in-chief of the militia 
of this state, except when they shall be called into the service of the United 
States, and he may call out the same to execute the laws, suppress insurrec- 
tion, and repel invasion, but need not command in person unless directed to 
do so by resolution of the legislature. 


Section 113. No person shall be eligible to the office of attorney gen- 
eral, state auditor, secretary of state, state treasurer, or commissioner of ag- 
riculture and industries unless he shall have been a citizen of the United 
States at least seven years, and shall have resided in this state at least five 
years next preceding his election, and shall be at least twenty-five years old 
when elected. 


Section 114. There shall be a seal of the state, which shall be used 
officially by the governor, and the seal now in use shall continue to be used 
until another shall have been adopted by the legislature. The seal shall be 
called “The Great Seal of the State of Alabama”. 


Section 115. The secretary of state shall be the custodian of the great 
seal of the state, and shall authenticate therewith all official acts of the gov- 
ernor, except his approval of laws, resolutions, appointments to office, and 
administrative orders. He shall keep a register of the official acts of the 
governor, and when necessary, shall attest them, and lay copies of same to- 
Aatersd with copies of all pancss relative thereto, before either house of the 
egislature, when required to do so, and shall perform such other duties as 
may be prescribed by law. 


Section 116. All grants and commissions shall be issued in the name 
and by the authority of the State of Alabama, sealed with the great seal of 
the state, signed by the governor and countersigned by the secretary of 
state. 


Section 117. Should the office of attorney general, state auditor, secre- 
tary of state, state treasurer, or commissioner of agriculture and industries 
become vacant from any cause, the governor shall fill such vacancy until the 
disability is removed or a successor elected and qualified. In case any of said 
officers shall become of unsound mind, such unsoundness shall be ascer- 
tained by the supreme court upon the suggestion of the governor. 


Section 118. The attorney general, state auditor, secretary of state, 
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state treasurer, and commissioner of agriculture and industries shall per- 
form such duties as may be prescribed by law. The state treasurer and state 
auditor shall, every year, at a time fixed by the legislature, make a full and 
complete report to the governor, showing the receipts and disbursements of 
every character, all claims audited and paid out, by items, and all taxes and 
revenues collected and paid into the treasury, and the sources thereof. They 
shall make reports more often upon any matters pertaining to their offices if 
required by the governor or the legislature. The attorney general, state au- 
ditor, secretary of state, state treasurer, and commissioner of agriculture 
and industries shall not receive to their use any fees, costs, perquisites of 
office or other compensation than the salaries prescribed by law, and all fees 
that may be payable for any services performed by such officers shall be at 
once paid into the state treasury. The legislature may require the attorney 
general to defend any or all suits brought against the state, or any subdivi- 
sion thereof, or against any state school board or state board of education, 
or against any county or city school board or board of education, or against 
like boards or commissions by whatever name designated, or against any 
members, officers, or employees of any such boards, or against any school 
official or employee throughout Alabama. 


Section 119. A sheriff shall be elected in each county by qualified elec- 
tors thereof who shall hold office for a term of four years unless sooner re- 
moved, and he shall be eligible to such office as his own successor. When- 
ever any prisoner is taken from jail, or from the custody of any sheriff or his 
deputy, and put to death, or suffers grievous bodily harm, owing to the neg- 
lect, connivance, cowardice, or other grave fault of the sheriff, such sheriff 
may be impeached, under section 143 of this Constitution. If the sheriff be 
impeached, and thereupon convicted, he shall not be eligible to hold any 
office in this state pian | the time for which he had been elected or ap- 
pointed to serve as sheriff. 


ARTICLE VI. 
Judicial Department. 


Section 120. (a) Except as otherwise provided by this Constitution, 
the judicial power of the state shall be vested exclusively in a unified judi- 
cial system which shall consist of a supreme court, a court of criminal ap- 
peals, a court of civil appeals, a trial court of general jurisdiction known as 
the circuit court, a trial court of limited jurisdiction known as the district 
port a probate court and such municipal courts as may be provided by 
aw. 


(b) The legislature may create judicial offices with authority to issue 
warrants and may vest in administrative agencies established by law such 
judicial powers as may be reasonably necessary as an incident to the accom- 
plishment of the purposes for which the agencies are created. 


Section 121. (a) The supreme court shall be the highest court of the 
state and shall consist of one chief justice and such number of associate 
justices as may be prescribed by law. 


(b) The supreme court shall have original jurisdiction (1) of cases and 
controversies as provided by this Constitution, (2) to issue such remedial 
writs or orders as may be necessary to give it general supervision and con- 
trol of courts of inferior jurisdiction, and (3) to answer questions of state 
law certified by a court of the United States. 


(c) The supreme court shall have such appellate jurisdiction as may be 
provided by law. 
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Section 122. (a) The court of criminal appeals shall consist of such 
number of judges as may be provided by law and shall exercise aupellate 
jurisdiction under such terms and conditions as shall be provided by law 
and by rules of the supreme court. 


(b) The court of civil appeals shall consist of such number of judges as 
may be provided by law and shall exercise appelate jurisdiction under such 
terms and conditions as shall be provided by law and by rules of the su- 
preme court. 


(c) The court of criminal appeals and the court of civil appeals shall 
have no original jurisdiction except the power to issue all writs necessary or 
appropriate in aid of appellate jurisdiction of the courts of appeals. 


(d) The court of criminal appeals shall have and exercise original juris- 
diction in the issuance and determination of writs of quo warranto and 
mandamus in relation to matters in which said court has appellate jurisdic- 
tion. Said court shall have authority to issue writs of injunction, habeas 
corpus and such other remedial and original writs as are necessary to give it 
a general superintendence and control of jurisdiction inferior to it and in 
matters over which it has exclusive appellate jurisdiction; to punish for con- 
tempts by the infliction of a fine as high as one hundred dollars, and impris- 
onment not exceeding ten days, one or both, and to exercise such other 
powers as may be given to said court by law. 


Section 123. (a) The state shall be divided into judicial circuits. For 
each circuit, there shall be one circuit court having such divisions and con- 
sisting of such number of judges as shall be provided by law. 


(b) The circuit court shall exercise general jurisdiction in all cases ex- 
cept as may otherwise be provided by law. The circuit court may be author- 
ized by law to review decisions of state administrative agencies and deci- 
sions of inferior courts. It shall have authority to issue such writs as may be 
necessary or appropriate to effectuate its powers, and shall have such other 
powers as may be provided by law. 


Section 124. The district court shall be a court of limited jurisdiction 
and shall exercise uniform original jurisdiction in such cases, and within 
such geographical boundaries, as shall be prescribed by law, provided that 
the district court shall hold court in each county seat and at such other 
places as prescribed by law. The district court shall have jurisdiction of all 
cases arising under ordinances of municipalities in which there is no munici- 
pal court and shall hold court in each incorporated municipality of a popu- 
lation of 1000 or more where there is no municipal court at places pre- 
scribed by law. The revenue from fines, forfeitures and court costs produced 
in district courts from the exercise of jurisdiction under municipal ordi- 
nances shall be apportioned between the municipality and the state as shall 
be provided by law. 


Section 125. There shall be a probate court in each county which shall 
have general jurisdiction of orphans’ business, and of adoptions, and with 
power to een letters testamentary, and of administration, and of guardian- 
ships, and shall have such further jurisdiction as may be provided by law, 
provided, that whenever the circuit court has taken jurisdiction of the set- 
tlement of any estate, it shall have power to do all things necessary for the 
settlement of such estate, including the appointment and removal of admin- 
istrators, executors, guardians, and trustees and including action upon the 
resignation of either of them. 


Section 126. (a) All municipal courts shall have uniform original juris- 
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diction limited to cases arising under municipal ordinances as prescribed by 
law. Judges of municipal courts shall be licensed to practice law in the state 
and have such other qualifications as the legislature may prescribe. A mu- 
nicipal judge may serve as a judge of more than one municipal court. Ex- 
penses of municipal courts and compensation of municipal judges shall be 
paid in a manner prescribed by law. Municipal judges Phall be appointed 
and vacancies filled by the governing body of the municipality, in accor- 
dance with uniform terms, conditions and procedures as may be provided 
by mi notwithstanding the provisions of sections 134, 135 and 136 of this 
article. 


(b) The governing body of a municipality shall have the right to elect at 
any time to abolish the municipal court within its limits. If such election is 
exercised, the jurisdiction of the court abolished shall be transferred to the 
district court of the district in which the municipality is located. The gov- 
erning body of a municipality, may, at its election, reestablish a municipal 
court after appropriate notice. 


Section 127. Judges of the supreme court, courts of appeals, circuit 
court and district court shall be licensed to practice law in this state and 
have such other qualifications as the legislature may prescribe. Judges of 
the probate court shall have such qualifications as may be provided by law. 


Section 128. (a) No judge of any court of this state, except a munici- 

pal judge, shall, during his continuance in office, engage in the practice of 
w and no judge of any court of this state shall receive any remuneration 
for his judicial service except the salary and allowances authorized by law. 


(b) No judge, except a judge of a probate court, or municipal court, 
shall seek or accept any nonjudicial elective office, or hold any other office 
of public trust, excepting service in the military forces of the state or federal 
governments. 


(c) The supreme court shall adopt rules of conduct and canons of eth- 
ics, not inconsistent with the provisions of this Constitution, for the judges 
of all courts of this State. 


Section 129. (a) A state judicial compensation commission is hereby 
created which shall recommend the salary and expense allowances to be 
paid from the state treasury for all the judges of this state except for judges 
of municipal courts and judges of the probate courts. The commission shall 
consist of five members; one shall be appointed by the governor, one by the 
president of the senate, one by the epeskes of the house, and two by the 
governing body of the Alabama state bar. 


(b) Members of the judicial compensation commission shall serve for 
terms of four years. Any vacancy on the commission shall be filled in the 
same manner in which such positions was originally filled. The legislature 
shall appropriate sufficient funds for the expenses of the commission. 


(c) No member of the commission shall hold any other public office, or 
office in any political party, and no member of the commission shall be eli- 
gible for appointment to a state judicial office so long as he is a member of 
the commission and for two years thereafter. 


(d) The commission may submit a report to the legislature at any time 
within the first five calendar days of any session. The recommendations of 
the commission shall become law upon confirmation by a joint resolution or 
such recommendations may be altered by an act or a joint resolution of the 
legislature at the session to which the report is submitted; provided, how- 
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ever, that, as thus fixed, such compensation shall not become effective until 
the first day of the fiscal year next following. The compensation of a judge 
shall not be diminished during his official term. 


Section 130. The chief justice of the supreme court shall be the ad- 
ministrative head of the judicial system. He shall appoint an administrative 
director of courts and other needed personnel to assist him with his admin- 
istrative tasks. The chief justice may assign appellate justices and judges to 
any appellate court for temporary service as trial judges, supernumerary 
justices and judges, and retired trial judges and retired appellate judges for 
temporary service in any court. Adequate and reasonable financing for the 
entire unified judicial system shall be provided. Adequate and reasonable 
appropriations shall be made by the legislature for the entire unified judi- 
cial system, exclusive of probate courts and municipal courts. The legisla- 
ture shall receive recommendations for appropriations for the triai couris 
fram the administrative director of courts and for the appellate courts from 
each such court. 


Section 131. The supreme court shall make and promulgate rules gov- 
erning the administration of all courts and rules governing practice and pro- 
cedures in all courts; provided, however, that such rules shall not abridge, 
enlarge or modify the substantive right of any party nor affect the jurisdic- 
tion of circuit and district courts or venue of actions therein; and provided, 
further, that the right of trial by j as at common law and declared by 
section 11 of this Constitution shall be preserved to the parties inviolate. 
These rules may be changed by a general act of statewide application. 


Section 132. The power to change the venue in civil and criminal 
causes is vested in the courts, to be exercised in such manner as shall be 
provided by general law. 


Section 133. (a) The supreme court shall establish criteria for deter- 
mining the number and boundaries of judicial circuits and districts, and the 
number of judges needed in each circuit and district. If the supreme court 
finds that a need exists for increasing or decreasing the number of circuit or 
district judges, or for changing the boundaries of judicial circuits or dis- 
tricts, it shall, at the penne of any session of the legislature, certify its 
findings and recommendations to the legislature. 


(b) If a bill is introduced at any session of the legislature to increase or 
decrease the number of circuit or district judges, or to change the bounda- 
ries of any judicial circuit or district, the supreme court must, within three 
weeks, report to the legislature its recommendations on the proposed 
change. No change shall be made in the number of circuit or district judges, 
or the boundaries of any judicial circuit or district unless authorized by an 
act adopted after the recommendation of the supreme court on such propo- 
sal has been filed with the legislature. 


(c) An act decreasing the number of circuit or district judges shall not 
affect the right of any judge to hold his office for his full term. 


Section 134. All judges shall be elected by vote of the electors within 
the territorial jurisdiction of their respective courts. 


Section 135. The office of a judge shall be vacant if he dies, resigns, 
retires, or is removed. Vacancies in any judicial office shall be filled by ap- 
pointment by the governor, provided, however, that the procedure and au- 
thority for filling judicial vacancies as provided in amendments 83, 110, 328, 
334 and 408 of the Constitution of 1901 shall be continued. A judge, other 
than a probate judge, appointed to fill a vacancy, shall serve the remainder 
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of the unexpired term or a term lasting until the first Monday after the 
second Tuesday in January following the next general election held after he 
has completed one year in office whichever is shorter. At such election such 
judicial office shall be filled for a full term of office. Upon the creation of a 
new judgeship pursuant to the provision of this constitution, such judgeship 
shall initially be filled as if a vacancy existed in such judgeship. 


Section 136. (a) The term of office of each judge of a court of the judi- 
cial system of this state shall be six years. 


(b) A law reducing the number of judges of the supreme court or of a 
court of appeals shall be without preiudice to the right of the judges af- 
fected to seek retention in office. The reduction shall become effective when 
a vacancy in the affected court occurs. 


Section 137. The legislature shall provide by law for the retirement of 
judges, with such conditions, retirement benefits, and pensions for them and 
their dependents as it may prescribe. 


Section 138. (a) A judicial Beauty commission is created consisting of 
seven members. The supreme court shall appoint one appellate justice or 
judge and the circuit judges’ association s: appoint two judges of the cir- 
cuit court as members of the commission. The shaped shall appoint two 
pone who are not lawyers and the governing y of the Alabama state 

ar shall appoint two members of the state bar to serve as members of the 
commission. The commission shall select its own chairman. The terms of 
the members of the commission shall be four years. A vacancy on the com- 
mission shall be filled for a full term in the manner the original appoint- 
ment was made. 


(b) The commission shall be convened permanently with authority to 
conduct investigations, and to receive or initiate complaints concerning an 
judge of a court of the judicial system of this state. The commission s 
file a complaint with the court of the judiciary in the event that a majority 
of the members of the commission decide that a reasonable basis exists, (1) 
to charge a judge with violation of any canon of judicial ethics, misconduct 
in office, failure to perform his duties, or (2) to charge that the judge is 
physically or mentally unable to perform his duties. proceedings of the 
commission shall be confidential except the filing of a complaint with the 
court of the judiciary. The commission shall prosecute the complaints. 


(c) The supreme court shall adopt rules governing the procedures of the 
commission. 


(d) The commission shall have subpoena power and authority to ap- 
point and direct its staff. Members of the commission who are not judges 
shall receive per diem compensation and necessary expenses; members who 
are judges shall receive necessary expenses only. The legislature shall appro- 
priate funds for the operation of the commission. 


Section 139. (a) The court of the judiciary is created consisting of one 
judge of an appellate court, who shall be selected by the supreme court and 
Shall serve as chief judge of the court of the judiciary, two judges of the 
circuit court, who shall be selected by the circuit jee association, and 
two members of the state bar, who shall be selected by the governing body 
of the Alabama state bar. The court shall be convened to hear complaints 
filed by the judicial dnguiey commission. The court shall have authority, af- 
ter notice and public hearing, (1) to remove from office, suspend without 
pay or censure a judge, or apply such other sanction as may be prescribed 

y law, for violation of a canon of judicial ethics, misconduct in office, or 
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failure to perform his duties, or (2) to suspend with or without pay or to 
retire a judge who is physically or mentally unable to perform his duties. 


(b) A judge aggrieved by a decision of the court of the judiciary may 
appeal to the supreme court. The supreme court shall review the record of 
the proceedings on the law and the facts. 


(c) The supreme court shall adopt rules governing the procedures of the 
court of the judiciary. 


(d) The court of the judiciary shall have power to issue subpoenas. The 
legislature shall provide by law for the expenses of the court. 


Section 140. A judge shall be disqualified from acting as a judge, with- 
out loss of salary, while there is pending (1) an indictment or an informa- 
tion charging him in the United States with a crime punishabie as a feiony 
under a state or federal law, or (2) a complaint against him filed by the 
judicial inquiry commission with the court of the judiciary. 


Section 141. (a) A district attorney for each judicial circuit shall be 
elected by the qualified electors of those counties in such circuit. Such dis- 
trict attorney shall be licensed to practice law in this state and shall, at the 
time of his election and during his continuance in office, reside in his circuit. 
His term of office shall be for six years and he shall receive such compensa- 
tion as provided by law. Vacancies in the office of district attorney and in 
his staff shall be filled as provided by law. 


(b) Clerks of the circuit courts shall be elected by the qualified electors 
in each county for a term of six years. Vacancies in the office of clerk of the 
circuit court shall be filled by the judge or judges of the circuit court who 
have jurisdiction over the county in which the office of clerk of the circuit 
court is located. 


ARTICLE VII. 
Impeachments. 


Section 142. The governor, lieutenant governor, attorney general, 
state auditor, secretary of state, state treasurer, and commissioner of agri- 
culture and industries, may be removed from office for willful neglect of 
duty, corruption in office, incompetency, or intemperance in the use of in- 
toxicating liquors or narcotics to such an extent, in view of the dignity of 
the office and importance of its duties, as unfits the officer for the discharge 
of such duties, or for any offense involving moral turpitude while in office, 
or committed under color thereof, or connected therewith, by the senate 
sitting as a court of impeachment, under oath or affirmation, on articles or 
charges preferred by the house of representatives. When the governor or 
lieutenant governor is impeached, the chief justice, or if he be absent or 
disqualified, then one of the associate justices of the supreme court, to be 
selected by it, shall preside over the senate when sitting as a court of im- 
peachment. If at any time when the legislature is not in session, a majority 
of all the members elected to the house of representatives shall certify in 
writing to the secretary of state their desire to meet to consider the im- 

achment of the governor, lieutenant governor, or other officer administer- 
ing the office of governor, it shall be the duty of the secretary of state imme- 
diately to notify the speaker of the house, who shall, within ten days after 
receipt of such notice, summon the members of the house, by publication in 
some neweps Det published at the capital, to assemble at the capitol on a 
day to be fixed by the speaker, not later than fifteen days after the receipt 
of the notice to him from the secretary of state, to consider the impeach- 
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ment of the governor, lieutenant governor, or other officer administering the 
office of governor. If the house of representatives prefer articles of impeach- 
ment, the speaker of the house shall forthwith notify the lieutenant gover- 
nor, unless he be the officer impeached, in which event he shall notify the 
secretary of state, who shall summon, in the manner herein above provided 
for, the members of the senate to assemble at the capitol on a day to be 
named in said summons, not later than ten days after receipt of the notice 
from the speaker of the house, for the purpose of organizing as a court of 
impeachment. The senate, when thus organized, shal] hear and try such ar- 
ticles of impeachment against the governor, lieutenant governor, or other 
officer administering the office of governor, as may be preferred by the 
house of representatives. 


Section 143. District attorneys and sheriffs may be removed from of- 
fice for any of the causes specified in the preceding section or elsewhere in 
this Constitution, by the supreme court, under such regulations as may be 
prescribed by law. The legislature may provide for the impeachment or re- 
moval of other officers than those named in this article. 


Section 144. The clerks of the circuit courts, tax collectors, tax asses- 
sors, county treasurers, county superintendents of education, coroners, nota- 
ries public, constables, and all other county officers, mayors and all other 
officers of incorporated cities and towns in this state, may be removed from 
office for any of the causes specified in section 142 of this Constitution, by 
the circuit courts of the county in which such officers hold their office, 
under such regulations as may be prescribed by law; provided, that the right 
of trial by jury and appeal in such cases shall be secured. 


Section 145. The penalties in cases arising under the three preceding 
sections shall not extend beyond removal from office, and disqualifications 
from holding office, under the authority of this state, for the term for which 
the officer was elected or appointed; but the accused shall be liable to in- 
dictment and punishment as prescribed by law. 


ARTICLE VIII. 
Suffrage and Elections. 


Section 146. Every citizen of the United States who has attained the 
age of eighteen years and has resided in this state and in a county thereof 
for the time provided by law, if registered as provided by law, shall have the 
right to vote in the county of his residence. The legislature may prescribe 
reasonable and nondiscriminatory requirements as prerequisites to registra- 
tion for voting. 


Section 147. No person convicted of a felony involving moral turpi- 
tude, or who is mentally incompetent, shall be qualified to vote until resto- 
ration of civil and political rights or removal of disability. 


Section 148. The legislature shall by law provide for the registration 
of voters, absentee voting, secrecy in voting, the administration of elections, 
and the nomination of candidates. 


ARTICLE IX. 
Representation. 


Section 149. The number of senators shall be not more than thirty- 
he and the number of representatives shall be not more than one hundred 
ive. 
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Section 150. The State shall be divided by law into single-member 
districts for the election of members of the Senate and into single-member 
districts for the election of members of the House of Representatives. Each 
single-member district shall consist of compact and adjoining territory, and 
the population of each such district shall be as nearly equal as practicable. 


Section 151. Reapportionment of senatorial and house of representa- 
tives districts shall be accomplished by the legislature by law as soon as 
practical after official publication of each decennial census of the United 

tates. 


Section 152. Redistricting of congressional districts for the election of 
the members of the United States House of Representatives shall be accom- 
plished by the legislature by law as soon as practical after official publica- 
tion of each decennial census of the United States. 


ARTICLE X. 
Education. 


Section 153. It is the policy of the state of Alabama to foster and pro- 
mote public education and in furtherance of that policy the legislature may 
rovide for the maintenance and support of public schools and may estab- 
ish, organize and support such other public educational institutions, includ- 
ue: aa lic institutions of higher learning, as the legislature may deem 
esirable. 


Section 154. General supervision of the public schools in Alabama 
shall be vested in a state board of education, which shall be elected in such 
manner as the legislature may provide. 


Section 155. The chief state school officer shall be the state superin- 
tendent of education, who shall be appointed by the state board of educa- 
tion and serve at its pleasure. The authority and duties of the superinten- 
dent of education shall be determined by the state board of education 
according to such regulations as the legislature may prescribe. The superin- 
tendent of education shall receive an annual salary which shall be fixed by 
the State Board of Education within limits set by the legislature of Alabama 
and shall be paid from the state treasury in installments as the salaries of 
other state officers are paid. 


Section 156. The principal of all funds arising from the sale or other 
disposition of lands or other property, which has been or may hereafter be 
granted or entrusted to this state or given by the United States for educa- 
tional purposes shall be preserved inviolate and undiminished; and the in- 
come arising therefrom shall be faithfully applied to the specific object of 
the original grants or appropriations. 


Section 157. All lands or other property given by individuals, or ap- 
propriated by the state for educational purposes, and all estates of deceased 
persons which shall have escheated to the state shall be used or applied to 
the furtherance of education. 


Section 158. The income arising from the sixteenth section trust fund, 
the surplus revenue fund, until it is called for by the United States govern- 
ment, and the funds enumerated in sections 156 and 157 of this Constitu- 
tion together with a special annual tax of thirty cents on each one hundred 
dollars of taxable property in this state, which the legislature shall levy, 
shall be applied to the support and furtherance of education, and it shall be 
the duty of the legislature to increase the public school fund from time to 
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time as the necessity therefor and the condition of the treasury and the 
resources of the state may justify; provided, that nothing herein contained 
shall be so construed as to authorize the legislature to levy in any one year a 
greater rate of state taxation for all purposes, including schools, than sixty- 
five cents on each one hundred dollars worth of taxable property; and pro- 
vided further, that nothing herein contained shall prevent the legislature 
from first providing for the payment of the bonded indebtedness of the 
state and interest thereon out of all the revenue of the state. 


Except as they may be specifically set aside in trust funds or otherwise 
applied to the payment of indebtedness, all proceeds of income or other 
taxes levied by the state and of all special ad valorem or other taxes levied 
by counties and municipalities, or school districts, pursuant to the Constitu- 
tion for public school purposes, shall be applied to the support and further- 
ance of education pursuant to section 153 of this Constitution. 


Section 159. No money raised for the support of the public schools 
shall be appropriated to or used for the support of any sectarian or denomi- 
national school. 


Section 160. (a) The several counties in this state shall have power to 
levy and collect a special tax not exceeding ninety cents on each one hun- 
dred dollars of taxable property in such counties, or as otherwise constitu- 
tionally authorized prior to the adoption of this Constitution, for the sup- 
port and furtherance of education in such manner as may be authorized by 
the legislature; provided, that the rate of such tax, the time it is to continue, 
and the purpose thereof, shall have been first submitted to a vote of the 
qualified electors of the county, and voted for by a majority of those voting 
at such election; and (b) the several school districts of any county in the 
state shall have power to levy and collect a special district tax not exceedin 
sixty cents on each one hundred dollars worth of taxable property in suc 
district, or as otherwise constitutionally authorized prior to the adoption of 
this Constitution, for public school purposes; provided, that a school district 
under the meaning of this section shall jnalude incorporated cities or towns, 
or any school district of which an incorporated city or town is a part, or 
such other school districts now existing or hereafter formed as may be ap- 
proved by the county board of education; provided further, that the rate of 
such tax, the time it is to continue and the purpose thereof shall have been 
first submitted to the vote of the qualified electors of the district and voted 
for by a majority of those voting at such election. 


Section 161. The state university shall be under the management and 
control of a board of trustees, which shall consist of two members from each 
congressional district in the state, an additional member from the congres- 
sional district which includes the site of the first campus of the university, 
the superintendent of education, and the governor, who shall be ex officio 
president of the board. The members of the board of trustees shall hold 
office until their respective terms expire, and until their successors shall be 
elected and confirmed as hereinafter required. Trustees shall hold office for 
a term of six years, and shall not serve more than three consecutive full six- 
year terms on the board; provided however that a trustee shall retire from 
the board and vacate office at the annual meeting of the board following 
that trustee’s seventieth birthday. Election of successor trustees or trustees 
to fill any vacancy created by the expiration of a term or by the death or 
resignation of any member or from any other cause shall be by the remain- 
ing members of the board by secret ballot; provided, that any trustee so 
elected shall hold office from the date of election until confirmation or rejec- 
tion by the senate, and, if confirmed, until the expiration of the term for 
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which elected, and until a successor is elected. At every meeting of the 
legislature the superintendent of education shall certify to the senate the 
names of all who shall have been so elected since the last session of the 
legislature, and the senate shall confirm or reject them, as it shall determine 
is for the best interest of the university. If it rejects the names of any mem- 
bers, it shall thereupon elect trustees in the stead of those rejected. No trus- 
tee shall receive any pay or emolument other than his actual expenses in- 
curred in the discharge of his duties as such. Upon the vacation of office by 
a trustee, the board, if it desires, may bestow upon a trustee the honorary 
title of trustee emeritus, but such status shall confer no responsibilities, du- 
ties, rights, or privileges as such. 


Section 162. Auburn University shall be under the management and 
contro] of a hoard of trustees. The board of trustees shall consist of two 
members from the congressional district in which the institution is located, 
one from cach of the other enngreasinnal districts in the state as the same 
were constituted on the first day of gener 1961, the state superintendent 
of education, and the governor, who shall be ex officio president of the 
board. The trustees shall be appointed by the governor, by and with the 
advice and consent of the senate, and s hold office for a term of twelve 
years, and until their successors shall be appointed and qualified. The board 
shall be divided into three classes, as nearly equal as may be, so that one- 
third may be chosen quadrennially. Vacancies occurring in the office of 
trustees from death or resignation shall be filled by the governor, and such 
appointee shall hold office until the next meeting of the legislature. The 
members of the board of trustees as now constituted shall hold office until 
their respective terms expire under existing law, and until their successors 
shall be appointed as herein required. No trustee shall receive any pay or 
emolument other than his actual expenses incurred in the discharge of his 
duties as such. No employee of Auburn University shall be eligible to serve 
on its board of trustees. 


ARTICLE XI. 
Local Government. 


Section 163. The boundaries of the several counties of this state, as 
they now exist, are hereby ratified and confirmed. 


Section 164. The legislature may, by a vote of two-thirds of each 
house thereof, arrange ant designate boundaries for the several counties of 
this state, which boundaries shall not be altered, except by a like vote; but 
no new county shal! be formed hereafter of less extent than six hundred 
square miles, and no existing county shall be reduced to less than six hun- 
dred square miles; and no new county shall be formed unless it shall contain 
a sufficient number of inhabitants to entitle it to one representative under 
the ratio of representation existing at the time of its formation, and leave 
the county or counties from which it is taken with the required number of 
inhabitants to entitle such county or counties, each, to separate 
representation. 


Section 165. No county line shall be altered or changed, or in the 
event of the creation of new counties shall be established, so as to run 
within seven miles of the county courthouse of any old county. 


Section 166. No courthouse or county site shall be removed except by 
a majority vote of the qualified electors of said county, voting at an election 
held for such purpose, and when an election has once been held no other 
election shall be held for such purpose until the expiration of four years. 
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Section 167. The legislature shall provide by general law an optional 
plan or optional plans of local government for counties delegating such leg- 
islative authority to such governing bodies as the legislature deems desira- 
ble not inconsistent with the provisions of this constitution. A county may 
adopt or rescind such an optional plan of local government by referendum 
initiated by resolution of the governing body or by petition of the electorate 
in such county in accordance with such conditions and procedures as the 
legislature shall provide by general law. A county which does not elect to be 
governed by suck an optional plan, or which rescinds such plan, shall con- 
tinue to be governed according to the general or local laws which are, or 
may thereafter be, applicable to such county. 


Section 168. The legislature shall also provide by general law optional 
plans of government for municipalities. 


Section 169. The legislature shall provide by general law for the incor- 
poration, poverpitent, merger and change of boundaries of cities and towns, 
and for the annexation of unincorporated territory to incorporated cities 
and towns, which are referred to as municipalities in this article, except that 
municipal boundaries may be altered or rearranged by local law. 


Section 170. No person, firm, association, or corporation shall be au- 
thorized or permitted to use the streets, avenues, alleys or public places of 
any municipality for the construction or operation of re public utility or 
private enterprise, without first obtaining the consent of the proper authori- 
ties of the municipality. 


Section 171. No franchise or license shall hereafter be granted by a 
municipality for a period longer than forty years. 


Section 172. The legislature shall not enact any law which will permit 
any person, firm, corporation, or association to pay a privilege, license, or 
other tax to the State of Alabama, and relieve him or it from the payment 
of all other privilege and license taxes in the state. 


Section 173. Municipal and other corporations and individuals in- 
vested with the privilege of taking property for public use, shall make just 
compensation to be ascertained as may be provided by law, for the property 
taken, injured, or destroyed by the construction or enlargement of its works, 
Dee or improvements, which compensation shall aid before such 
taking, injury, or destruction. The legislature is hereby prohibited from de- 
nying the right of appeal from any preliminary assessment of damages 
against any such ek nalegs or individuals made by viewers or otherwise, 
but such appeal shall not deprive those who have obtained the judgment of 
condemnation from a right of entry, provided the amount of damages as- 
sessed shall have been paid into court in money, and a bond shall have been 
given in not less than the amount of the damages assessed, with good and 
sufficient sureties, to pay such damages as the property owner may sustain; 
and the amount of damages in all cases of appeals shall on demand of either 
party, be determined by a jury according to law. 


Section 174. In the event of conflict between a municipal or county 
ordinance and a state law, the state law shall prevail. 


ARTICLE XII. 
Taxation and Debt Limitation. 


Section 175. Neither the state of Alabama nor any political subdivi- 
sion of the state shall have, or be granted by the legislature, the power to 
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lend its credit, or to grant public money or thing of value in aid of or to any 
individual, private association, or private corporation whatsoever except for 
public purposes as authorized by law and unless approved by a majority of 
the qualified electors of the state or the affected political subdivision voting 
on such issue; nor shall the state or any political subdivision thereof be in- 
terested in any private or corporate enterprise; provided that nothing herein 
shall prohibit the legislature from (1) authorizing the investment of public 
trust funds and, in particular, those funds managed and administered by 
the state retirement systems and its officers, but excepting the special edu- 
cational trust fund, or (2) authorizing the investment of other public funds 
in obligations of, or insured by, the United States government or any of its 
agencies or instrumentalities or in any fully insured or secured interest 
bearing time deposits whether or not evidenced by certificates of deposit. 
Except as herein permitied ihe state shall not be engaged in the business of 
banking nor be a stockholder in any bank nor shall the credit of the state be 

iven or loaned to any banking cumpaiy, association, cr corporation. Noth. 
ing contained in this section shall prohibit the oi een from authorizing 
the expenditure of special assessments, fees or other charges collected from 
the producers of agricultural, dairy, poultry, or livestock products for the 
general promotion of these industries nor shall any provision of this Consti- 
tution prohibit the delegation by the legislature of powers to collect fees or 
charges for use in the promotion of such industries. 


Section 176. The power to levy taxes shall not be delegated to individ- 
uals or private corporations or associations. 


Section 177. A state tax may be levied on net income and shall not 
exceed the rate of five per cent. The revenue from this tax shall be used: (1) 
to replace the revenue lost to the several funds of the state by reason of the 
exemption of homesteads from the state ad valorem tax, and (2) the residue 
shall be placed in the state treasury to the credit of the Alabama Special 
Educational Trust Fund to be used only for the payment of public school 
teachers’ salaries. 


Section 178. A resident individual or a corporation organized under 
the law of this state shall be allowed to deduct from gross income the 
amount of federal income tax paid or accrued within the taxable year. A 
nonresident individual or foreign corporation shall be allowed to deduct 
only that amount of federal income tax paid or accrued in the taxable year 
on income received from sources within the state, to be determined in ac- 
cordance with such laws as the legislature may enact. 


Section 179. Except as prohibited by this Constitution, the legislature, 
in enacting laws taxing income, may define income by reference to provi- 
sions of the laws of the United States as they then exist or may prospec- 
ively be enacted, with such modification as may be prescribed by the law of 
this state. 


Section 180. The legislature may provide for the assessment, levy and 
collection of a tax upon inheritances and for the levying of estate taxes. 


Section 181. No ee derived from any fees, excises, or license 
taxes, levied by the state, relating to registration, operation, or use of vehi- 
cles upon the public highways except a vehicle-use tax imposed in lieu of a 
sales tax and except for any extra fee charged for personalized license 

lates, and no moneys derived from any fee, excises, or license taxes, levied 

y the state, relating to fuels use for propelling such vehicles except pump 
taxes, shall be expended for other than the cost of administering such laws, 
statutory refunds and adjustments allowed therein, the cost of construction, 
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reconstruction, maintenance and repair of public highways and bridges, the 
costs of highway rights-of-way, payment of highway obligations, the cost of 
traffic regulation, and the expense of enforcing state traffic and motor vehi- 
cle laws. The provisions of this section shall not apply to any such fees, 
excises, or license taxes now levied by the state for school purposes for this 
whole state or for any county or city board of education therein. 


Section 182. There shall be a fund in the state treasury which shall be 
known as the fish and wildlife fund and which shall consist of all moneys 
received from the sale of hunting and fishing licenses, from fines, forfeit- 
ures, and any other fee received pursuant to the fish and wildlife laws of 
this state or rules and ss, Pager promulgated thereunder, all moneys de- 
rived from the sale of lands, timber or other natural resources owned by the 
game and fish division of the Department of Conservation, all moneys re- 
ceived from grants, voluntary contributions and interest on lifetime licenses, 
and all moneys accruing to the fish and wildlife fund from any other source. 
No funds accruing to the fish and wildlife fund shall be expended for any 
purpoee other than the payment of administrative costs of the fish and 
wildlife activities of the Department of Conservation and for the protection, 
propagation, preservation or investigation of fish and wildlife or for the 
public use of the fish and wildlife resources of this state. 


Section 183. State ad valorem taxes shall not be levied in excess of six 
and one-half mills on the assessed value of property in any one taxable year. 


Section 184. (a) All taxable property within this state, not exempt by 
law, shall be divided into the following classes for the purposes of ad 
valorem taxation: 


Class I. All property of utilities used in the business of such utilities. 
Class II. All property not otherwise classified. 


Class III. All agricultural, forest and single-family owner-occupied resi- 
dential property, and historic buildings and sites. 


Class IV. All private passenger automobiles and motor trucks of the 
type commonly known as “pickups” or “pickup trucks” owned and operated 
by an individual for personal or private use and not for hire, rent or 
compensation. 


(b) With respect to ad valorem taxes levied by the state, all taxable 
property shall be forever taxed at the same rate. Such property shall be 
assessed for ad valorem tax purposes according to the classes thereof as 
herein defined at the following ratios of assessed value to the fair and rea- 
sonable market value (except as otherwise provided in subsection (j) hereof) 
of such property: 


Class I. 30 per centum. 

Class II. 20 per centum. 
Class III. 10 per centum. 
Class IV. 15 per centum. 


(c) With respect to ad valorem taxes levied by counties, municipalities 
or other taxing authorities, all taxable property shall be forever taxed at the 
same rate. Such property shall be assessed for ad valorem tax purposes ac- 
cording to the classes of property defined in subsection (a) hereof and at the 
same ratios of assessed value to the fair and reasonable market value 
thereof as fixed in subsection (b) hereof, except as otherwise provided in 
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subsection (j) hereof and this subsection (such ratios being herein called 
“assessment ratios”). The governing body of any county, municipality or 
other taxing authority may, subject to criteria established by act of the leg- 
islature, at any time increase or decrease the assessment ratio applicable to 
any class of taxable property; provided, that any proposed adjustment to an 
assessment ratio to be made pursuant to this sentence, whether an increase 
or decrease, shall have been (1) proposed by the governing body of the tax- 
ing authority after a public hearing on such proposal, (2) authorized by an 
act of the legislature, and (3) subsequently approved by a majority vote of 
the qualified electors residing in the taxing authority who vote on the pro- 
posal at a special election called and held in accordance with the law gov- 
erning special elections. The legislature shall enact general laws applicable 
to all counties, municipalities and other taxing authorities regulating and 
establishing criteria for the exercise of the nowers granted such taxing au- 
thorities to adjust assessment ratios as hereinabove provided. Such assess- 
meni raiius as herein authorized mey vary among taxing authorities so long 
as each such assessment ratio is uniform within a taxing authority. Any 
decrease in any assessment ratio pursuant to this subsection shall not jeop- 
ardize the payment of any bonded indebtedness secured by any tax levied 
by the taxing authority decreasing the assessment ratio. Any action author- 
ized by this subsection to be taken by a taxing authority, or the governing 
body thereof, shall, other than in the case of a municipality, be taken by 
resolution of the governing body of the county in which such taxing author- 
ity is located acting on behalf of such taxing authority. 


(d) With a to ad valorem taxes levied by the state or by any 
county, municipality or other taxing authority, no class of taxable property 
shall have an assessment ratio of less than 5 per centum nor more than 35 
per centum. 


(e) A county, municipality, or other taxing authority may decrease any 
ad valorem tax rate at any time, provide such decrease shall not jeopardize 
the payment of any bonded indebtedness secured by such tax. 


(f) No county, municipality or other taxing authority may levy ad 
valorem taxes in addition to those authorized to be levied on the effective 
date of this Constitution or increase the rate of ad valorem taxation above 
that authorized on such date. Any county, municipality, or other taxing au- 
thority may at any time increase the rate at which any ad valorem tax is 
levied above the limit provided by law on the effective date of this Constitu- 
tion or otherwise permitted by this Constitution; provided, that the pro- 
posed increase to be made pursuant to this subsection shall have been (1) 
proposed by the governing body of the taxing authority after a public hear- 
ing on such proposal, (2) authorized by an act of the legislature, and (3) 
subsequently approved by a majority of the qualified electors residing in the 
taxing authority who vote on the proposal at a special election called and 
held in accordance with the law governing special elections. Any adjust- 
ments or other actions authorized to be made or taken pursuant to this sub- 
section and subsection (e) hereof shall be made or taken by resolution of the 
Shale body of such taxing authority, or if there is no such governing 

ly and in the case of a taxing authority other than a municipality, by 
resolution of the governing body of the county in which such taxing author- 
ity is located acting on behalf of such taxing authority. The provisions of 
subsections (c), (e) and (f) of this section shall not apply to ad valorem 
taxes levied by the state; provided, however, that the legislature shall not 
have the power to levy ad valorem taxes for the benefit of any county, mu- 
nicipality or other taxing authority nor shall the legislature have the power 
to increase the rate of any ad valorem tax levied by a county, municipality 
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or other taxing authority, except in conjunction with the procedure set forth 
in clauses (1), (2) and (3) of this subsection (f). 


(g) The legislature is authorized to enact legislation to implement the 
provisions of this section and may provide for exemptions from taxation; 
provided, that unless otherwise expressly provided, no amendment to this 
section shall be construed to repeal any statutory exemption existing on the 
effective date of any such amendment hereto. 


(h) Wherever any constitutional provision or statute provides for, limits 
or measures the power or authority of any county, municipality or other 
taxing authority to levy taxes, borrow money, or incur indebtedness in rela- 
tion to the assessment of property therein for state taxes or for state and 
county taxes, such provisions shall mean as assessed for county or municipal 
taxes, as the case may be. 


(i) Except as otherwise provided in this Constitution, or authorized 
prior to the adoption of this Constitution the amount of ad valorem taxes 
payable to the state and to all counties, municipalities and other taxing au- 
thorities with respect to any item of taxable property described as Class I 
property shall never exceed 2% of the fair and reasonable market value of 
such taxable property in any one ad valorem tax year, such amount with 
respect to any item of Class it property shall never exceed 1% % of the fair 
and reasonable market value of such taxable property in any one ad 
valorem tax year, such amount with respect to any item of Class IV prop- 
erty shall never exceed 1%% of the fair and reasonable market value of 
such taxable property in any one ad valorem tax year, and such amount 
with respect to any item of Class III property shall never exceed 1% of the 
fair and reasonable market value of such taxable property in any one ad 
valorem tax year. Whenever the total amount of ad valorem property taxes 
otherwise payable by any taxpayer with respect to any item of taxable prop- 
erty shall exceed in any one ad valorem tax year the maximum amount of 
such taxes permitted by this section, such amount of taxes shall be reduced 
by subtracting that amount of tax due that is in excess of the amount of tax 
otherwise permissible under the Constitution. In connection with the taxa- 
tion of any item of taxable property, the amount of tax to be subtracted 
with respect to each authority levying and collecting any ad valorem prop- 
erty tax shall be in the same proportion to the total amount of tax to 
subtracted that the total number of mills on each dollar of taxable property 
situated in the taxing authority levied by such taxing authority bears to the 
total number of mills on each dollar of taxable property situated in the tax- 
ing authority levied by all taxing authorities with respect to such item of 
taxable property. Before sending to any taxpayer any notice relating to the 
collection of ad valorem taxes, the tax collector in each county shall deter- 
mine whether any portion of the amount of ad valorem property tax other- 
wise due with respect to any item of taxable property Shall be subtracted 
pursuant to the provisions of this subsection and shall apportion the 
amount to be subtracted in accordance with the provisions of this 
subsection. 


q Notwithstanding any other provision of this section, taxable prop- 
erty defined in subsection (a) hereof as Class III property shall, upon appli- 
cation by the owner of such property, be assessed at the ratio of assessed 
value to the current use value of such taxable property and not the fair and 
reasonable market value of such property. The legislature may enact laws 
uniformly applicable to the state and all counties, municipalities and other 
taxing authorities establishing criteria and procedures for the determination 
of the current use value of any eligible taxable property and procedures for 
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qualifying such property for assessment at its current use value. The legisla- 
ture may enact laws uniformly applicable to the state and all counties, mu- 
nicipalities and other taxing authorities providing for the ad valorem taxa- 
tion of any taxable property ceasing to qualify for current use valuation; 
provided, however, that any additional tax on taxable property ceasing to 
qualify for current use valuation shall not apply to more than the three ad 
valorem tax years immediately preceding such cessation of qualification (in- 
cluding as one such year the year in which cessation of qualification occurs). 


(k) The following property shall be exempt from all ad valorem taxa- 
tion: the real and personal property of the state, counties, and municipali- 
ties and property devoted exclusively to religious, educational, cemetery, or 
charitable purposes, household and kitchen furniture, all farm tractors, all 
farming implements when used exclusively in connection with agricultural 
property and all stocks of goods, wares and merchandise. 


Section 185. Nu deut snall be created against, or incurred hy, the 
state, nor shall any bonds, warrants, notes or other securities payable in 
whole or in part from state taxes, licenses or appropriations be issued, ex- 
cept pursuant to an act passed by a vote of three-fifths of the members 
elected to each house of the legislature and approval by a majority of the 
electors of the state voting on the question. 


The following shall not constitute a debt of the state within the mean- 
ing of this section: 


(1) Bonds or other securities issued by any state university, college or 
other institution of higher learning, or by the state board of education or 
other such governing board on behalf of any of the foregoing, if by their 
terms such bonds or other securities are not made a charge on the general 
credit or any of the tax revenues of the state or any monies appropriated to 
such institution by the state, but are made payable solely out of tuition, fees 
or other revenues (from whatever source) referable to the operation of such 
institution; 


(2) Bonds or other securities issued by or on behalf of the state or any 
of its instrumentalities if by their terms they do not constitute a charge on 
the general credit or tax revenues of the state, but are payable solely from 
the revenues from specified facilities (whether or not such facilities were in 
existence or owned oY or on behalf of the state at the time such bonds or 
securities were issued) or from sources other than state taxes, licenses or 
appropriations; 


(3) Bonds or other securities at anytime issued by the Alabama high- 
way authority, Alabama public school and college authority, Alabama 
highway finance corporation, Alabama federal aid highway finance authority 
and any other public corporation or authority heretofore or hereafter cre- 
ated at the state level and which are payable solely from, and secured by a 
continuing appropriation and pledge of, any proceeds of any excise, privi- 
lege, license, income, ad valorem or other tax or taxes levied or imposed by 
the state, (i) even though the tax or taxes out of which such bonds or other 
securities are payable consist wholly or in part of tax proceeds that may at 
anytime have been or in the absence of such pledge would be available to 
the general fund of the state, and (ii) even though the taxes pledged to pay- 
ment of such bonds or other securities may have been originally levied for 
purposes other than that for which such bonds or other securities are to be 
issued; any statute authorizing the issuance of bonds or other securities by a 
public corporation within to the provisions of this paragraph shall require 
for its passage a vote of three-fifths of the members elected to each house of

the legislature. 


It shall be unlawful for the comptroller of the state of Alabama to draw 
any warrant or other order for the payment of money belonging to, or ad- 
ministered by, the state of Alabama upon the state treasurer, unless there is 
in the hand of such treasurer money appropriated and available for the full 
payment of the same. In case there is, at the end of any fiscal year, insuffi- 
cient money in the state treasury for the payment of all proper claims 
presented to the state comptroller for the issuance of warrants, the comp- 
troller shall issue warrants for that proportion of each such claim which the 
money available for the payment of all said claims bears to the whole, and 
such warrants for such prorated sums shall thereupon be paid by the state 
treasurer, provided, however, that the legislature may exempt the payment 
of the bonded indebtedness of the state and the interest thereon from such 
proportionate reduction. At the end of each fiscal year all unpaid appropria- 
tions which exceed the amount of money in the state treasury subject to the 

ayment of the same after the proration above provided for, shall thereupon 
become null and void to the extent of such excess. Any person violating any 
of the provisions of this section shall, on conviction, be punished by a fine of 
not exceeding five thousand dollars, or by imprisonment in the penitentiary 
for not more than two years, one or both, at the discretion of the jury trying 
the same, and the violation of any provisions of this section shall also be 
ground for impeachment. 


Section 186. No oy or municipality shall incur indebtedness in an 
amount which, when added to then existing indebtedness (including that 
incurred prior to the effective date of this section) exceeds the following 
percentages of the assessed value of the property assessed for taxation by 
such county or municipality for the preceding tax year: (1) 10 per cent in 
the case of a county; and (2) 35 per cent in the case of a municipality. The 
preceding debt limitation shall not apply to the following obligations: 


(a) Obligations for current operating expenses in any fiscal year that 
mature not later than the last day of such fiscal year, made in anticipation 
of the collection of taxes, not exceeding 25 per cent of the general revenues 
received in the preceding fiscal year which were available for such purposes; 
provided that if such obligations are not paid and retired by the end of the 
fiscal year in which incurred, they shall thereupon be considered to consti- 
tute indebtedness subject to the above limitation; 


(b) Obligaeons to provide funds to pay for public improvements, the 
cost of which is to be assessed, in whole or in part, against the property 
abutting on or drained, served or benefitted by such improvements; 


(c) Obligations that by their terms do not constitute a charge on the 
general credit or tax revenues of the obligor, but are payable solely from 
distribution of taxes or other revenues by the state to such obligor; 


(d) Obligations of a county that by their terms do not constitute a 
charge on the general credit or tax revenues of the county and obligations of 
a publié corporation designated by the county to acquire, construct, equip, 
operate and maintain public hospital facilities; provided that such county or 
corporate obligations are payable solely from taxes now or hereafter levied 
for hospital or other health purposes or from hospital revenues or both; 


(e) Obligations that by their terms do not constitute a charge on the 
general credit or tax revenues of the obligor, but are payable solely from 
revenues from specified facilities (whether or not such facilities were in exis- 
tence or owned by the obligor at the time such indebtedness was incurred) 
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or from sources other than tax or license proceeds; 


(f) Obligations of any public corporation, notwithstanding the fact that 
property, whether or not capable of producing income, may have been 
transferred to such public corporation By any county or municipality with 
or without consideration; 


(g) Obligations of any county or municipal board of education; 


(h) Obligations consisting of priricipal of or accrued interest on indebt- 
edness to the extent that one or more sinking funds or trust funds shall be 
established for the payment of such principal or interest, provided that any 
such sinking fund or trust fund shall comply with the following conditions: 


(1) any such sinking fund or trust fund shall consist of (i) cash, (ii) 
federal securities, (iii), demand or time deposits with banks (whether or not 
evidenced by certificates of deposit) that are insured by an agency of the 
United Siates of America or, io ihe extent nuvi su tiusured, are secured vy 
collateral consisting of federal securities and having a market value (exclu- 
sive of accrued interest) not less than the amount of such deposits not so 
insured, or (iv) any combination of cash, federal securities or bank deposits, 
it being provided that, for purposes of this subsection (h), federal securities 
shall mean direct obligations of the United States of America or obligations 
unconditionally guaranteed by the United States of America as to the pay- 
ment of both principal and interest; and 


(2) the principal and interest maturing with respect to any federal se- 
curities or time deposits held in any such sinking fund or trust fund, to- 
gether with the amount of any cash or demand deposits held therein, will 
provide moneys sufficient to pay any principal or accrued interest excluded 
from the debt limit pursuant to this subsection (h) on or before the respec- 
tive maturities or due dates of such principal and interest; 


provided further that the legislature may by general law provide additional 
or different conditions under which the establishment of sinking funds or 
trust funds for the payment of the principal of and accrued interest on obli- 
gations of counties and municipalities shall cause the debt limitation of this 
section to be inapplicable to such principal and interest; 


(i) Obligations incurred prior to the effective date of this section that 
were not, at the time incurred, chargeable to the limitations on indebted- 
ness prescribed by Section 224 or 225 of the Constitution of 1901, as 
amended; and 


(j) Obligations incurred by any municipality for the purpose of acquir- 
ing, providing or constructing school houses; 


(k) Obligations authorized as to purpose, principal amount and final 
maturity (1) y action of the governing body of any county or municipality 
after a public hearing on the proposal, (2) thereafter approved by an act of 
the legislature and (3) subsequently approved by a majority of the electors 
of ee county or municipality, as the case may be, who vote on the 
proposal. 


Section 187. The legislature shall have authority to pass general laws 
authorizing the counties, municipalities, districts or other political subdivi- 
sions of counties to issue bonds, but no bonds shall be issued under author- 
ity of a general law unless such issue of bonds be first authorized by a ma- 
jority vote by ballot of the qualified voters of such county, municipality, 
district, or other political subdivision of a county, voting upon such proposi- 
tion. The ballot used at such election shall contain the words: “For . . . 
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bond issue,” and “Against . . . bond issue” (the character of the bond to be 
shown in the blank space), and the voter shall indicate his choice by placing 
a cross mark before or after the one or the other. This section shall not 
apply to the renewal, refunding, or reissue of bonds lawfully issued, nor 
shall this section apply to obligations incurred or bonds to be issued to pro- 
cure means to pay for street and sidewalk improvements or sanitary or 
storm water sewers, the cost of which is to be assessed, in whole or in part, 
against the property abutting said improvements or drained by such sani- 
tary or storm water sewers. 


ARTICLE XIII. 
Militia. 
Section 188. The legislature shall have power to declare who shall con- 
stitute the militia of the state, and to provide for organizing, arming and 


disciplining the same; and the legislature may provide for the organization 
of a state and naval militia. 


Section 189. The legislature, in providing for the organization, equip- 
ment, and discipline of the state military forces, shall conform as nearly as 
practicable to the regulations of the department of defense of the United 
States, and the laws of the United States, governing the armed forces of the 
United States. All affairs pertaining to the state military forces shall be ad- 
ministered by a state military cepertmen which shall be headed by the 
adjutant general, and who shall responsible to the governor as com- 
mander-in-chief. 


Section 190. Officers of the state military forces, including the adju- 
tant general, shall be appointed, and shall be subject to suspension, dis- 
charge, removal, or compulsory retirement as such, solely on the basis of 
military proficiency, character and service, as determined by department of 
defense regulations and military usages sanctioned by the military laws of 
the United States, anything in this Constitution to the contrary notwith- 
standing. The qualifications of personnel of the federally recognized na- 
tional guard shall be as prescribed in pertinent regulations and policies of 
the United States department of defense. 


Section 191. The governor shall, with the advice and consent of the 
senate, appoint the adjutant general and all general officers. The governor 
shall appoint his own staff, as may be provided by law. 


Section 192. The legislature shall provide for the safe keeping of the 
arms, ammunition, and accoutrements, and military records, banners, and 
relics of the state. 


Section 193. The officers and men of the militia shall not be entitled 
to receive any pay, rations, or emoluments when not in active service. 


ARTICLE XIV. 
Public Officers. 


Section 194. All members of the legislature, and all officers, executive 
and judicial, before they enter upon the execution of the duties of their 
respective offices, shall take the following oath or affirmation: 


“1 


, solemnly swear (or affirm, as the case may be) 
that I will support the Constitution of the United States, and the Constitu- 
tion of the State of Alabama, so long as I continue a citizen thereof; and 
that I will faithfully and honestly discharge the duties of the office upon 
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which I am about to enter, to the best of my ability. So help me God.” 


The oath may be administered by the presiding officer of either house 
of the legislature, or by any officer authorized by law to administer an oath. 


Section 195. No person holding an office of profit under the United 
States shall, during his continuance in such office, hold any office of profit 
under this state; nor shall any person, except a notary public, hold two of- 
fices of profit at one and the same time under this state. 


Section 196. The salary, fees, or compensation of any officer holding 
any civil office of profit under this state or any county or municipality 
thereof, shall not be increased or diminished during the term for which he 
shall have been elected or appointed. Neither the legislature, nor any 
county of the state shall, by the imposition of new, different, and additional 
duties or otherwise. increase, or authorize the increase of, the salary, fees or 
other compensation of any officer of the state or of any county of the state, 
who is elected or appointed for a fixed term, during the term for which he is 
elected or appointed, regardless of whether such officer may be removed at 
the pleasure of the authority electing or appointing him or only upon im- 
peachment; nor shall the legislature or any county of the state in any man- 
ner or by any means decrease, or authorize the decrease of, the salary, fees 
or other compensation of any such officer, during the term for which he is 
elected or appointed; nor shall the legislature or any county of the state 
increase or decrease, or authorize the increase or decrease of, the salary, fees 
or other compensation of any person filling an unexpired term in any such 
office during the remainder of such term, either before or after the appoint- 
ment or election of such person to fill the unexpired term. As to officers who 
are members of any court, board, commission, or similar body whose terms 
do not run concurrently, any increase or decrease in the salary, fees, or 
other nen of the members of any such court, board, commission, 
or similar body shall become effective as to all such members thereof imme- 
diately after the expiration of the term or terms of office of the member or 
members whose term or terms first expire. 


Section 197. The legislature may, by general or local law, change the 
method or basis of compensating any officer of a county including the judge 
or probate, sheriff, tax assessor, and tax collector, and may place such of- 
ficers on a salary. In the event that a county officer is placed on a salary, all 
fees, allowances, and commissions collected by him shall be paid into the 
county treasury. No law shall be effective to change the method of compen- 
sating any county officer during the term for which he shall have been 
elected or appointed. The legislature may by local act provide for the abol- 
ishment, combination or other alteration of the offices of tax assessor, tax 
collector or license commissioner with approval of a majority of voters in 
the county affected. 


Section 198. No person convicted of a felony pea 3 moral turpi- 
tude whose civil and political rights have not been restored shall be eligible 
to hold any office of trust or profit in this state. 


Section 199. Appointments and promotions in the civil service of this 
state shall be made according to merit, fitness and efficiency, to be deter- 
mined, so far as practicable, by examination, which, so far as practicable, 
shall be competitive under such laws as the legislature may enact. It shall be 
the duty of the legislature to maintain laws necessary to implement, and to 
provide adequate financial support for, a program of personnel management 
in the state service. 
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ARTICLE XV. 
Application and Implementation. 


Section 200. It is made the duty of the legislature to enact all laws 
necessary to give effect to the provisions of this Constitution. 


Section 201. Legislative acts in violation of this Constitution or the 
imneiion of the United States are void and the judiciary shall so declare 
them. 


Section 202. This Constitution and every provision hereof is adopted 
for the protection of the citizens of this state and any such citizen may in- 
voke its provisions in the courts of this state. 


ARTICLE XVI. 
Mode of Amending the Constitution. 


Section 203. Amendments to this Constitution or a new Constitution 
may be proposed by the Legislature or by a constitutional convention as 
provided in this article. Only amendments which are of general and uniform 
a plead itty throughout the state shall be proposed, passed, or submitted to 
the people. 


Section 204. Amendments may be 2 proposed to this Constitution by 
the legislature in the manner following: The proposed amendments shall be 
read in the house in which they originate on three several days, and, if upon 
the third reading three-fifths of all the members elected to that house shall 
vote in favor thereof, the po osed amendments shall be sent to the other 
house, in which they shall likewise be read on three several days, and if 
upon the third reading three-fifths of all of the members elected to that 
house shall vote in favor of the proposed amendments, the legislature shall 
order an election by the qualified electors of the state upon such proposed 
amendments. Proposed amendments shall be submitted to the electors of 
the state at the next general election following the notice required by this 
section, provided, that the legislature may, by separate act adopted by it in 
the manner required for proposing an amendment, call a special election for 
submission of an amendment. The act must declare that an emergency ex- 
ists necessitating the submission prior to the next general election, and shall 
not be effective unless approved by the governor within seven days after it 
has been submitted to him. If a special election on a proposed amendment 
is called, other amendments may be submitted at the same election. Notice 
of such election, together with the proposed amendments, shall be given by 
proclamation of the governor, which shall be published in every county in 
such manner as the legislature shall direct, for at least four successive weeks 
next preceding the day appointed for such election. On the day so ap- 
pointed an election shall be held for the vote of the qualified electors of the 
state upon the proposed amendments. If such election be held on the da 

of the general election, the officers of such general election shall open a po! 

for the vote of the qualified electors upon the proposed amendments; if it be 
held on a day other than that of the general election, officers for such elec- 
tion shall be appointed; and the election shall be held in all things in accor- 
dance with the law governing general elections. In all elections upon such 
proposed amendments, the votes cast thereat shall be canvassed, tabulated 
and returns thereof be made to the secretary of state, and counted, in the 
same manner as in elections for representatives in the legislature; and if it 
shall thereupon appear that a majority of the qualified electors who voted at 
such election upon the aopeeed. amendments voted in favor of the same, 
such amendments shall be valid to all intents and purposes as parts of this 
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Constitution. The result of such election shall be made known by proclama- 
tion of the governor. 


Section 205. Upon the ballots used at all elections provided for in sec- 
tion 204 of this Constitution the substance or subject matter of each pros 
posed amendment shall be so printed that the nature thereof shall be 
clearly indicated. Following each proposed amendment on the ballot shall 
be printed the word “Yes” and immediately under that shall be printed the 
word “No.” The choice of the elector shall be indicated by a cross mark 
made by him or under his direction, opposite the word expressing his desire. 


Section 206. No convention shall hereafter be held for the purpose of 
altering or amending the Constitution of this state, unless after the legisla- 
ture by a vote of a majority of all the members elected to each house has 
passed an act or resoiution calling a convention for such purpose the ques- 
tion of convention or no convention shall be first submitted to a vote of all 
the qualified electors of the state, and approved by a maiority of those vot- 
ing at such election. No act or resolution of the legislature calling a conven- 
tion for the purpose of altering or amending the Constitition of this state, 
shall be repealed except upon the vote of a majority of all the members 
elected to each house at the same session at which such act or resolution 
was passed; provided, nothing herein contained shall be construed as re- 
stricting the jurisdiction and power of the convention, when duly assembled 
in pursuance of this section, to establish such ordinances and to do and 
perform such things as to the convention may seem necessary or proper for 
the purpose of altering, revising, or amending the existing Constitution. 


Section 207. All votes of the legislature upon proposed amendments to 
this Constitution, and upon bills or resolution calling a convention for the 
purpose of altering or amending the Constitution of this state, shall be 
taken by yeas and nays and entered on the journals. No act or resolution of 
the legislature passed in accordance with the provisions of this article, pro- 
posing amendments to this Constitution, or calling a convention for the pur- 
pose of altering or amending the Constitution of this state, shall be submit- 
ted for the approval of the governor, but shall be valid without his approval. 


ARTICLE XVII. 
Continuation and Transition. 


Section 208. The Constitution of 1901, as amended, shall have no 
force or effect after the adoption of this Constitution, except as provided 
elsewhere in this Constitution. 


Section 209. All laws in effect when this Constitution is adopted which 
were valid under the provisions of the Constitution of 1901 and which are 
not inconsistent with the provisions of this Constitution shall continue in 
effect until they are amended, repealed or expire by their own limitation. 


Section 210. Amendments to the Constitution of 1901 which are not 
incorporated in the provisions of this Constitution and which are not incon- 
sistent with the provisions of this Constitution shall continue in effect as 
general or local laws as defined by this Constitution until amended or re- 
pealed; provided that any such statute shall not be amended or repealed 
except by an act of the legislature and approved by a vote of the electors in 
this State or in the county, municipality or other political subdivision to 
which the statute applies; provided further, in particular, that amendments 
3, 202, and 382, have been incorporated in substance into section 160 of this 
constitution and shall not be separately continued as statutes under this 
provision. 
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Section 211. All rights, claims, demands, contracts, titles, proceedings, 
actions, causes of action, suits, prosecutions, judgments, sentences, orders, 
decrees, and appeals in existence when this Constitution is adopted that are 
not inconsistent with the provisions of this Constitution shall continue in 
effect after the adoption of this Constitution. All indictments for crimes or 
offenses committed before the adoption of this Constitution shall be pro- 
ceeded upon pursuant to the provisions of the Constitution of 1901, as 
amended, as if this Constitution had not been adopted. 


Section 212. All bonds or obligations that were validly issued or in- 
curred by the State or any public corporation pursuant to the provisions of 
the Constitution of 1901, as amended, shall continue in effect after the 
adoption of this Constitution. Nothing in this constitution shall be con- 
strued to affect the validity of any general obligation indebtedness incurred 
by any county, city or town prior to the effective date of this section, and all 
such indebtedness is hereby validated and confirmed except in cases where 
(1) such indebtedness exceeded, at the time it was incurred, any limitation 
on indebtedness at that time imposed by the Constitution of Alabama of 
1901, as amended, or (2) the validity of such indebtedness is or was ad- 
versely adjudicated in any judicial proceeding commenced prior to the effec- 
tive date of this section. 


Section 213. All taxes validly authorized pursuant to the provisions of 
the Constitution of 1901, as amended, the authorization of which is in effect 
when this Constitution is adopted, shall continue to be authorized and shall 
continue in effect after the adoption of this Constitution until altered, re- 
pealed or otherwise terminated by law. 


Section 214. The officers of the state and all political subdivisions of 
the state holding office when this Constitution is adopted shall continue in 
the exercise of their functions and duties under the provisions of this Con- 
stitution and the laws of this state applicable to such officers, provided spe- 
cifically that no provision of this Constitution shall lengthen or shorten the 
term of any person holding office when this Constitution is adopted. 


Section 215. The Alabama Heritage Trust Fund created by Amend- 
ment No. 394 to the Constitution of 1901 shall continue in effect as pro- 
vided for in that amendment after the adoption of this Constitution as if 
this Constitution had never been adopted except that such trust funds may 
be invested as permitted of other trust funds by Section 175 of this 
Constitution. 


Section 216. Any statute that was otherwise valid and constitutional 
that was enacted before January 13, 1978, by the legislature of this state 
and was a general act of local application on a population basis, that applied 
only to a certain county or counties or a municipality or municipalities of 
this state, shall not be declared invalid or unconstitutional by any court of 
this state because it was not properly advertised in compliance with section 
88 of this Constitution. All such population based acts shall forever apply 
only to the county or counties or municipality or municipalities to which 
they applied on January 13, 1978, and no other, despite changes in popula- 
tion. The population based acts referred to above shall only be amended by 
acts which are properly advertised and passed by the legislature in accor- 
dance with the provisions of this Constitution. 


Section 217. All special incomes and powers of taxation as are author- 
ized by law at the time of the adoption of this constitution for the benefit of 
public schools in Mobile county shall continue to be authorized and shall 
continue in effect after the adoption of this constitution until otherwise pro-

vided by the legislature, and the adoption of this constitution shall not alter 
or disturb the existing right of the board of school commissioners of Mobile 
county to manage and control the 16th section lands in that county or to 
derive income from those lands. 


Section 218. No county or municipality authorized by any amendment 
to the Constitution of 1901 to incur obligations, payable in whole or in part 
from taxes, for industrial or commercial development shall incur obligations 
under such authority later than two years after the adoption of this 
constitution. 


Section 219. Any municipality in the State of Alabama which, pursu- 
ant to any of the provisions of Section 216 of the Constitution of 1901 or 
Amendments Nos. 8, 17 and 240 to the Constitution of 1901, was authorized 
to levy and coilect a tax on property situated within its municipai bounda- 
ries for the exclusive purpose of paying its bonds or other indebtedness and 
the interest thereon, whether such bonds were issued or such other indebt- 
edness was incurred before or after the effective date of said Section 216 or 
said Amendments Nos. 8, 17 and 240, shall continue under this Constitution 
to have the right to levy and collect such tax, irrespective of whether such 
tax was being levied and collected prior to the effective date of this Consti- 
tution, in the same manner and on the same terms and conditions (includ- 
ing any adjustment to the rate of such tax permitted by the provisions of 
Amendment No. 373 to the Constitution of 1901) as applied to the levy and 
collection of such tax and the use of the proceeds thereof under the Consti- 
tution of 1901, the relevant amendments thereto and other applicable laws 
of the State of Alabama in effect prior to the effective date of this Constitu- 
tion.

Any 
other provision of this Constitution to the contrary notwithstanding, any 
tax described in the first sentence of this section shall be independent of 
and in addition to any other taxes at any time authorized to be levied by 
municipalities in the State of Alabama. 


Section 220. The Alabama State Docks Department shall continue in 
existence and shall have all the powers previously granted to or provided for 
it pursuant to those amendments to the Constitution of Alabama of 1901 
respecting said Department in effect at the time this Constitution is 
adopted, which amendments shall continue in effect and are incorporated 
hereby in this Constitution, and said Department shall continue to be au- 
thorized to exercise all powers being exercised by said Department at the 
time of the adoption of this Constitution until such powers are altered, re- 
pealed or otherwise terminated through adoption of amendments to this 
Constitution, provided, however, that the Legislature may provide for the 
issuance of bonds or other securities by said Department and for such addi- 
tional powers for the Department as the Legislature shall determine. 


Section 221. The provisions of Section 47 of this Constitution not- 
withstanding, the compensation and expense allowance payable to members 
of the legislature may be fixed by the legislature in the organizational or 
regular session of 1984 and may not be altered thereafter during such term. 


Section 222. Throughout this Constitution, the masculine gender shall 
be deemed to include the feminine and vice versa, and both shall be deemed 
to include the neuter and vice versa, whenever the context admits such 
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construction. 


Section 2. An election upon the proposed amendment is ordered to be 
held at the next special or general election held not less than three months 
after the final adjournment of the 1983 regular session of the legislature. 
The election shall be held in accordance with the provisions of Sections 284 
and 285 of the Constitution of Alabama, as amended, and Sections 17-17-1 
through 17-17-6 of the Code of Alabama 1975. 


Section 3. Notice of the election and of the proposed amendment shall 
be given by proclamation of the Governor, which proclamation shall be pub- 
lished once a week for four successive weeks next preceding the day ap- 
pointed for the election in a newspaper in each county of the state. In every 
county in which no newspaper is published, a copy of the notice shall be 
posted at each courthouse and post office.

Lady and Gentlemen: 


I am returning to you, the body in which it originated, Senate Bill #93, 
without my signature and approval but with a suggested Executive Amend- 
ment which would make this Bill acceptable. 


The Bill as presented allows appointments to the Personnel Board by 
the Governor, the Lieutenant Governor, and the Speaker of the House of 
Representatives, in addition to an elected member from the ranks of state - 
employees. The Bill further requires all appointed members to be appointed 
with the consent of the Senate. This could likely result in a very awkward 
situation in that the Senate would have to approve an appointment by its 
own presiding officer and the Senate would also have to approve an appoint- 
ment by the Speaker of the House of Representatives. Although non-con- 
currence would not be expected in either of these events, circumstances 
could exist in future years which would make this a very undesirable situa- 
tion. Also, I feel that this jeopardizes the historical integrity of a total sepa- 
ration between the House and Senate. 


I believe an even larger problem exists with the Bills, as presented to 
me, with regard to current uncertainty over terms of office of current mem- 
bers and beginning dates of terms of office of new members. It would appear 
that the date for the beginning/ending of terms was inadvertently left out or 
was inadvertently not otherwise provided for in the Amendment. 


For these reasons, and for other related reasons, I offer the following 
Executive Amendments: 


EXECUTIVE AMENDMENT TO S. B. 93 


Amend S. B. 93, beginning on page one, Section 1, line twenty-four, 
after the character “(a)” by deleting this entire subsection through and in- 
cluding page two, line sixteen, and substitute therefore, the following: 


“The State Personnel Board shall consist of five persons, as follows: 


Two persons appointed by the Governor, one of them whose term shall 
ad on February 1, 1985, and one of them whose term shall yak on 
February 1, 1986, one person appointed by the Speaker of the Alabama 
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House of Representatives, whose term shall expire February 1, 1987, one 
person appointed by the Lieutenant Governor of the State of Alabama, 
whose term shall expire February 1, 1988, and one person who shall be a 
classified employee elected as hereinafter provided, whose term shall expire 
February 1, 1989. (b). The terms of the present members of the State Per- 
sonnel Board shall end on the last day of August, 1983. The new members 
of the Personnel Board shall begin their terms on September 1, 1983. If any 
vacancy occurs on the Board, or at the expiration of the original terms 
therein above established, such vacancies shall be filled by the original ap- 
pointing authority, for said position. After the expiration of these original 
terms herein above outlined, all subsequent terms shall be for six years, ex- 
cept for appointments to fill unexpired terms, which shall expire on the 
same date their predecessor’s term expired. Each member shall be required 
to take the Constitutionai oath of office before entering wnon their duties. 
The Board shall designate one of its members as chairman. Three members 
of the Board shall constitute a quorum fur the transaction of hueiners. Fach 
member shall be a shai over nineteen years of age, of recognized charac- 
ter and ability, shall have been a bona fide resident and qualified voter of 
this State for not less than five years and shall not, when appointed nor for 
three years then last passed before the date of his appointment, have held 
elected public or party office nor have been a candidate for such office. No 
two appointed members of said Personnel Board shall be appointed from 
any one Congressional District of the State. A member of the Board may be 
removed from office for the same causes and by the same procedures as 
provided by the Constitution and Statutes of Alabama for impeachment of 
sheriffs. Each member of the Board shall receive a per diem of $50.00 and 
expenses for attendance upon meeting of the Board. No member shall re- 
ceive total compensation in excess of $1,200.00 per annum, excluding ex- 
penses and excluding compensation received for attendance upon trial of 
charges preferred against employees as provided in this article.” 


Amend Section 1, page two, subsection (b), line eighteen, after the word 
“employees” and the period “” by deleting “For his original term, he shall 
serve a six-year term” and substitute therefore, as follows: 


“For his or her original term, they shall serve until February 1, 1989, 
and thereafter elected members shall serve six-year terms.” 


The adoption of the above and foregoing suggested Executive Amend- 
ment will remove my objections to this Bill.

AN ACT 


To amend Sections 32-5-192, 32-5A-191, 32-5A-192, 32-6-19, and 11-45- 
9, Code of Alabama 1975, relating to offenses and penalties for refusal to 
submit to a chemical test under 32-5-192 (Implied Consent); to generally 
increase the penalties and other sanctions for violation of 32-5A-191 (DUD; 
to clarify the penalty for violation of 32-5A-192 relating to Homicide by 
Vehicle; to generally increase the penalty for violation of Section 32-6-19 
relating to Driving While Revoked; and to allow municipal courts to enforce 
increased penalties under 32-5A-191 (DUI) by amending 11-45-9, and to 
provide that any person arrested for violating the provisions of this act shall 
not be released from jail under bond or otherwise, until there is less than 
the same percent by weight of alcohol in his blood as specified in Section 
32-5A-191(a)(1). 


Be It Enacted by the Legislature of Alabama: 


Section 1. Sections 32-5-192, 32-5A-191, 32-5A-192, 32-6-19 and 11- 
45-9, Code of Alabama 1975, are hereby amended to read as follows: 


“§ 32-5-192. (a) Any person who operates a motor vehicle upon the 
public highways of this state shall be deemed to have given his consent, 
subject to the provisions of this division, to a chemical test or tests of his 
blood, breath or urine for the purpose of determining the alcoholic content 
of his blood if lawfully ariestod: acai for any offense arising out of acts alleged to 
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have been committed while the person was driving a motor vehicle on the 
public highways of this state while under the influence of intoxicating li- 
quor. The test or tests shall be administered at the direction of a law en- 
forcement officer having reasonable prone to believe the person to have 
been driving a motor vehicle upon the public highways of this state while 
under the influence of intoxicating ig ere The law enforcement agency by 
which such officer is employed shall designate which of the aforesaid tests 
shall be administered.

WHEREAS, tomato producers in Geneva and Houston Counties have 
podiered financial disaster as a result of weather conditions thus far in 1983; 
an 


WHEREAS, excessive rains in February and early March were followed 
by unseasonably cold weather into the month of April, thereby delaying 
normal maturation of the crop; and 


WHEREAS, problems were further compounded by an additional delay 
in harvesting the crop, again due to excessive rain, causing tomatoes to 
ripen in the fields and to fill with water, becoming unfit for shipment; and 


WHEREAS, the normal shipping time for Geneva and Houston County 
tomatoes falls between June 1 and July 10, filling a marketing void between 
Florida crops and those from California and South Carolina; and 


WHEREAS, this year, however, the few tomatoes salvaged by Ala- 
bama’s producers and those from Florida, California and South Carolina 
were all shipped at the same time causing a market glut and a resultant 
depressed price for tomatoes; and 


WHEREAS, having invested between $1500 to $2000 per acre in their 
crops, hundreds of Alabama’s tomato producers are facing financial ruin; 
may already have outstanding loans and will need additional financing for 
fall planting and for next year’s crop; now therefore

duction of oil and gas in this State, its regulation, the fiscal opportunity and 
liabilities for the State, the impact of the oil and gas industry on our State, 
and all facets thereof. 


BE IT FURTHER RESOLVED, That the Committee shall be a perma- 
nent committee which shall continue from year to year until terminated by 
the manner in which it was created and that the Committee shal! be com- 
posed of a total of ten (10) members, five (5) of which shall be appointed by 
the presiding officer of the Senate and five (5) of which shall be appointed 
by the Speaker of the House, all of which appointments shall be made no 
sooner than January 1, 1984, and not later than 10 days following the com- 
mencement of the 1984 Regular Session of the Legislature. The members 
shall serve until the expiration of the term of office of the appointing au- 
thority and the membership of the Committee shall be constituted as fol- 
lows: the presiding officer of the Senate shall appoint three (3) members of 
the Senate, and one (1) additional member from a list of three (3) nominees 
from among the membership of the Alabama-Mississippi Division of the 
Mid Continent Oil and Gas Association, and one (1) additional member who 
is a resident of an oil and gas producing county knowledgeable in the oil 
and gas field; the presiding officer of the House shall appoint three (3) 
members of the House of Representatives, and one (1) additional member 
from a list of three (3) nominees from among the Alabama membership of 
the Alabama Petroleum Council, and one (1) additional member who is a 
resident of an oil and gas producing county knowledgeable in the oil and gas 
field. The State Oil and Gas Supervisor and Commissioner of the Depart- 
ment of Conservation shall serve as ex officio, non-voting, advisory members 
of the Committee. The Committee shall meet within 10 days following the 
commencement of the 1984 Regular Session of the Legislature, whereupon 
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the first order of business shall be to elect a chairman and vice chairman 
from among the appointed membership of the Committee. Any vacancy 
shall be filled in the same manner as the original appointment for the re- 
mainder of the term.

Be It Enacted by the Legislature of Alabama: 


Section 1. The monies in Section 2 are appropriated from the named 
funds for the 1983-84 fiscal year to the state agency indicated, as the 
amounts to be used to pay the expenditures of the named agencies, and are 
in lieu of all monies appropriated for these purposes in other sections of the 
Alabama Statutes.

In computing the net income of domestic and foreign corporations sub- 
ject to income tax as outlined in Section 40-18-35, there shall be allowed; in 
Addition to the deductions specified in sub section (1) - (13) inclusive, 
thereof; a deduction for the sum of the net operating losses which may be 
carried forward to the taxable year for which the net ficouiie of the corpora- 
tion is being computed, provided that the deduction under this subdivision 
shall not exceed $500,000 in any taxable year. 


a. The term “net operating loss” for purposes of this section means the 
excess of the deductions (other than the deduction allowed by this subdivi- 
sion) allowed by this chapter during a taxable year of the corporation which 
begins after December 31, 1983 over the corporation’s gross income during 
such taxable year. For purposes of this paragraph, the corporation’s gross 
income and allowable deductions shall be determined under the provisions 
of this chapter applicable to the year in which the net operating loss arises. 


b. A net operating loss shall be carried forward to the earliest subse- 
quent year in which de corporation has net income (determined without 
taking into account the deduction allowed by this vy proiguaise The amount

ment of revenue to the several counties in which the corporation does 

usiness, in proportion to the amount of taxable property of such corpora- 
tion in each of said counties, and the comptroller shall draw his warrant 
payable to the county treasurer of each county in such proportion upon cer- 
tificate of the department of revenue. One-fifth One portion of the franchise 
tax collected shall be deposited in the state treasury to the credit of the

Be It Enacted by the Legislature of Alabama: 


Section 1. Section 39-1-1, Code of Alabama 1975, is amended to read 
as follows: 


“§ 39-1-1. Bonds required of persons, firms, etc., contracting with state 
or political subdivision thereof for repair, construction, etc., of public build- 
ings, words, etc.; commencements, etc., of actions upon bond by persons, 
firms, etc., supplying labor, materials, etc., to contractor; giving of notice of 
completion of project by contractor and final settlement; applicability of 
provisions of section. 


“(a) Any person, firm or corporation entering into a contract with the 
state or any county or municipal corporation or subdivision thereof in this 
state for the repair, construction or pee of any public buildings or 
public work, highways or bridges shall be required, before commencing such 
work, to execute a performance bond, with penalty equal to 100 percent of 
the amount of the contract price, in addition thereto, another bond with 
good and sufficient surety, payable to the state, county or municipal corpo- 
ration or subdivision letting the contract, in an amount not less than 50 
percent of the contract price, with the obligation that such contractor or 
contractors shall promptly make payments to all persons supplying him or 
them with labor, materials or supplies for or in the prosecution of the work 
provided for in such contract and for the payment of reasonable attorneys’ 
oh eas by successful claimants or plaintiffs in civil actions on said 

ond. 


“(b) Any person, firm or corporation that has furnished labor, materials 
or supplies for or in the prosecution or repair of any public building or pub- 
lic work, highways or bridges and payment for which has not been made 
shall be authorized to institute a civil action upon said bond in his or their 
name or names and to have their rights and claims adjudicated in such civil 
action and judgment entered thereon; provided, that no civil action shall be 
instituted on said bond until after 45 days’ written notice to the surety 
thereon of the amount claimed to be due and of the nature of the claim. 
Such civil action shall be commenced not later than one year from the date 
of final settlement of said contract. The giving of said notice by registered 
or certified mail, postage prepaid, addressed to the surety at any of its 
places of business or offices shall be deemed sufficient under this section.

exceed 10 years from the original due date. In such case the amount or 
amounts in respect of which the extension is granted shall be paid on or 
before the dates thus fixed, unless further extended within said limitation 
as to time. If the time for payment is extended, there shall be collected, in 
addition to the tax, interest thereon at the legal rate from the original due 
date of the tax to the date of payment.

(b) In assessing the tax upon any real estate or tangible property lo- 
cated within this state belonging to the estate of a nonresident decedent, 
which shall pass by will, devise or by the laws of intestacy, the department 
of revenue shall determine the tax due to be such proportion of the federal 
estate tax as would be leviable upon an estate of similar taxable net value, 
less that proportion of any exemption to which the estate is entitled, which 
the actual value of the real estate and tangible personal property located 
within this state belonging to the estate of the nonresident decedent bears 
to the actual value of the gross estate of the nonresident decedent wherever 
situate whether in this state or not. 
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(c) No tangible personal property located within this state belonging to

after the death of the grantor or donor, shall be subject to the same tax 
imposed upon transfers hereinbefore described by this chapter. The taxes 
upon such transfer shall become due and payable at once upon the death of 
the grantor or donor, and if not paid within 15 9 months from the death of 
the grantor or donor, unless the payment shall be extended, shall be subject 
to interest as aforesaid after the expiration of said period until paid. Said 
taxes and interest shall be a charge against the person receiving such prop- 
erty, and the property transferred shall be subject to a lien to secure its 
payment. All persons or corporation within the jurisdiction of the state in 
whose possession or control any such property so transferred or to be trans- 
ferred remains at the time of the death of the grantor or donor shall be

To make appropriations for the ordinary expenses of the executive, leg- 
islative and judicial departments of the State, for other functions of govern- 
ment, for interest on the public debt, and for capital outlay for the fiscal 
year ending September 30, 1984. 


Be It Enacted by the Legislature of Alabama: 


Section 1. The monies in Section 2 are appropriated from the named 
funds for the 1983-84 fiscal year to the state agency indicated, as the 
amounts to be used to pay the expenditures of the named agencies, and are 
in lieu of all monies appropriated for these purposes in other sections of the 
Alabama Statutes. 


For the purpose of this Act, the amounts herein for expenditures are 
listed by programmatic area and the total for all programs are shown by the 
source of funds. It is intended that only the named funds be appropriated 
to i een concerned; and that the following definitions shall be 

applicable: 


(a) “Appropriation Total” shall mean the aggregate total of all fund 
sources.
